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| Manitoba and the North-West 
Interesting Letters trom Prof, 
Macoun. 
Practical Points From a Close 
Observer. 
Srzamen MAnoverr 
AsSINABOINE VER, 
June 13th, 1879, 
Mn. Eprror.—According to promize I now 
send a lino to let my friends know that I am 
olive and well, So much has been written 
about the trip to Winnipeg that I shall passit 
over by saying that we had tho same troubles 
that others encountered, and like many of our 
friends forgot them when they wore past, 


A description of Winnipeg in out of the 
question in a short letter, but there are a few 
remarks that might be made regarding the 
immigration to it this season, and the charac- 
ter of tho immigrants. All the way from 
Glyndon to Winnipeg we met parties return- 
ing—tho disappointed ones being in the 
majority. I found that these had made the 
** grand round ”—had traveled the usual dis- 
tance through mud and water, had been to 
Pembina Mountain, Rapid City, and the other 
points of interest, and were now on their re- 
turo. Theso, like aheep, had gone astray by 
each one going in the game track with his fel. 
lows, and unthinkingly keeping on the same 
round without examining other points, 
Another crowd were met in the city who 
were industriously epending the hard earnings 
of their fathers, and who when their cash ran 
ont would retura and iail at the country, 
Another class were anxious to get employment 
where there;would be good pay and little work, 
and of these not a fewinterviewed your humble 
servant before he was many hours in Winni- 
peg. These classes are the froth that always 
work to the surface when men are stirred by 
any great purpose, and thsse I am sorry to say 
are among the ‘classes fally represented here. 
Thoueands of others have come and are 
delighted with their prospects, but these are 
neither tempted by the allurements of the 
city nor frightened by the ‘‘perils” of the way, 
but like the men who have made Ontario 
greaf aro willing to suffer hardships so that 
their families in the future may be amongst 
the magnates of this truly great country, 


You have heard so nach about water and 
mud that an additional paragraph from me 
may be almost inexcusable, yet 1 cannot re- 
frain from telling what I saw. The first day 
I was in the city the streets looked oxactly 
like a waxed floor, and seemed as hard as 
iron and was all that could be desired. 
On Monday evening the rain began 
to fall and it poured dewa for thirteen hours 
without intermission, Tuesday morning ueh- 
ered in a different scene and mud of the 
worst description reigned supreme, dt was 
literally indescribable and many were the falls 
experienced by unwary pedestrians. Strange to 
say the city streets were dry next day, but 
the country roads are pronounced impassable, 

A number of Belleville boys are located in 
the city and are doing well, while others are 
roaming around doing little or nothing. The 
former were industrious at home, the latter 
can succeed no where, as they are mero hu- 
man rubbish that sooner or later must be 
swept out of the way. 

Business in Winnipeg is a living thing avd 
men who are careful in their dealings must do 
well. Speculation in lands has run mad and 
city property is held higher in some localities 
than it will be ten years hence. Winnipeg 
will contain thirty thousand inhabitants in 
five years,and yet it is not wise in my opinion 
to buy lands within the city at present prices, 
The first Belleville man I saw in the city was 
Mr. Kelso, and through him was introduced 
to a number of leading men—strangers in the 
city—who like himself were one and all im- 
pressed with the astonishing future of the 
country. Tho American Consul told mo the 
day I left that no castern man was, or could 
be, aware of the greatness of the country. A 
company of American gentloman and their 
wives came to the city, on Monday,from Now 
York and Chicago and were utterly astonish- 
od to find a city in the heart of the continent 
with public and private buildings that could 
vie with those of the old cities of Ontario, or 
New York. While thoy wero paying their 
respects to the Goyernor, a largo deputation 
of Indians from the plains rode into tho city 
and proceeded to do tho same. Here met 
face to face the railway magnates of the cast 
and the half clad warriors of the plains, and 
‘as they gazed on each othor what thoughts 
may not haye passed through thoir minds ; 
both evidently were looking to tho future and 
both wore fitting types of tho cast and west. 
A war dance in front of the fort and the pas, 
sage of the inoyitablo hat broke up tho as- 
sembly, 

My business pressed mo so much while I 
was inthe city that Ihad hardly time to 
think, yot one thing struck mo foroibly that 
no matter with whom I spoke matters of tho 
greatest momont word at onco up for discus- 


sion, and schemes were being hatched that 
will tend in the near future to sond a continu- 
ous stream ofimmigrants into tho country, 
In my noxt Lehall give our voyage up tho 
Assinaboine.

Again 
tho scene changed, and the rapid Louris is 
passed, and wide-extended meadows stretch 
out on either hand, and as we sail up the wind- 
ing river with Muffy of wood and grassy mead.

A Strange Romance.

4] A QUESTION 1 LAw—A Lxoacy oF $400,000 


(London Globe.) 

A yory curious bit of romance comes to us 
in « gossipping lottor from an anoiont oity in 
the wost of England. It appoara that an old 


tradeaman of that placo, who had for some 
time been suffering from the effects of a 
paraiytio stroke, camo to London a fow 


months ago for the bonofit of hia health, and 
in a fow wooks married the landlady of the 
house in which he lodg 

riago sottloment and w a favor of his new 
wife, altagethor igaoring his children by a 
formor marriage. Ina fow weeks the old 
man died, and there the matter would havo 
ended but for some very extraordinary after 
cireumstances. Ono of tho executors of the 
will—a logal gentloman living in London— 
went down to the oity for the puapose of at- 
tending to the trusts under the will, and in 
looking over the papers of the deceased dis- 
covered that several years ago tho latter 
would have inherited property of tho now 
estimated value of about £80,000 if there had 
not been a ‘missing link’—the marriage cer- 
tiflcate of his grandfather and grandmother 
—in his pedigree. No proof whatover of his 
marriage could be found, and so all expecta 
tion of ever acquiring the property had 
vanished from the mind of the deceased, The 
executor, having leisure on his hands, and 
being interested in tho affair, sot about mak- 
ing inquiries and soarches in the matter, the 
result being that last week tho proofs of the 
marriaga wero discovered at a villgge church 
somo fow miles distant. Tho question now 
remains to be settled whether the property 
goes to the widow—the old man’s sole heir— 
or to tho heir at law—his oldest son. 
Whether tho widow’s claim is barred by the 
statuo of limitations or not, is a question that 
will haye to be settled by tho judges at West- 
mioster, It would bo a fitting climax to the 
story if this large property, by a single stroke 
of the pen by an old and feeblo man, should 
bo diverted from his children and his family 
into the hauda of one who wasa total stranger 
to him six months before his death. 


How to Improve the Stock. 


Unquestionably the most profitable 
course for the general farmer to adopt in 
improving the quality of his live-stock is 
to begin by the purchase of first-class 
thoroughbred males, The calves yot by 
athoroughbred bullof any of tho well- 
established breeds, out of a mixed aver- 
age lot of cows, will almost invariably 
possess much of the excellence of the 
thoroughbred sire, and the females of these 
half-breeds again, bred to a thoroughbred 
sire will produce animals, for all practical 
purposes except that of procreation, quite 
equal to the average thoroughbred. Tho 
same is true of sheep, swine, poultry, and, 
in fact, of all kinds of farm stock. By 
procuring thoroughbred males of the purest 
lineage, and of great individual merit, and 
carefully selecting the best of the femalo 
produce for breeders, using thoroughbred 
males only, for three or four generations, 
the farmer may engraft effectually all the 
excellence of thé thoroughbred stock upon 
his flocks and herds, 

But for thus grading up common. stock, 
it is of the utmost importance that tho 
male bo a thoroughbred in the strictest 
sense, A mongrel or a grade will do. bot- 
ter anywhere else than in this place. The 
more purely bred the sire, the more yalu- 
able, as a rulo, will ho be for this purpose. 
A grade may occasionally be found that is 
4n impressive sire, but such cases are rare, 
and exceptional results are never safe pre- 
cedents upon which to base a practice in 
any sort of businoss, Thoroughbreds of 
all the leading breeds of live stock are 
now so plentiful and so cheap that there is 
no longer any excuse for general farmers 
continuing the use of any other. In fact, 
in these times of low prices and active 
PpeReston the man who has the best 
stock,and who practices the most economi- 
cal methods of feeding, is tho man who 
will make the money, while all others will 
find the balance on the wrong side of tho 
ledger. 

And while on this subject, it may not 
be out of place to direct attention to the

raising. The very best breeds will not 
show any marked superiority over native 
stock if left entirely to shift for itself in 
in the hands of the averago farmer, but 
the improved breeds do furnish the means 
by which more pounds of beef, or milk, or 
butter, or wool, or mutton, or pork, or 
lard, and of a better quality, can be pro- 
duced from a given quantity of food, than 
unimproved stock. Even common stock 
will yield much more profit to the farmer 
from liberal feeding and good care than if 
kept ina half starved, half frozen condi- 
tion, but with the improyed breeds the 
difference is much more apparent,—Na- 
tional Live Stock Journal,

Old Countyy Items. 


ENGLAND, 

Queen Victoria’s travelling train usually | 
consists of 16 carriages, 

The subscriptions tothe Cardinal Newman 
Presontation Fund amount to between £4,- 
000 and £5,000, 

The great magnate of South Wales is Sir | 
Watkin William Wynn, who owns 90,000 
acres in the principality. 

The late William Howitt has, it is stated 
left an autobiography which is almost suf- 
ficiently advanced for publication. 

Sir Thomas Bazley, senior member for 

Mauchester, and the present “father” of 
the House of Commons, completed his 82d 
year on the 7th ult. 
_ Tho turret at the Admiralty Pier, Dover, 
is to be armed with to 81-ton guns,mount- 
ed some 15 feet above the Parapet, so as to 
command the Channel. 

Another of the few remaining Waterloo 
veterans has passed away in the person of 
Colonel John B, Riddleson,late of the 24th 
Foot, at the advanced age of 92 years. 

Baron Nathan De Rothschild left his 
family very fairly off. Ho died worth bo- 
tween eight and ten million pounds, Some 
say that the figure is more, others that it is 
much less, 

For want of tenants, Sir John Ramsden, 
who owns Huddersfield and has an income 
of $500,000, has been compelled to take 
six of his huge Scotch sheep farms into his 
own hands. 

The first of the 100-ton-guns has been 
mounted on the carriage and platform 
which it will occupy on service, at Wool- 
wich. Itswhole weight with travelling 
equipment is 180 tona. 

Outbreaks of typhoid fever in awi: 
reported to have occurred on farmsin Som- 
erset. The pigs were ordered to he slaugh- 
tered and buried. They were purchased ii 
Bristol market. 

A young man was recently brought be- 
fore a London Magistrate for kissing his 
sweetheart on Tooting Common. He was 
informed that his conduct was disorderly, 
and was bound over to keep the peace. 

Several persons were recently fined £50 
each, at Birmingham, for selling as tobacco 
a mixture which contained only one-fifth 
of the genuine weed, the reat being camo- 
mile flowers, logwood and liquorice. 

The fair Queen Kate, wife of Henry V, 
of England, receiyed from Charles, her 
father, a missal which afterwards became 
the property of the three succeeding 
Henrys. It has just been sold in Paris for 
$16,200. 

The Government have made arrange- 
ments by which the wives and families loft 
behind by soldiers going to Natal will be 
granted separate allowances, so that they 
may maintain themselves in England while 
the war continues. 

Sir Julius Vogel, Agent General for New 
Zealand and candidate prospective for Fal- 
mouth inthe Imperial Parliament, stated 
at a recent meeting that he had as many as 
1,000 applications (which meant about 
3,000 persons) for passage to New Zealand 
in a single day. 

Denials having been given to the an- 
nouncement that the Prince of Wales had 
remitted portions of the rents of his tenants, 
the Western Morning News has been 
authorized to state that a general remission 
with very few exceptions, has been made 
by the Prince of Wales to all his tenants of 
lands or farms, in most cases of 20 per 
cent. for threo years, and in other cases 15 
per cent. for two years, 

A young man, named Constantine, was 
killed at the Manchester races on the 4th 
inst. The race for the cup had just taken 
place, and there was a great rush of specta- 
tora to the gates. Constantine in attempt- 
ing to make his way out of the crowd was 
thrown down and crushed todeath. It is 
estimated that 200,000 persons entered the 
grounds during the day, and at the time of 
the accident there was such a dense mass 
of people round the deceased that no ono 
could stop to lift him from the ground.

On May 26 a man named Richard Pyle, 
a clerk on the Midland Railway, went into 
a drug store in Lower Sackville Street for 
some medicine, and while waiting for it 
dropped dead. 

The Right Rey. Dr. Fallon, late Bishop 
of Kilmacquagh and Kilfenora, Ireland, 
breathed his Jast at the House of the Pas- 
sionist Fathers, Mount Argus, Dublin, on 
Tuesday, May 13th, in his 73rd year. ~ 

A demonstration in honor of ‘he O'Gor- 
man Mahon, M. P.,in which 20,060 ir 
sons are said to haye taken part, took place 
in Ennis on May 29. The new membor 
delivered a patriotic speech, and great en- 
thusiasm prevailed, 

The deaths registered in Dublin for week 
ending May 24th were 211. This was 69 
in excess of the corresponding week of the 
previous year. This death rateis 11 per 
cont, per 1,000 over that of the other large 
cities of Great Britain and Ireland. 

The Dublin Castle authorities havo. re- 
moyed since the lst of June the proclama- 
tion of the 16th of September, 1865, in 
force in the County of Cork— excepting the 
districts of the Barony of Cork, the Great 
Island and the parishes of Marmullano and 
Monkstown. 

In the House of Commons, May 26th, 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland, in reply to

The Globe says, in its issuo of Juno 30th : 
“ Wo agreo with the Hamilton Spectator,

profitable, is sincere in this declaration, as,

Grit organs to misrepresent and distort 

facts aa to the beneficial effects which the 

National Policy has produced and is causing 

in the trade of the Dominion, On these 

grounds the INrecitcRNceR, as one of the 
~ aforesaid ‘Tory journals,” refuses most 
unqualitiedly to coaso the discussion of the 
subject, which, tho more it is ventilated by 
the press, the more clearly shows the wis- 
dom of the people in the choice which they 
made between free trade and Protection in 
Soptomber last, and the more amply dem- 
onstrates the fact that the tariffnow in forco 
fully rodeoms the promises of the Conserv- 
ative leaders to the people, and that it has 
been wisely framed, and is having the effect 
which was desired and intended, in promot- 
ing and fostering the manufacturing, agri- 
cultural and mining industries of the coun- 
try. Tho Globe has entered into a discus- 
sion of tho subject which the LNTELLIGEN- 
cer did not expressly court, and having 
made many rash statements which wo have 
controyerted, and shown on unimpeachable 
eyidence to be incorrect in every particular, 
would fain retire from the controversy which 
it provoked. But we do not intend to al- 
low facts to remain unchronicled on that 
account, and shall continue to give currency 
through our columns to such information 
as reaches us of the improvements in trade 
and manufactures which tho feeling of con- 
fidence and of a chance for the profitable 
investment of capital in home industries 
_ inspired by the National Policy causes, and 
to comment appropriately on these facts. 

Asa matter of fact Conservative journals 
had almost coased to discuss tho principles 
of free trade,revenue policy and protection, 
asthe people had so unmistakeably pro- 
nounced in favor of the latter that further 
discussion of the general principle had be- 
come, as Mr. Toots would have said, ‘ of 
no consequence.” What had engaged at- 
tention for several weeks past had been 
the compilation and publication of items

Mohammed Towfik, was born on the 19th 
of November, 1852, Hoe is described by 
Mr. Edwin do Leon as follows ; — “I bo- 
lieve the hoir apparent, Prince Mohammed 
Towlik, has never enjoyed the advantages 
of foreign travel nor a foreign cerriculum, 
but has boon brought up and educated at 
homo. Yot he does credit to his teachers, 
both as to mind and manners, being one of 
tho moat modest and at the same time one 
of the bost informed young men to be met 
with anywhero, universally respected as 
woll as liked by foreigners as well as na- 
tives; though he shrinks from rather than 
courts observation or society. Whether 
this proceeds from native modesty or from 
policy, the position he occupies (1878) be- 
ing a more diffiicult and delicate one in the 
East than elsewhere, [ am not sufliciontly 
intimate with him to say, but my impres- 
sion was that tho former causo had as much 
to do with it as the latter. Yet his retir- 
ing manner by no means indicates a lack of 
will or firmness, On the contrary,I should 
judge he was naturally obstinate. Loss 
politic and plausable than his father, Prince 
Tewfik impresses you with bolief in his

| Wallbridge’s Grist Mill Destroyed. | 


A sorious fire ocourred at Shannonyille | 
lant night, resulting in the destruction of | 
the largo grist mill owned by Francis 
Wallbridge, Exq., and occupied by N. 8. | 
Appleby, Esq. It is not known how tho 
fire originated, but it is supposed to have 
beon caused by tho machinery. A telegram | 
was despatched to Mr. Wallbridge at 12:30, 
asking him to have an engine sent from the 
city, as the whole villago was in danger ; 
but ho did not receive the message until 
two hours later, by which timo the danger 
was over, tho villagers having by stronu- 
ous efforts succeeded in confining tho fire 
to the flour mill, although the saw mill ad- 
joining narrowly escaped destruction. The 
mill which was destroyed was built of stone 
and was erected by Mr. Wallbridge soveral 
years ago, at acost of $16,000. It was 
valued lately at $10,000, and yras insured 
in the Western for $6,000. Mr. Appleby 
estimates his loss on stock at from $5,000 
to $6,000, on which he hasan insurance 
also in the Western for $2,000. The oo- 
currence of this destructive fire is much to 
be regretted, as it not only occasions a 
heavy loss to the owner and tenant, but 
seriously affects the business interests of 
the village.

When to Skim Milk. 


_ The New England Farmer replies to the 
inquiries of a correspondent when is the prop- 
or time to skim milk, and whether it is always 
desirable to remove the cream while the milk 
is sweet. Now this is a difficult question to 
answer in a few words, partly because there 
4re 80 many other conditions connéoted with 
butter-making—all of which have an import. 
ant bearing on the question. Under certain 
conditions we would prefer to have cream 
tour when taken from the milk, or certainly 
very soon afterward. ‘There is, probably, no 
month in the year when dairymen are #0 
annoyed by bad behavior in cream as in 
November, and at a time, too, when the milk 
may be kept an indefinite time without sour- 
ing. We might answer that, when milk in- 
clines to keep sweet for a long time,we would 
prefer to have the conditions changed so that 
it shoald sour, and when it sours too readily, 
wo would endeavor to keep it sweet. In July 
and August mill set in open cans withont ice, 
and in a warm room inolines to sour too soon, 
before the cream has time to rise completely. 
At this time we would change the conditions 
so that it shall keep sweet longer. In cold 
Weather the cream rises #0 ilawiy that it often 
becomes bitter in the pans. Here more heat 
in wanted, even though it tends to sour the 
milk. So,we would say,in cold weather keep 
milk where it will tend to grow sour in forty- 
eight hours, and in hot weather keep it from 
souring in loss time than twenty-four hours. 

We prefor to have milk that is set in opon 
pans ready to skim in from twenty-four to 
thirty-six hours, the year round, and just 
ready to sdur when the cream is removed, but 
not really sour, nor thick, like curdled milk, 
We prefer to havo cream alightly acid when 
it goes into the churn, summor or winter, be- 
cause it usually comes to butter more rapidly, 
while the quality is equally good as from 
porfectly sweet cream. Mill that has become 
#0 sour as to cufdle and to remain in insolu- 
ble flakes will be caught in the butter in the 
form of white specks, much to its injury both 
in flavor and in keeping qualities, Simple 
souring, in its early stages, ia not injurious 
to cream for making good butter.—Kansas 
Farmer,

A Charley Ross in the Eastern 
Townships, 


The Cowanaville Observer has the following 
in its issue of ‘Thursday last :

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Dairy Cows as Milkers. 
Dr. Esteim, of Bonn, draws attention to 
some facts connected with dairy stock, th tis 
of cows, viewed ay machines for transforming 
raw material food into milk. Ho lays down 
that the milkeyielding quality of cows is not 
peculiar to avy raceso much as the moan 
yield between breeds is different. A good 
milker may be common to any race. It ap: 
pears that a M. de Kappen, noar Vaderborn, 
rogiaters every fortnight the weight of ea 
animal, and the quantity of milk it has yield- 
ed—testing thus the ratio between secretion 
and flesh. Now the digestive aptitude is 
proportional to this live weight, and the func- 
tion of the mamiferous organs to the quantity 
of nutritive elements conveyed to them by the 
irculating blood. The average weight of the 
thirty cows is 114 owts., and tho daily yield 
ot milk over 114 quarts, or 773 quarts per 
oar ; for every 2 cwts, yielded 1,286 quarts 


134 owts. gave but 398 quarts per the 16stone, 
Here the evidence is striking, that the differ- 


ence depends not on race, though the herd is 


Datch, but on formation of the mamiferous 
rgans. Further, the relation between the 
jold of milk and its richness augments with 
bo abundance and superior quality of the 
ration; the appetite of the animal thus becomes 
tho test. Now as it clearly requires more food 
to support an animal of 134 owts, and yielding 
less milk than one of 13{ owts, prodacing 
more, the latter must be the more remuner- 
ative machine for transforming food into 
milk.—California Agriculturist, 


Making Butter. 


The following discussion by John Stew- 
rt, Esq., of Iowa, is taken from the 
American Dairyman, and is worthy of 
areful pornsal by dairymen, manufactur- 
rs, shippers and transportation companies, 
We are disposed, however, to take exception 
to one passage in it relating to the manu- 
facture of butter. He says : 
“Tt (the butter, after being washed and 
salted, and set in 4 cool place for twenty- 
four hours) ‘ should then be worked and 
washed until every particle of buttermilk 
is out. Care should be taken, however, 
not to destroy the grain.” 
We think it is time that the expréssion 
‘working out buttermilk” from butter 
were banished from dairy literature, except 
when used in describing the faulty practices 
of the past and present. Butter, properly 
washed in the churn, contains no butter- 
milk to be worked out. Butter connot be 
worked at all without breaking the grain, 
more or less, hence Mr. S.’s caution is a 
nullity, or may be taken tomean the less 
you work it the better, with which we 
agree. Nearly the same thing may be 
said about ‘ working in” salt. Salt should 
not be worked in, but washed in, 
Butter properly handled, after being 
washed and the buttermilk separated from 
it, will appear in coarao granules through 
which water will filter as through the samo 


e 


balk of wheat. Salt introduced at this 
Stayo with «little brine (or w r) will, by 
proper agitation, be distribured evenly 


throuyh the mass. Tho agitation should 
be a little at a time, and be repeated sev 
eral (ies, requiring a half an hour to an 


hour to complete the operation. In the 
meantime, the salt will have been pretty 
completely diesolved and distributed. A 


very slight working may be necessary at 
time of packing, for the purpose of correct- 
ing avy possible nnovennees of distribution 
of tho salt, and to make the butter more 
compact, bit no streaks will be likely to 
appear. ‘Tho above, at least is our oxpori- 
ence in the handling of butter. We may 
add tbat we have transferred butter hand- 
lod in this way directly from churn to the 
package, and the sample was pronounced 
superior; but the conditions can not alwayo 
be made perfect enough to admit of this. 
Twenty-four hours, however, is a pretty 
long interval betwoon the churning and 
the packing.—Sterliny, Ill, Gazette, 


Controling Vicious Horses, 
A new and very simple mothod of ‘train- 
ing vicious horses was exhibited in Wost 
Philadelphia recently, and the manner in 
which some of tho wildest horses wero sub- 
dued was astonishing. Tho firat trial was 
that of a kicking or ** bucking” mare, which 
her owner said had allowed no rider on her 
back for a period of at least five years. Sho 
became tame and gentlo in about as many 
minutes, and allowed herself to be ridden 
about without a sign of her formor wild- 
ness. ‘Tho moans by which tho rosult was 
accomplished consisted of a piece of light 
rope, which was passed around tho front 
jaw of the maro, just above tho upper 
teoth, crossed in her mouth and thence se- 
| cured back of her neck. It was claimed 
that no horse will kick or jump when thus 

secured, and thata ‘ bucking” horso after 
receiving the treatment afew times will 
abandon hin vicious ways forever. _A vory 
simple mothod was also shown by which a 
kicking horse could be shod. It conniated 
in connecting the animal's head and tail by 
moans of a rope fastened to tho tail aad 
then to the bit, and drawn tightly onough

Discouraged Teachers. 

-Few people seem to think that a teacher 
can be discoura Many rogerd him as a 
kind of machine, destitute of oll sensibility, 
to be put through bis routine of daily toil 
without a word of complaint at anything 
that may occur. He must bear with the 
foibles and whims of children, spoiled and 
petted at home, settle all treubles that may 
arise between students, bear their impudence, 
their want of punctuality, or their indolence, 
and yet must keep cool, be self-possessed, be 
always ready, never out of humor, and ad- 
vance his pupils rapidly. But he may be 
discouraged. Let me tell you how it can be 
done. First then, let the parent or guardian 
never visit the school, nor talk with the 
teacher about his work. Don't so much as 
let him know that yon ever think about it. 
‘t is simply your business to rend, acd then 
pay for having sent, your child to school. 
What do you care about what the child is 
doing while there ? And then, if this is not 
sufficient, epeak disparagingly of his work 
to your neighbors and friends, A little 
censure may do him good. Me carefal not to 
say anything o! his energy, bia fidelity. 
ceaseless efforts to advance his pupils. ‘The 
directions, well followed, will generally suc- 
ceed in discouraging the teachor—if that is 
what youseek to Jo,

Tho Royal Agiicultural Society of England 
is about to ombark upon a spirited enterprise, 
Invitations have been issued in tho namo of 
tho Prince of Wales, President of the Royal 
Agrioultural Society, and of tho chairman and 
mombers of its Council, with an intimation 
that from the 30th of June until tho 7th of 
July an International Agricultural Exhibition 
will be held at Kilburn, ‘for horses, cattle, 
shoop, pigs, asacs, mules, goats, hops, seed, 
corn, wool, butter, cheese, hams, bacon, meat, 
cider, bees and hives,”” Prizes to the valu of 
nearly fourteen thousand pounds are to be 
awardod and distributed among successful 
competitors, and it is exprewsly added that 
“all prizes for live stock are open to foreign 
and colonial, as well a8 to British, owners of 
animals eligible to compete.”

by a judicious economy in feed and labor, an 
amount of new and efficient activity has, 
stop by step, besn called into being, with a 
view to enable the British farmer to meet the 
discouragement of low prices by the increased 
productiveness of the acres committed to his 
charge. Nor have the results attained been 
unworthy of the sagacious efforts put forth 
with a view to their realization. Not many 
days ago a prize-winning Clydsdale maro was 
sold by a Scotch farmer to Mr, Angus, of 
Australia, for soyon hundred guineas, and it 
is incontestable that the domestic four-footed 


animals raised in theso islands have advanced 
to a degreo of perfection unexampled in any 
other country. 

Nothing, indeed, is more certain than that 
the existing depression and hard times through 
which the agricultural interest is passing can 
alone be met by bringing increased capital 
and brains to bear upon the cultivation of 
fields, and tho Royal Agricultural Society of 


will be effected this year, 

This is a story which, if left to go on its 
rounds, would probably endin a saying of 
$20,000 a year ; but as it is unnecessary to 
allow it to reach that #tage;and as it is only 
fair to the chief printing establishments 
of the city to show that their charges for 
work done for the Corporation are not of 
the fraudulent character that the report in 
question would lead people to inferentially 
believe, wo deem it fitting that Rumor 
should be exposed and Truth vindicated. 

In order to effect so large a saving as 
$1,000 per annum, those who reflect at oll 
must have come to the conclusion that the 
expenditure for Corporation printing each 
year would amount to at least $5,000, which 
would give credit for the handsome reduc- 
tion of 20 per cent to the Council for the 
present year. The only way to reach cor- 

rectness in the matter is by reference to the 
Auditors’ report of the civic receipts and 
expenditures, and to it therefore we go for 
information. Taking this document for the 
year 1877—the latest as yot published and 
therefore accessible to the ratepayers —we 
find that in that year the amount paid out 
for printing and stationery was $1,987.54, 
but of this sum no less than $1,009.53 had 
been incurred in previous years, leaving 
$978.01 as the amount disbursed during 
that year for printing and stationery ; but 
aa there were unpaid accounts outstanding 
to the amount of $55.11, we thus find that 
printing and stationery cost the Corpora- 
tion of Belleville in 1877 exactly $1,033.12. 
Of this amount $297.44 was incurred for 
stationery, and paid to Messrs. Harrison, 
Hart & Rawlinson and J. O. Overell, leay- 
ing as the cost of printing for the year 
$735,68. How, by any rale of arithmetic 
which has yet been devised, $1,000 could 
be saved out of this sum we are not 
aware. 

We might add that, should some of the 
other sources of expenditure be as closely 
scrutinized as that for printing, a saving 
might be effected which would be of moro 
consequence to the ratepayers than tho at- 
tempt to get printing done at starvation 
prices, which has been pursued for some

turists had a congenial aptitude for the pur-

In 1841 tho average produce of wheat in 
xmgland was but twenty-six bushels an acre, 
and Mr. Pusey showed that if it could be 
raised to twenty-seven bushels, there would 
be an addition of four hundred and seventy- 
five thousand quarters to the nation’s income, 
worth, at fifty shillings a quarter, about one 
million two hundred thousand pounds, which 
wonld be equal to a capital sum of twenty-four 
millions gained for ever to the country by this 
trifling increase in the growth of one agrioul- 
tural staple alone in Ergland and Wales.

The literati at once demanded a written 
engagement from the Christians that they 
would, at the expiration of the present 
year, abaudon their chapel at Yikkan and 
their right to exercise their religion in that 
town and ita neighborhood. This of course 
the Christians refused to agree to, but at 
the same time they expressed their willing- 
ness to sign an agreement to the effect that 
if they were found guilty of doing anything 
wrong.or disgraceful, they might at once be 
expelled from the town. The mandarins 
Appear to haye approved theso proposals, 
and to have Ye 

APPLAUDED THE CHRISTIANS 

for their conciliatory bearing and conduct, 
but the gentry and Jiterati would have noth- 
ing less than their expulsion from the place. 
The meeting then broke up and the Siris: 
tians retired toa lodging house in town. 
Very shortly afterward the mandarins’alarm 
gong was sounded, and hundreds of people 
rushed, at the signal, to the lodging house, 
where the Christiana had retired for the 
night, dragged four of them into the street, 
beat them most barbarously with all man- 
ner of weapons, and inflicted severe wounds 
on the unfortunate men, leaving them, as 
was supposed, dead. 

‘Two of them were thrown like dogs into 
the river, but managed to scramble to the 
other bank and crept away until they were 
found by the yamen runners, who placed 
them in a Sedan chair and sent them to 
the nearest mission station in the district. 
The other two men were taken up as dead, 
and the brutal literati, aided by their hired 
followers, set fire to their clothing and 
queues, These two sufferers were ulti- 
mately rescued and also sent in a chair to 
the nearest mission station

The English Rogistrar-Genera), in his an- 
nual summary of births, deaths, &3., for 1879, 
says: ‘London is the greatest city in the 
world. Its population exceeds 3,500,000, or 
if we add the population of its suburbs in the 
Outer Ring, the total population is 4,500,000. 
Its population approaches the aggregate popu- 
lation of 22 other large towns of the United 
Kingdom. It nearly equals the aggregate 
population of Paris, Berlin, and Vienna; or, 
with the suburbs, it equals the population of 
the capitals of France, Germany, Austria and 
Russia, The area of this great city is 22 
square miles,or a square of little more than 11 
miles to the side ; so the density of the popu- 
lation is 29,323 people to the square mile, and

Hidden Treasures Unearthed. 


DEATH OF A MISER IN HADLYME, CONN, — 
WHAT HE TRIED TO SAY, IN DYING. 


(Correspondence of the Hartford Times.) 


Eest Happam, Conn,, June 25.— Mr. 
Marvin Conning, of Hadlyme, who died on 
Thursday, the 12th inst., at the age of 74 
years, has been the object of much com- 
ment in this and adjoming villages, It is 
alleged that the poor old man starved him- 
self to death, which report is substantiated 
by the physicians who attended him in his 
sickness. By dint of industry, remarkable 
financiering, and rigid economy the deceas- 
ed had accumulated an ample fortune be- 
fore attaining the age of 50. During the 
last ten years of his life ho lived like a 
hermit, his diet, consisting mostly of raw 
pork and hard bread, so cunningly conceal- 
ed his true circumstances that many were 
led to believe that he could not afford a 
housekeeper. He denied himself the com- 
forts of life, from miserlf motives alone, 
by going without eating during long periods, 
and staying in his house on cold winter 
days without a fire. Hoe had manifested 
no particular desiro to possess real estate 
until about three years since, when ho 
suddenly purchased three extensive farms, 
which, in addition to the territory bequeath- 
ed by his mother, made him the largest 
landholder in the place wherein he resided. 
The prompt manner in which he paid the 
cash for this property led his neighbors to 
believe that there was more truth than 
poetry in the prevailing rumor that this old 
chap had amint of money. The day be- 
foro Mr. Banning died he intimated to his 
attendant that there wore hidden treasures 
in and around his residence, which declara- 
tion was delayed so long that the poor old 
man’s atrongth gave out before he was ablo 
to particularize all the various nooks and 
corners which he had utilized as banks of 
deposit, A very careful search throughout 
the premises was instituted, which resulted 
in the finding of soveral bags of gold and 
nilyor in a bowl of butternuts in the garret, 
amounting in tho aggregate to about 
$3,000. A box was also unearthed in tho 
collar which contained not only gold and 
silver coins, but several thousand dollars in 
Government and other bonds, Mr, Ban- 
ning waa the owner of a number of shares 
of the Saybrook National Bank, and a largo 
depositor in several saving banks, Tho 
valiaa of his estate is variously estimated, 
but thero is no moana at present of knowing 
the oxact amount, ag the inventory is not 
yot porfoctod and all the treasure may not 
have been found, and that the entire ostato 
will fall to his sistor, a Mra, W right, of 
Doop River, who is in very needy ciroum- 
stances.

With a density of 99,992 
persons to the square mile. the mortality 
should be 35.1 per 1000, were not special sys- 
tems of drainage anil cleanliness in use in 
London, by which the wortality in the years 
1874-8 is reduced to 22.6. _ The consequence 
is that the deaths are so low in London as 
83,695, and, the births being 129,184, the 
registered births exceed the deaths by 45,489, 
which exceeds the estimated increase of popu 
lation (43,693) by 1,795. There is a contin- 
ued influx’of new comers to London but the 
facta show that the number who leave London 
as emigrants exceed the number of its immi- 
grants. There is an incessant interchange of 
persone born in and out of London. 

In the séveuteenth century the deaths 
equalled the births in number. Tho density 
of the population is continually increasing. 
Thus, while ia 1842 there were 16,367 persons 
to a square mile, there were 28,602 to a square 
mile in 1876 ; and that alone would cause an 
increase of mortality, which would, according 
to the law that has been deduced from the re- 
turns from all England raise the mortality 
from 24.5 in 1840-4 to 26,2 in 1874-8, Thus 
the deaths should have been at this rate 91,- 
423 a year in 5 years, 1874-8, whereas they 
actually were 79,345- The reduction in the 
rate of mortality saved 12,178 lives annually 
in the five years in London, This may be 
fairly ascribed t> sanitary improvemeata. In 

840-5 the water supplied to London was 
taken partly from the Thames at Hungerford 
Bridge and Bat torsea, where it was mixed 
with the sewage of London, while in 1874-5 
it was taken from the Lea, the New River, 
and the Thames bigber up the river, boyond 
the London sewer contamination. The great 
aystern of sewerage has been carried out in its 
main outline aed the whole of South London 
has been drained. There are health officers 
appointed in every district in London who 
have mado many useful suggestions which 
hayo been partially carried out. And this 
has redncedl the mortality from 22.62, the 
corrected rato, as has been shown theincrease 
of density would imply, to 22.8 per 1,000; 
so 12,178 lives are saved annually, Much has 
really been done, and much remains to be 
dono. The waters of the Thames partially 
contaminated are still supplied to London, and 
the branch-sewers aro still imperfect, while 
the sowors communicate in many cases with 
the interior of tho houses, so that much re- 
mains to be done, which may be pointed out 
by skilful health officers acting under one 
head.

The Letelher Affair, 


A cablo telogram published in the Globe 

of tho 6th inst., stated that tho Imporial 
authorities had decided to rofer the 
Lotollior matter back to Canada for decis- 
ion, as being within the competence of the 
Governor General in Council, This an- 
nouncement, which was not unoxpected, 
but which was received with some degreo 
of doubt, seems to have been well founded, 
as tho Ottawa Citizen of the 7th contirma it 
by saying :—‘‘ We belieyo wo are correct 
“in stating that tho imperial suthoritios 
“havo referred the matter back to His 
“ Excellency, with an expression of opinion 
* that tho question was purely a local ono, 
‘controllable by His Excellency's ad- 
** visers.”* Tho consequence will without 
doubt be that Mr, Lotellier will be dis- 
missed, in accordance with the advice of the 
Dominion Government. 

Wo have so frequently expressed an 

opinion on this subject that it is unneces- 
sary to do soagain,ourposition being simply 
that, as the Lieutenant Govornor of Quebec 
abused his prerogative for partizan purposes 
—as ho stepped into the political arena in 
order to secure the overthrow of tho party 
to which he had been opposed when in 
active political life—he thenceforth, because 
of identifying himself with a party, became 
unworthy to hold the non-partizan office to 
which he had been appointed. 

Wo apprehend that this settlement of the 
question will bo satisfactory to the peo- 
ple of Canada gonerally, as although the 

» Governor General was, owing to the 
noyelty of the circumstances and the con- 
sequent lack of precedent to guide him, 
justified in referring the matter to the 
Home authorities, their recognition of the 
right of Canada todenl with purely local 
matters will prove of consequence in the 
future. The result will be that Lieuten- 
ant Governors will hereafter hesitate long 

. before making themselves the instruments 
of any political party, and that the will of 
the people shall not be frustrated by any 
official, hovever high the position which he 
holds.

Lare Hayivo.—Tho failure to gather tho 
hay whilo it is at its best, is a too frequent 
and inexcusable neglect at this season. If 
farmers could be convinced of how much 
of tho feoding value of hay is lost by loay- 
ing the grass to become ripe, hard, and 
woody, it would no longer be pormittod.

| the sun, Boing comparatively dry whon 
| cut itis very soon cured ; and if put up in 
cocks as soon, as it is thoroughly wilted, it 
will heat and steam and become muoh

Currina Wuear And Rye.—lf thero is 
any doubt about the best time for cutting 
grain, the general experience last year wont 
far towards settling the question, All over 
the country a hot spell came on just as tho 
cutting became general, and the grain 
shrank badly. Had tho harveat been a 
fow days earlier, tho total grain would 
have been enormous, In the writer's 
field, stopping the cutting for the 4th of 
July holiday last season, caused a loss of 
$100 in the quality of the grain and in 
shrinkage af weight and bulk. As soon as 
tho grain is solid, but will still rush dry be- 
tween the finger nails, it may be cut, and 
hot weather will not injure it in the shock 
as it will when standing. Deadripo grain 
is not only less valuable, but the straw is 
worth less than if out three or four days 
eaclier, 
Prorgor tHE Horszs.—A cotton sheet 
will be found a great protection to the 
horses working in the harvest field. It 
screens them 1 as the heat, from flies, and 
from dust, and the labor of cleaning them 
is lessened. It will be found desirable, 
when horses are washed, to use a soft 
sponge and water in which some carbolic 
soap has been dissolved. This cools the 
skin, assists perspiration, removes the 
strong pungent smell, greatly refreshes the 
animals, and drives away flies. | Where

BuckwHeEar may be made profitable up- 
on a piece of rough or newly cleared ground 
No other crop is so effective in mellowing 
rough cloddy land. The seed in northern 
localities should be sown before July 12th ; 
otherwise early fall frosts may catch the 
crop.

Cows. —A cool, dark, clean stable for the 
cows, is for many reasons preferable, to a 
hot pasture in the middle of the day. 
Cows that have been kept up on moderate 
feed, will shrink in their milk, on being 
tarned into a luxurious pasture on a hot 
day. Dry earth or sand makes a better 
bedding than straw during the hot season. 


AntiricraL Foop.—Butter dairymen will 
find some of the artificial foods profitable 
to feed with green fodder or pasture, 
Scouring caused by green feed, may be 
stopped at once by giving the cow 2 quarts 
of dry cotton-seed meal. 
Surer.—Keep ewes intended for the 
butcher by themselves, and feed liberally, 
A quart of mixed ground feed or bran, and 
oil-cake meal, will soon bring them into 
marketable condition. Keep store sheep 
in a light pasture, and give a handful of 
feed daily. Provide shade of some kind, 
Dysentery iN Sueer is to be guarded 
against. Ailing sheep willretire from the 
flock, and may not be found until too late, 
unless the flock is watched and counted fre- 
quently. As soon as a looseness of the 
bowels is perceived, the sheep should be 
moved to # cool shed. and one ounce of cas- 
tor oil be given. A bran or oatmeal mush 
will be beneficial. 
Fires oy Avi Kinps are now vory trouble- 
some, and should bo watchfully guarded 
against. If maggots are found’ upon the 
sheep, apply tar and grease (rancid buttor 
or lard to the parts, andclip off the wool 
closely. Carbolic sheep-dip, and othor 
preparations ot carbolic acid, may be used 
to prevent attacks,

Agrioultural Depression in 
England. 


A cable despatch of tho Sth, which was 
published in our columns on that day, 
shows that tho subject of agricultural de- 
prossion in tho British isles, which has for 
many months engaged public attention and 
the attention of the journals,in the mother 
country, has at length been discussed in 
Parliament. The discussion arose ona 
motion of Mr. Henry Chaplin, the Con- 
seryative member for Lincolushire, who 
moved for the appointment of a Royal 
Commission to enquire into the causes of 
tho agricultural depression or how far they 
were created or aro remediable by legis- 
lation. The dobato,as indicated by the brief 
summary transmitted by cable, shows that 
on all sides it was agreed that the depres- 
sion had been caused by American com- 
petition ; but as the motion wa: imply for 

purposes of enquiry, no remedial legisla- 
tion was proposed, although tho statement 
was mado, and we believe it to bo beyond 
successful contradiction, that to fro trade 
is due the alarming depression in the agri- 
cultural industry of Great Britain which 
has boon witnessed during the past fow 
years. 

Tho cause of the depression has been, in 
our belief, the large importation into Great 
Britain of tho cheese, live cattle, shop, 
pigs, and carcascs of slaughtered animals 

“for food, The competition of the great 
grain growing countries having removed 
tho profits on home grown grain to a mini- 
mum, there was yot a source of profit loft 
in agriculture, the climate being most fa- 
yorable to the production of hay, turnips 
and root crops gonerally, and of grass for 
pasture.

LOSS ABOUT $10,000, ao 


One of tho most doatructive fires which has 


miles distant from this city, At about 1 
o'clock, as wo aro informed, two trayollors 
arrived at Arkels’ Hotel, kept by P, Collins, 
and required dinnor, - A quick fire was start- 
ed in a room whore thero had been no fire for 
some days, and the result was that the oot 
in the chimney ignited, the fire commupicat- 
ing from the chimney to the building, which 
in a fow minutes wasa mass of flame. So 
rapidly did the fire spread, fanned by a atrong 
wind, that but little time was afforded for 
the removal of the contents of the hotel, but, 
aided by his guoste, Mr, Collins succeeded in 
removing most of his effects. Tho outbuild, 
ings, including barn and drive house, soon 
caught and in a few minutes were blazing 
furiously, and the flamos spread to Palmer's 
Hotel, which, with all its contents, stables 
and drive house, was totally consumed. Mr, 
Joseph Thrashor’s residence was also burned, 
only a part of the owner's proporty being re- 
moved ; Mr, Cook’s dwelling and blacksmith 
shop were also destroyed, with their con- 
tents, and the flames spread to tho barn of 
Mr. Robertson, a quarter of a milo distant, 
which, with a quantity of hay, was also des- 
troyed. A slight change in the direction o¢ 
the wind alone eaved the few remaining build- 
ings in the hamlet, which now presents a 
desolate appearance, three-fourths of the 
buildings which it contained having been 
swept away. 

Mr. Robert Arkels, who owned the hotel 
in which the fire originated, loses about $2,- 
000; insured in the Beaver and Toronto 
Mutual for $600. Mr. Collins, his tenant, suff. 
ors a loss estimated at $500; not insured. 
Mr. Josoph Uhrasher was the principal suffer- 
er. He owned Palmer’s hotel and outbuild- 
ings, tho house in which he resided, and 
Cook's blacksmith shop and dwelling. His 
Toss can scarcely fall short of $6,000 ; no in- 
surance, Mr. Palmer's loss was from $600 to 
$800 ; no insurance. Mr.* Cook's loss $500, 
and Mr. Robertson's loss $500. No insurapce 
in either caso, 

In all thirteen buildings—including barns 
and outhouses were destroyed, besides a 
good deal of fencing, an4 tho total loss will 
reach not less than $10,000,

Attacked by Locusts. 


| Baily 


A dotachmont of Russian troops, bound 
}for General Lazareff’s expodition against 
| the Turcomana, is roported by tho Kavkas 
to have met with a curious misadventure 
noar tho Georgian town of Ellizavetopel. 
At a few versts from the town tho soldiors 
encountered the wing of an army of locusts 
reported to be twenty miles in Jongth and 
broad in proportion, The oflicer in charge 
did not like to tuen back, ropelled by more 
inaocts, and, pushing on, soon becamo aur- 
rounded by tho locusts. Thoso appear to 
have mistaken tho soldiers for trees, and 
swarmed by thousands around them, *fcrawl- 
{ing over thoir bodies, lodging themselves 
insido their helmots, filling tho barrels of 
thoir rifles, and striving to force themselves 
into tho unfortunate men’s cars and noses,” 
The commandergaye the order for thotroops 
to push on double quick for Ellizavetopol, 
but the road was. so blocked with locusts 
that the soldiers grow frightened, and after 
wavering a few minutes, a regular stampede 
took place. Led by a non-commissioned 
officer of keen vision who had observed a 
fow huts a short distance from the road, the 
troops dashed across the fields, * slipping 
about over the crushed and greasy bodies 
of tho locusts as though they had been on 
ico,” ‘Tho huts were soon reached, and the 
oflicers rushed inside, but the refuge proved 
to be of little value, as the premises. were 
alroady in the possoasion of the onemy. 
The peasants told the correspondent of the 
Kavkaz that for days they had been besieged 
by the yermin, the insects filling the wolls 
and tainting tho water, crowding ‘into the 
ovens and spoiling the bread, and prevent- 
ing any food being cooked or stored. At 
intervals the villagers issued from their 
houses and made onslaughts on the locusts, 
killing thom by thousands and carting them 
away afterwards to the fields for manure, 
The soldiers were detained prisoners by the 
insects for forty-eight hours, and on their 
march to Ellizavetopel in the rear of the 
locust ormy they found every blade of grass 
and green leaf destroyed, and the peasants 
reduced to beggary.

of the roots, and when possible set out the 
plants in cloudy weather, Shelter them 
from drying wind and hot sun when first 
transplanted, and water often. The soil 
should be rich and thoroughly pulverized. 
The land best suited to this plant is a deop 
mellow, sandy loam, rather moist in char- 
acter. Oelory will thrive, however, on 
drained clay lands if heavily manured. 
Land manured the fall previous makes an 
excellent bed for celery. Fresh manure is 
injurious, as it induces a rank growth 
which injures the quality of the stalks, 
rendéring them withy and flabby in char- 
acter, a sorry contrast tothe crispness of 
well grown stems, 

If the land is in order where itis design: 
ed to finally grow the celery there is no 
objecting to transplanting directly from the 
seed-bed tothe field providing arrange- 
ments can be made for watering and shad- 
ing the plants at first. Asa rule farmers 
delay the final transplanting until July 
when land previously occupied has been 
cleared off. If the weather is dry at this 
season, as it is liable to be, the plants will 
require repeated watering until they are 
well established, for celery cannot with- 
stand a drought. Frequent hoeing and 
weodings are also necessary until the final 
banking up. 

The old practice of banking up celery 
planta as they grow is being gradually 
abandoned, Many cultivators attribute 
the rust on celory to the particles of earth 
which fall in among the stems during tho 
process of hilling when there is dew or rain 
on the plants. Celery, therefore, in not a 
few instances, is allowed to grow and 
spread in all directions until such time as 
banking up is required for bleaching the 
stalks and protecting them from injury by 
frosts. The leaves at this time are care- 
fully straightened up, held firmly together 
and earthed up sufliciently to bleach them. 
During moist warm weather in September 
celery will bleach within a fortnight if 
properly earthed ; later when the day and 
nights are cooler, three weeks or more are 
required. 

Celery is stored for winter markots in 

its, trenches, o., made for the purpose. 
The plants are set in these as closely as 
they willstand. Provision is made to keep 
water from standing in them, and the tops 
are covered to protect the celery from 
freezing. For family use a small supply 
of celery already bleached may be stored 
in the cellar, covered with light garden soil 
or sand. In bleaching celery be careful 
notto lot it freeze, not to heat it by too 
close packing and heavy covering, and 
ayoid standing water in the trench, 

A method practiced by the Edinburgh 
market gardeners is reported to be as fol- 
lows :—They grow their celery plants in 
temporary or nursery beds until they are 
ton inches or one foot high before planting 
in trenches. Tho trenches are dug out six 
feet wide and ono foot deep ; the bottom is 
loosened and well evriched and tho 
plants are set in rows across the beds, four- 
teen inches as under, and the plants nine 
inches apart in rows. By this means it is 
slalmed that space is economized and the 
plants attain a fair average size and quality. 
—N. Y. World, ~ . cpaees 


A Home Market for Cheese. 


To stimulate and secure an increased 
market, it ia important that the factories 
should commence in their own neighbor- 
hoeds to make and introduce just such 
cheese as will meot the wants and the 
prejudices of their respective vicinitios, 
We believe we only stato what is well 
known to be the fact, that in most cheeso 
factory neighborhoods, not one family in 
ton have cheeso upon their tables a dozen 
times in a yoar; and not unfrequently 
what they do have, consista of a refuse lot 
too poor to send to the city market. One 
obstacle in the way of a general introduc- 
tion of American cheeso in our families, 
consists in the large sizes which are usually 
turned out by our factories. We have, 
heretofore, and on several occasions, urged 
the making of smaller sizes, say from 10 to 
12 or 14 lbs,, instead of from 60 to 90 Ibs. 
This want we have heard expressed again 
and again in various sections of the coun- 
try. Woare not ignorant of the objections 
which are mado to tho manufacture of 
small chooses, but wo think they might be 
overcome so that they would be more than 
balanced by the benolit to the community, 
If our cheese makers would turn their at- 
tention to this subject, and diversify their 
products in the manner indicated, both for 
the foreign and home markets, thore is 
hardly adoubt that the products of the 
dairy may bd increased to double the pros- 
ont amount, with o steadier market, and 
at increased profits. —American Dairyman,

Whom Queen Victoria has Out- 
lived. 


(From the London Hornet, ) 


And now, as sho looks back on the two and 
forty ears of her reign, what changes bas 
Hor Majesty scon in the personel of hor Privy 
Ci her Parlioment and her Cabinet 
Minister, to say nothing of her judicial and 
epiecopal bench | She has outlived by several 
years eyery bishop and every judge whom she 
found neated on those benches in England, 


Scotland and Ireland, Sho has witnessed the 
funeral of every premier who has served un- 
der her except Lord Beaconalield and Mr, 
Gladstone. Not a single Cabinet Minister 
ofher uncle and predecessor's days now sur- 
vives ; aud of those who held inferior offices 
under her first and favorite Premier, Lord 
Melbourue, [ can find among the living only 
Lord Halifax (then Mr. Charles Wool) and 
Lord Howick (now Lord Grey). 

Of the members of the Privy Council which 
sat at Kensington Palace on that bright 
summer morning in June, 1873, to administer 
the oaths to the girlish Queen, 1 can find in 
the land of the living only four indiyidualsa— 
Mr. George 8. Byng (now Lord Strafford), 
Sir Stratford Conning (now Lord Stratford 
do Redcliffe), Lord Kobert Grosvenor (now 
Lord Ebury), and the veteran Earl of Wilton. 

Indeed, it may be said that Her Majesty 
has lived to receive at court very many, per- 
haps in most instances, the successive wear- 
ers of the same coronet, and she has seen 
four Lord Beauchamps, four Lords Aberdeen, 
four Dukes of Newcastle, four Dukes of 
Northumberland and five Lords Rodney. She 
has received the homage of four Archbishops 
of Canterbury, of four Archbishops of York 
and of five Bishops of Chichester, Litchfield 
and Durham successively. She has filled 
each of the thres chief justiceshija twice at 
least ; she has received the addresses of four 
successive Speakers of the House of Com- 
mons ; she has intrasted the Great Seal of 
the Kingdom tono less than nine different 
Lord Chancellors, and she has commissioned 
eight successive promiera to form no less than 
thirteen different administrations, 


Mihtary Aspect of Canada. 


In London recently, Lieutenant-Colonel 
T. B. Strange, R. A., Dominion inspector 
of Artillery, read a paper at the Royal 
United Service Institution on the ‘‘Military 
Aspect of Canada.” Lieutenant-Colonel 
Strange said the defence of Canada had 
‘been amply ventilated, and the best possi- 
ble advice giyen from the date of the first 
Militia Bill, the principal provisions of 
which were adopted by the succeeding 
Government. From the North Pole we 
need fear no aggression, as the brave Cana- 
dians would find only allies in the resistless 
cohorts of Field-Marshal Frost, as they 
would sweep across the desolate plains to 
meet the southern invader. Unfortunately 
their flanks were not so secure, resting on 
Atlantic and Pacific seaboards, for though 


harbors of Oregon and California, to say 
nothing of the others along the 600 or 700 
miles of coast, where we had no foothold, 
and could be utilized by a soi-disant neu- 
tral Power. Until the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was completed the Canadian 
Government would have to send from 
its store department at Ottawa and 
Montreal round by Cape Horn, every 
musket, pound of powder, and uniform 
required in British Columbia, ‘The 
second common base of operations against 
Canada would be the Atlantic seaboard, 
round which time did notalter the strategio 
conditions. The strategic points on the 
railway system on the Atlantic seaboards 
he believed to be St. Andrew’s at the mouth 
of the James, the boundary river,St. John, 
N.B., and Fredericton, Halifax, Sydney, 
Pictou, Vharlottetown, Prince Edward Is- 
land, Moncton, Chatham, and Dalhousie, 
Quebec he regarded as the most important 
of all the gateways of the St. Lawrence,the 
strategic value of which could scarcely be 
exaggerated. Its fall lost a continent to 
France,and its fall now would lose the key 
of the gate of Canada, and close the only 
door by which British succor could cometo 
Canada, or a fleet of gunboats enter its in- 
land waters. It was also the only one pos- 
sible stronghold upon which the militia, if 
rolled up by an overwhelming force from 
the West, could retreat and wait for help; 
which would neyer be denied by the old 
country. Referring to the general char- 
acteristics of Canadians, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Strange said ho believed, whether Enylish 
of French Canadians, there was not finer 
stuff for soldiers among any population in 
the world. One of the chief defects in the 
military condition of Canada was in the 
organization for the transport and supply 
of ammunition in the field, which was a 
question of vital importance.

The Huntington Copper Mine. 


, Tho report of the Huntington Copper and 
Sulphur Company was adopted on the 25th 
at a moeting of the shareholders in Glasgow 
The Chairman stated that operations at tho 
works had been reduced as much as possible 
in consequence of the condition of the copper 
market, The case in the Court of Sessions 
raised against the late directors had been 
compromised by tho transfor of 4,000 shares 
aud payment of £500 from each director, to- 
gether with certain promoters’ money. 

_ The Glasgow Herald says ‘the Huntington 
Company being now in funds is prepared to 
make good its claim upon the nebdae Mr. 
Huntington, the Postmaster-General of Can- 
ada for £150,000. As for the works in Can- 
ada, they are kept going atalose of £1,200 
4 year, tho expenditure being £1,600 and the 
income £4004 but, it is cheaper to sustain 
this loss than allow the works tolicidle. The 
Chairman, however, frankly acknowledged 
that Mr. Huntington is the richest prize the 
company has in the Dominion. Iu the mean- 
time, and till the great prize is reached, the 
Company is looking out for investments for 
its spare capital. Tho company has £12,800 
in cash on band, the Vanadian property is 
valued at £20,000, and the stocks are worth 
between £3,000 and £4,000, no that the total 
amount of itt assets is about £36,000. All 
this is independent of the claim the Company 
has upon Mr. Huntington, If alarge portion 
of the purchase money is wring out of that 
astute Canadian statesman, the last state of 
the Huntington Copper and Sulphur Company 
(Limited) will be better than its first, and it 
may yet have a flourishing career, or, if not, 
4 comfortable amount of legal spoil to divide 
among its shareholders, After all, the singu-

possession, of course affords abundant reason 
to believe that Western Asia still possesses 
hidden treasures of a similar kind, such as 
would certainly have the most profound inter- 
est for every department of learning.

The Crops 
The season having now arrived when 
tho prospects of the growing grain and fruit 
crops can fairly bo catimated, tho @lobe 
publishes in its issue of tho 9th inst. asorios 
of tolograms as to tho stato of the crops in 
all parts of tho Dominion. These report 
are summarized as follows by our contem- 
porary : 
In procuring the very full series of crop 
reports, of which is printed elsowhero ns 
much as space will allow, we have adopted 
a system now to Canada, In procuring all 
the reports our ageuts were instructed to 
assume that an average crop would be ro- 
presented by the figures 100, and to report 
the condition as being so much per cent. 
over or below an average, By this means 
an exactness not attainable by any other 
method is secured. As wo go to press re, 
turns are in from about 360 places, repre- 
senting every part of the Dominion except 
British Columbia. In 315 of tho returns 
the figures are capable of close comparison. 
It is cheering to find that the crops which 
are our groatataples, and the principal of 
which—fall wheat—is already safo, human- 
ly speaking, promise to give another 
abundant yield. The one black spot on 
the horizon is the condition of the spring 
wheat, which now promises alightly below 
the average, while its really critically time 
is yet to come, Butif we aro favored with 
two or three weeks of dry hot weather, 
spring wheat may furnish nearly an aver- 
age yield. 

The uniformity of the reports as to the 
state of the fall wheat is remarkable. In 
the 284 reports in which the state of the 
fall wheat is expressed in figures, no less 
than 124 places give the condition as being 
20 or 25 per cent. above an average crop. 
An average condition is reported from 85 
places, and at only $1 places is a condition 
less than average imputed to the crop. The 
condition of the winter wheat as indicated 
by the average of the wholo of the 284 re- 
ports is 111—that is, 11 per cent. above an 
average crop. The area of land under this 
crop is also shown in the majority of the 
reports to be somewhat larger than usual. 

Tho spring wheat, on the contrary, is 
shown to be deficient both in probable yield 
and acreage. Reports in 290 places are suf-

Franco, instead of having her usual large 
surplus of wheat, will, owing to unfavor- 
ablo weather, havo an enormous deficiency, 
which reports estimate at an hundred mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth, whilat England will 
also, Swing to tho samo causo, require a 
much larger wheat supply than usual. In 
fact, throughout Europe the season has 
boon unfavorablo, and the great doficioncy 
in tho supply of whoat must bo made good 
from the abundant harvest on this conti- 
nont, The United States will as a matter 
of course supply the great bulk of the wheat 
}required, and’ in consequence a speculative 
riso in the price of that coroal has already 
taken place in the leading markets. Tho 
price is likely to go still highor, and Canada 
cannot fail to share in the advantages which 
will thus arise. 

The experimental shipments of Canadian 
ryo which were made to Germany during 
tho past year wore most favarably received, 
and a heavy demand for Canadian rye will 
be the consequence. As the logical result 
of w heavy demand is good prices for the 
required article, Thus the prospecta for 
Canadian farmers are of the most favorable 
charactor, and we hope that they will be 
moro than realized

The Orange Delegates, 


JOHNSTON AND 
CHAMDKE IN KINGSTON, 


ABRIVAL OF MESSns. 


(From the Kingston News, July9.) 

Mr, William Johnston, Into MP, for 
Bolfast,Iroland,and Mr Hunt W. Chambro 
arrived in the city this afternoon from 
Montreal. Thoy aro tho guests of Mr. 
William Shannon, 

MR. JOUNSTON, 

This is Mr. Johnston's second visit to 
Canada, the last being in July 1872, when 
he met with recoptions in all the loading 
towns of the Province, Mr. Johnston is 
ono of the sons of the late John B, John- 
ston, Esq., whoso estate at Ballykilbeg, 
County Down,Mr, Johnston inherited. He 
was born on the 22nd of February, 1829. 
He was educated at Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, where he took his B. A. degree in 1853 
and that of M.A. four years later, Heisthe 
author of a number of historical and other 
novela, among which may be mentioned 
“Nightshade,” ‘Under which King?” and 
‘‘Freshfield.”” Mr, Johnston has for many 
years boon prominently connected with the 
Orange Order, which, however, does not 
prevent his being aman of liberal senti- 
ments. ‘To his indefatigable perseverance 
and personal self-sacrifice may be attributed 
the degree of freedom now enjoyed by 
Orangemen in Ireland. Mr. Johnston was 
called to the Bar a few years ago, but did 
not follow up the profession, which is by no 
means an uncommon position for Irish and 
English to take. In 1868 ho was elected 
for Belfast by an immense majority and 
again at the general election of 1874, which 
position he resigned some time ago, when 
he accepted an office under the Crown, 

Barke's Landed Irish Gentry informs us 
that the family is of Scottishorigin. ‘There 
is a tradition,” says Burke, ‘that the first 
named William Johnston's brother went to 
Norfolk, Virginia, to institute researches 
with reference to a claim to the Annandale 
peerage,” Further on we read : ‘William 


Johnston, of Killough, married Ann,daugh- 
ter of Matthew Brott, Esq., son of the Rev, 
Jasper Brett, Prebendard of Rasharkin and 
Chancellor of Connor, by his wife, daugh- 
tor of John McNeil, Dean of Down, and 
Lucretia, his wife, daughter of Francis 
Marsh, Archbishop of Dublin, cousin of 
Edward Hyde, Earl of Clarendon. The 
son and heir of the marriage of William 
Johnston and Ann Brett, his wife, was 
William Johnston, * * whose son was 
William Johnston, of Ballykilbeg.” John 
Brett Johnston, the father of Mr. John- 
ston, now in the city, was the son of the 
Jast named William Johnston, Mr, John- 
ston’s present wife is the youngest daughter 
of Sir John Hay, Baronet, of Park, Scot- 
land. His youngest sister was married in 
1864 to Sir Arthur Graham Hay, Baronet, 
MR. CHAMBRE,

At lastand none too soon a post office 
haa been established at Duck Lake. Mr. 
Albert Ross has been appointed postmaster 
This new office will prove a great boon to 
the settlement, as 4 large number of the 
people were compelled to havo their mail 
sent either to Grandin or Carlton, which 
was, to say the least,a great inconvenience, 
Tho official name of the office is Stobart, in 
honor of the senior member of the well- 
known firm whose headquarters are there, 

An extraordinary and at the same time a 
fatal occurrence took place at Saddle Lake, 
twenty-five miles east of Victoria, on the 
16th ult. It appears that on the afternoon 
of thatday a whirlwind swept over the coun- 
try in that vicinity and caught upa young 
Indian child, still too small to walk, and 
carried it a considerable distance over the 
lake when it fell into the water before the 
eyes of its agonized parents, and before any 
attempt could be made to rescue it, it was 
drowned. All efforts to recover the body 
were unavailing, and the mother insisted 
upon the party leaving the place, as she 
ayerred that the lake was bewitched by an 
evil spirit that had carried away her babe. 

A considerable quantity of land has been 
broken and planted by the Indians on the 
reserve at Fort Pitt. On two of them the 
work was done or directed by Mr. Thomas, 
the Government instructor ; on two by the 
Rey.J. A. McKay ; and on two by the Ro- 
man Catholic missionary at Fort Pitt. The 
work of surveying these reserves is now 
going on, although there was at one time a 
prospect that the work would have to be 
suspended, in consequence of oneof Mr. 
Simpson’s interpreters telling the Indians 
that they were entitled to more than was 
being laid out forthem. The chief and Mr. 
Simpson had an interview on the subject, at 
which the Rev. Mr, McKay acted aa inter- 
preter, when a fair understanding was ar- 
rived at.

enables the captain or officer in charge to 
hear, by tho ringing ofa bell, when the 
vessel is ont of the ordered course. In the 
construction of this compass Mr, Severn 
has availed himself of the constant position 
of the card and the ever-varying position 
of the ship for the purpose of making and 
breaking metallic contact, which causes 
an electric bell to be sounded, and thus to 
announce the fact that the vessel 1s off lier 
course. The whole of the apparatus is con- 
tained in a small box, which is easily 
carried about, and is intended, asa tule,to 
be placed in the captain’s cobin. Over the 
card are two index hands, which can be ad- 
justed to any angle allowing of greater or 
less deviation in steering to either the port 
or starboard side, Axsuming the Captain, 
on quitting the deck, to have given instruc- 
tions to steor the ship on a certain course, 
he sets the index hands to a certain angle, 
allowing the steeramana given latitude for 
deviation either to port or starboard of that 
course. Instead of having to be constantly 
watching the compass, as at present, tosee 
that his orders are carried out, the Captain 
leaves the instrument to tell him by its 
silence if they are, and by its sounds if they 


are not obeyed, Should the ship be steered 
off her course beyond the limit allowed on 
either side, an electric alarm bell rings in- 
stantaneously,and moreover continues ring- 
ing until the right course is resumed. The 
index-hands can be raised away from the 
card, when the bell becomes disconnected 
and the compass can be used like an ordi- 
nary one. The means whereby this useful 
result is attained may be thus briefly stated. 
The metal point on which the card is hung 
is insulted from the compass bowl and to it 
is attached a wire from one pole of a small 
battery. About anirch above the card, 
placed parallel to ics surface and attached 
to its metal centre (which is insulated from 
the needle), isan arm of metal reaching 
nearly to the edgeof the card. This arm 
is, therefore, in metallic communication 
with the wire from the battery already re- 
ferred to. The glass lid of the compass 
has a short brass rod working within a tube 
passing through it. These are severally 
attached to two brass milled heads above 
the glass lid, and to the two movable in- 
dex hands beneath the glass, There are in 
metallic contact with the brass-work of the 
compass and this with the uther pole of the 
battery. Beneath the outer extremities of 
the index hands are suspended two pieces 
of platinum wire about three quarters of 
an inch long. These hands can, by means 
of the two milled hands, be moved around 
jin any position overany point of the card. 
Hence they admit of being placed on either 
side and equally distant or otherwise from 
the end of the metal arm on the card. It 
will thus be seen that wheuever the 
platinum wires come into contact with the 
metal arm on the card the circuit is com- 
pleted. The electric bell being placed in 
the circuit, sounds whenever such contact 
takes place. The bell is disconnected by 
simply raising the milled haud up half an 
inch through a sliding tube, and the com- 
pass then becomes in all respects an or- 
dinary one. Two bells of different tone 
cap be used, and thus the instrument will 
indicate to the Captain whether the devia 

tion in steering is to port or starboard. 
The arrangement is simple and compact, 
and the invention promises to subserve a 
very useful purpose in nayigation. By its 
use the Captain will be saved much anxi- 
ety, and the knowledge that there is a 
check upon them will serve to make officers 
more vigilant and steersmen careful, 

Headlands and rocks may thus be guarded 
against with much greater security, while 
in the case of vessels riding at anchor in a 
port or road, this compass will at once give 
intimation of swinging—a matter of im- 
portance, especially at night, when many 
vessels are together. In short, the dangers 
of navigation generally will be considerably 
lessened by its use, 


Tne Last Siege ot Gibraltar. 


The most memorable, in some respects, 
of all the fourteen sieges to which Gibraltar 
has been subjected was the last, called the 
‘great siege,” one of the mighty struggles 
of history, which began in the year 1779. 
The famous Gen. Elliott was commander of 
the fortress, Spain, in alliance with France 
and Morocco, endeavored to surprise Gib- 
raltar, but a Swedish ship gave Elliott the 
alarm. The garrison comprised but five 
companies of artillery, and the whole force 
was less than 6,500 men, The enemy's 
force was 14,000, The siege began by the 
blockading of the port, and acamp was 
formed at San Roque with the design of 
starving out the garrison. When the Eng- 
lish governor resolved to open fire upon 
his besiegers, a lady in the garrison fired 
the first shot. Never did a siege war rage 
more furiously than did this for nearly 
three years. hoe garrison was often re- 
duced to sore straits for food ; ‘a goose 
was worth a guinea,” and Elliott tried upon 
himself the experiment of living upon four 
ounces of rice a day for a week. xciting 
atories are told of the privateers that ran, 
amid terrible dangers, with provisions and 
of the storms which threw welcome wood 
and cork within reach of tho bosioged. Tho 
rock at ono time would surely have been 
taken had it not been for Admiral Rodney, 
who sailing off tho strait, captured a small 
fleet of Spanish war ships and morchant- 
men, and clearing tho atrait of besiegers, 
brought his prizes into port. But all dan- 
ger was not yet averted ; Gibraltar was 
again blockaded ; scurvy broke out in the 
garrison, and Morocco refused her harbors 
to English ships. The enemy crept plosor 
and closer to the fortress, but relief coming 
every now and then enabled the English 
atill'to hold out. The bombardments were 
fearful to endure. Tho city was almont 
dostroyed ; acarcely a house habitable, and 
those left standing pierced by shot and 
shell. At ono time tho separate garrison 
fell to plundering tho town. Elliott shot 
the leaders in this outrage, The long 
agony, full of terrific combats and frightfal 
privations, onded by the final abandonment 
of tho siege early in 1783. If in that year 
tho English had to make up thoir minds 
that thoy must lot go their American 


Child-Life on the Amazons, | 
Mr. Horbort H. Smith, writing in the | 
July Scribner of "An Indian Village on | 
tho Amazons," thus describos a very in-| 
teresting phase of tropical life : 

Child-life here is an exceedingly curious 
study ; tho little quiet creatures are #0 
different from our romping American boys 
and girls. They get few caresses and give 
none ; mother love is mechanical ; there 
is ‘nothing of that overflow of 
tenderness, that constant watchful care, 
that sheds such a halo around our homes. 
The babies vegetate in their steady brown 
fashion, seldom crying or laughing, but ly- 
ing all day in their hammock cradles and 
watching everything around them with 
keon eyes. As soon as the little boys and 
girls can toddle about they are left pretty 
much to their own resources, tumbling up 
the back stairs of life on a diet of mandioca 
meal and fish. The parents seldom punish 
their children, for they are very docile ; 
when they do, the little ones pucker up 
their mouths and look sullen, but do not 
cry. Plousure is expressed by a smilo,— 
among tho little girls very often by a broad 
grin, with abundant show of teeth,—but an 
articulate laugh is a rarity. 

It is interesting to watch how the mental 
traits of the race appear even in tho young 
babies. If a plaything is given them, they 
examine it gravely for a little while, and 
then lot it deep! Observe how different 
this is from a white baby’s actions, A 
bright little six-months old at home has 
four distinct methods of investigation : 
first, by looking ; second, by touching 
then by putting the object in its mouth ; 
aud finally by bringing it against the floor. 
The brown menino just looks ; he does not 
investigate at all. As the children grow 
older, the same trait is apparent in almost

And Indian is content to see 
or here a thing, without troubling himaelf: 
about the whys and wherefores ; even such 
incomprehensible pursuits as fossil-collect- 
ing, or butterflycatching, or sketching, pro- 
voke hardly any curiosity. The people 
look on quietly, sometimes asking a ques- 
tion or two,but soon dismissing the subject 
from their minds as something they are 
incapable of understanding. With all the 
crowding to see the lady of our party, hard- 
ly a person asked why she came, So, too, 
the babies are not ambitious ; they do not 
cry after pretty colors, or stretch out their 
hands toacandle, And the men have no 
apparent desire to better their lot. They 
go on just as their fathers did ; submit to 
the impositions of the whites,a little sullen- 
ly, but without a thought of rebellion, un- 
less there is a white or a half-breed to lead 
them. The children do not care much for 
playthings ; we rarely see one with a rag 
boll ; the boys delight in bows and arrows, 
but they take them as a part of their train- 
ing. Sometimes the people have dances,in 
imitation of the festa sports ; and we hear 
them humming the waltzes and quadrilles 
which their quick ears have caught from 
the musicians. Asan Indian will paddle 
steadily all day, while his wife at home 
hardly ceases her monotonous cottonbeat- 
ing,so the little ones have an inexhaustible 
gift of patience. Where a white child 
would fret and cry, the brown one sits all 
day, perfectly still, but watching everyching 
around eim, To seealittle Indian boy in 
& canoe,you would say that nothing of him 
was alive but his eyes. 


Prince Leopold as a Mason. 


Prince Leopold was installed Master of 
the Lodge of Antiquity on the 26th ult. 
The Lodge itself is, with the exception ef 
the Kilwinning, the oldest in the craft, and 
acts from immemorial antiquity. ~The 
Prince’s great-uncle, the Duke of Sussex, 
was master of the Lodge for thirty-four 
years, and among the curiosities belonging 
to it are the trowels used by the Duke when 
laying foundation-stones, among them be- 
ing that of the Caledonian Asylum. Other 
relics date still further back. The mallet 
used was presented to the Lodge by Sir 
Cbristopher Wren, who was Master of the 
Lodge during 12 years, and who initiated 
William ILL, into Freemasonry. This mal- 
let was used by Charles the Second to lay 
the foundation-stone of St. Paul's Cathed- 
ral, and was made out cf a wood of old St. 
Paul's. Another is a piece of stone dug up 
when laying the foundation-stone of the 
Cathedral, and belonging to the Temple of 
Dian, which in the days when qhe Romans 
occupied Britain stood on the site of the 
great Cathedral of the city. The ceremony 
was an imposing one, and Prince Leopold 
expressed his extreme satisfaction in suc- 
eeeding to a post which had been adorned 
by a distinguished member of his family. 


A Running Stream of Petroleum 
104 Miles Long. 


The following account of petroleum ope- 
rations is interesting. A New York report, 
June 17th, says :—" The old Standard Oil 
Company monopoly has received a severo 
blow in the establishment of the new Tide- 
water Pipe Line, which to-day is in smooth 
operation, and a formidable rival to the 
United States Pipe Line. Petroleum is 
now flowing through the perp from 
the Bradford oil regions to Williamsport, 
Pa., a distance of 104 miles; through a 
dense wilderness, over rugged hills and 
mountains, and across deep and rapid 
streams, The pipe is six inches in diam- 
eter, and weighs nineteen pounds to the 
foot, or nearly fifty tons to the mile, Thero 
are twopumping stations,ono at Corry ville, 
and the other at a point four miles south- 
west of Caudersport, Butler County, Pa. 
They are 224 iniles apart, Thirty-one miles 
east of Corryville the oil is raised to an ele- 
vation of 1,200 feet, but from this point to 
Williamsport the fall is 2,100 feet. Oil is 
driven through the pipe into the storage 
tank in Williamsport at the rate of 6,000 
barrels a day, and the tanke there have a 
combined capacity of nearly 60,000 barrels. 
‘Tho oil is taken thence in tank cars to Bay- 
onne, N. J,, the eastern terminus of the 
lino, where tho company have fifty acres 
fronting tho bay, to be used for the recep- 
tion and exportation of oil. The Standard 
company haa effectually controlled tho old 
pipe lino, and there has been much discrim- 
ination, and, accordingly, much dinsatisfac- 
tion among shippers. ‘The petroleum mar- 
kot has been a little unsettled by tho com- 
plotion of tho now line, but ia to-day recoy- 
oring itself.

The “Liberal” Parties of England 
and of Canada. 


A atrango sceno was witnossed in tho Im- 
perial House of Commons on Tuesday night, 
Inst, when tho Marquis of Hartington dis- 
ayowed the action of tho Liberal party, of 
which ho is the nominal loader, and Mr. 
Chamberlain, one of the Radical members 
for Birmingham, and a prominent man in 
his own section of the party, disowned the 
leadership of the noble Marquis. So hu- 
miliating an instance of tho utter disinte- 
gration of a great party has seldom or never 
beon witnessed before. It is but a fow 
years ago since the Liboral party of Groat 
Britain commanded a majority of from sixty 
to one hundred in the House of Commons ; 
but that was under tho leadership of Lord 
Palmerston, who was content to pursuo a 
moderate course. With the transference 

of the party leadership to Mr, Gladstone, 
that gontloman, smarting under a defeat in 
his old constituency of Oxford University, 
abandoned the Whig role which ho had pro- 
viously assumed, and became one of 
the most radical of the Radicals. It 
may here be explained that the Radical 
party in tho British Parliament is, al- 
though probably more numerous now 
than at any former time, still compara- 
tively weak in numbers, though in its ranks 
are to be found not a few men of eminent 
ability, such as Messrs. John Bright, Fors- 
ter, Fawoott, Chamberlain, Cowan and 
others, but it has neyer been so influential 
asthe talonts of its members would seem 
to warrant, Mr, Gladstone was of course a 
powerful addition to this portion of his 
party, but in the end it proved his down- 
fall, by weakening the confidence of his 
Whig supporters—who form the great bulk 
of the party—and public confidence in him 
as well. Tho result was that the great 
orator, feeling his weakness, resigned his 
position as leader, and the Marquis of 
Hartington was chosen as his successor 
against the opposition of Mr, Forster and 
others. The Marquis was selected to lead 
his party not on account of his over-ween- 
ing ability—for, although an able man, he 
is inferior in that regard to several of his 
followers—but because of the well-known 
moderation of his views. His course,having 
been exactly what was expected of him,re- 
sulted in great dissatisfaction to the Radi- 
cals, which, after long threatening, culmi-

A Wninkle for Farmers, 


The St. Thomas Journal says :—Mr. George 
Deo, an intelligent young farmer of Yarmouth, 
made an experiment with his reaping and 
mowing machines last year which he has found 
to work very satisfactorily. It will be noticed 
by farmera that the play of the knife sections 
is oxactly from centre to centre of the guards, 
and that the lowest rate of speed occurs just 
as the points of the sections onter the gua ds. 
Hence there is a constant tendency in the 
knife to choke, and unless it is kept well 
sharpened the ut is not always clean. Itoc- 
curred to Mr, Deo that these difficulties might 
be obviated by changing tho play of the knife, 
80 that the motion of the sections should be 
through the bars and from centre to centre of 
the spaces. Tho pitman of his machine being 
of adjustable length, the change was readily 
made,and a marked improvement in the work- 
ing was noticeable at once. The cut was per- 
fectly clean, the draft was considerably lighter, 
and the machine can almost noiselessly. Some 
manufacturers to whom Mr. Deo has com- 
municated his discovery profess to have no 
faith in it, but any farmer may at a trifling 
cost test its value for himself. To save power, 
to do better work, and make less noise over it 
are points not to be overlooked in harvest 
days, The mechanical philosophers are not

The entire building, six stories high, and 
120 feet long by 70 wide, will be completed 
by the 1st of September, the machinery set 
up.by the Ist of October and the whole 
ranning by about the middle of the latter 
month. 

The now addition to the Hochelaga Cot- 
ton Mills is nearly completed, the masons 
being engaged in’ putting the finishing 
touches to the fourth story. The contrac- 
tors are pledged by their agreement tohave 
the mills ready for occupation by the 1st of 
August, and there is every prospect that 
they willbe fully up totime. Tho new 
mills when in full running order will give 
employment to slightly over 300 hands, 
which with 350 at present employed in the 
old mills, make over 650 people supported 
by one company. The present~ factory is 
running over time.

EXTRACTS FROM THE DIARY OF A WRONGED 
WOMAM. 


New York, 9th.—Mra, Josephine Col- 
ton, who killed herself at 216 Chrystie 
m Monday night because of her do- 
sertion by a man whom sho claimod- was 
hor husband, left a number of diaries, 
making altogether some 200 manuscript 
pages ond beginning on September 0th, 
1878. She appears to havo beon jealous 
at that time of her husband's trade—a 
printer's—which monopolized the greater 
part of his time, and she also frequently 
alludes to the harshness and unreasonable- 
ness of her husband's temper. ‘Although 
I had a nice breakfast,” she wrote on De- 
cember 7th, ‘the would not eat it ; scolded 
becatiso tho stove got red-hot and said I 
did it just to waste his money. He left mo

without one kind word, declaring that he 
would notcome home that night.” The 
following evening he did not return and 
she called at the office where he was em- 
ployed, and, as she records, made things 
eer by ‘‘reproving him for his neg- 
ect.” 

“I am so lonesome,” she wrote on De- 
comber 13th. ‘Two days and two nights 
I have been alone again. I have ceased to 
look for him until he .comos, and when 
he comes he scolds and finds fault all the 
time.” 

December 17th she hada visit from a 
friend who gave her some good advice. 
“Mrs. O.," she says, “called and scolded 
me for thinking 80 much about him. She 
suid I was weariug ont my life for a man 
who was unworthy of me. She hasa kind 
husband, but I don’t think she loves him 
half as much asIdo my Will I went 
down to the office to see him and when I 
got back he was at home. He was very 
cruel. He said he hated me and his home 
and wished that | wasdead. God help me, 
I wish s0 too.” ‘ 

** Will came home at 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing (December 21.) I believed he worked 
last night. Ilost my diamond out of my 
ring. He helped meto find it and then 
said he would like to have it to set in a 
stud. I will make him a Christmas pre- 
sent of it, If he would only understand 
how happy-I am when he speaks kindly.” 

Then her husband remained away some 
days, and on December 26th she remarked 
in writing, ‘‘ He came home this morning 
after three days and nights of absence. 
When I threw my arms around his neck 
and begged him to love me and not neglect 
me 80, he pushed me away.” On Decem- 
ber 28th, she adds; ‘‘ He lives at No. 
Bridge Street with a woman he calls 
wife. Ihave been down there. She gives 
his name. She told me that she had_ mar- 
ried him nineteen years ago, but would not 
say where, as both had married since and 
might be arrested for bigamy. Mr. Oolton 


Wh hve shee ho HAI ImaITIed we 25 years 
ago, but that he would support her as soon 
as he could get a situation. He came in 
and bade me go home. He went with me 
and talked so cruelly that Thad a fit on 
reaching home. When my broken heart 
would let me speak again I asked him if 
what she told me was true. He answered, 
Yes,’ and bade me lie and say I had been 
married to him 25 years. Itold him that 
I would not lie about my marriage. To- 
gether or separate I should always say that 
we were honestly married in Buffalo, June 
22, 1870.” 

The entries for the next three months 
are all Jamentations. On Aprill8 she wrote: 
“Oh ! can it be that a heart can bear so 
much and yet not break? I have no heart 
to write, but every sad hour of silence has 
been seared into my heart. I have seen 
him twice only for many months, and it is 
better so. Oh, why should my heart cling 
so to thisman? Ihave no friend to speak 
to. He seems to enjoy my anguish and 
views with a smile my aching heart, which 
is depicted in my face.” The last entry was 
made on June 22nd last, ‘“‘ I have no mo- 
tive,” she writes, ‘‘ no need for money. 
Iam glad I gave the $2,000 receiyed from 
the Boston will. I shall not need it and to 
William I could not give it. He has wrong- 
ed me too much. For one whole year I 
have not known’a happy hour. Oh, Wil- 
liam, my husband, you have wrecked my 
life, but I forgive you. If your conscience 
can let you rest, I am satistied.” 

Among the papers left with the diary was 
a package of letters. Ono was to her hus- 
band, and was as follows ;— 

New York, July 7. 

Good-by, my husband. May God forgive 
you for your treatment of your poor wife. 
Lhave not the courage to meet the cold 
worldalive. You can never know how lono- 
somo I was, and how I loved you. Good- 
by, and may God forgive me. He has tried 
me too hard, and I cannot bear it. Not one 
ray of sunshine since you haye lived with 
her. 


: Youn Wire. 
Tho othor lotters were evidently from rel- 
atives of her husband, and were dated at 
Watertown, Rome, and other places in 
western and northern New York. They 
corroborated her story as told in the diary, 
and expressed sympathy for the neglected 
wife. One from Sarah Colton, her hus- 
band’s mother, written from Watertown, 
contained a prayer for her “ wicked son. 
In the evening Colton mado a statement 
to the reporter to the effect that he married 
Jonophine Watson in 1851, when she was 16 
and ho 21. He did not live long with her, 
ho said, and Judge Russell gave him a bill 
of separation. Afterward, in 1859, he mar- 
ried the woman with whom ho now lives.

Something more on the Butter 
Question. 


This topic was naturally discussed at con- 
siderablo length ata recent mooting of the 
Illinois State Dairymen’s Association, and 
from a paper read by a Mr, ©, 0, Ball, of 
Rock Falls, Wis., we make the following ex- 
tracts :—Can summer butter be so handled 
and packed that it will retain its freshness 
and sweetness for winter use? Whether but- 
ter can be thus preserved so as to be good, 
sweet, old butter, without rancidity or bad 
4a question which we believe can be 
din the affirmative, and we propose 
to discuss it under two hands, viz.:—As to 
place of storage, the package, and the con- 
tonts. 

1, As to the place of storage :—The first re- 
quirement is that it must be a cool place. A 
collar or other apartment the temperature of 
which rises above 60 degrees Fahrenheit, we 
do not believe will keep butter good under 
any conditions, Most cellars show a tem- 
perature of 65 to 70 degrees. A deep cellar, 
protected from the hot rays of tho sun, and 
remaining uniformly below the temperature 
of 60 dogreos, sweet and properly ventilated, 
is without doubt ono of the very best places 
of storage for butter. 


2. The package :—Batter, to remain sweet, 
no matter what the temperature, must be pre- 
served from contact with air, In midwinter, 
even, butter exposed to the air, will become 
bad ; in summer this will occur in mach less 
time. Tho perfect butter package, therefore, 
will be air and water tight. ‘The butter must 
be immersed (surrounded) by very strong, pure 
brine—or possibly, as some recommed, by 
strong brioo with a little saltpetre and refin- 
ed sugar added. It matters ttle what’ the 
ape, size or material of the packago is pro- 
vided this object is obtained. As it was inti- 
mated at the beginning of this paper, butter 
can only remain sweet, and must be expected 
to lose a cortain aroma and freshness of now 
butter. No long-kept butter can be expected 
to romain in the olass of fancy butter. A fancy 
or expensive package, therefore, is hardly in 
place in handling butter of this grade unless 
it is really better than a cheaper one,and is so 
accepted by the trade. Now we know of no 
style of package so acceptable to tho trade in 
butter, all things considered, for accomplish- 
ing the ond desired, than the old style oak 
firkin, Properly prepared by soaking in hot 
brine, afterwards in cold, and handled in the 
approved methods, we consider it quite as ro- 
liable as any otber, and decidedly cheaper 
than any othor we know of. We express this 
opinion with our present knowledge of the 
trials made in this direction. 


3. As to the contents.—The first thing to 
be said under this hoad is that butter to kee) 
must be good butter—butter well handl 
from the milking to the packing—and noth- 
ing but butter. Itis well understood that 
rancidity comes from that in the butter which 
is not butter—from the buterio acid which 
deyelops chemically, and. the development of 
which is greatly hastened by bad handling ; 
by the presense of caseine, buttermilk, water 
or other foreign substance not butter. The 
shallow, and packed down salt; over the jar 
placed an earthen plate ; then over the top of 
that placed about two inches of salt, then a 
board, and set the box away. In this way 
the butter had an additional protection against 
the changes of atmosphere there may be ina 
4 common cellar, the butter being doubly ex- 
eluded from all air. When tho steel trior 
probed it at our fair something new had mado 
its appearance to our committee. The butter 
was hard and firm as when mado,and retained 
all the rich aroma it ever had, and become 
well ripened. Tho creamy buttermilk taste 
it first had had all disappeared, Here Ihave 
S success from my experience in the uso of dry 
salt upon tho outside of the packago, by keep- 
ing an ever cool temperature in the butter, 
and tho butter inn place that it could lose 
nono of itsnatural dampness. ‘Che salt proves 
to be cheaper and better than ice, 


Improving a Farm. 


As What an endless job tho improvement of 
4 farm is ?” remarks the agricultural editor of 
tho London Advertiser, writing from his beau- 
tiful Linden bank farm, near Guelph, On ao 
place that has been long neglected thoreare so 
many of these improvements all clamoring to 
bo made “ right away” that you are quite 
bewildered. And improvements do so hinder 
tho regular work of the farm, You undertake 
one that must be dono,and presto! your work 
is thrown bohind by it, Tho job takes longer 
than you aie ted ; being bogun, it ‘must be 
finished, and before you know it you are on- 
gaged in a stern chase after lost ‘time, But 
the satisfaction is groat when such an under- 
taking is comploted. ‘* Tho desire acoomplish- 
od is sweet to the soul.” I pity farmers who 
have no spirit of improvement in thom, They 
aro destitute of ono of the chief charms of the 
business. For though the clamor of many 
improvements on a neglected place is often 
pal every one that is mado adds a 
feature 0 vrost to the farm. You fool that 
you aro doing somothing ; that your estate 
gotting better on your hands; and I can fanoy 
the pleasure one must experionce when ho has 
ovise improvements ; when, instead of 
owding upon him, he can deliberately 
plot and plan untlertake and accomplish them 
to his heart’s content.

England and Her Colonies, 


THE KOYAL COLONIAL INSTITUTE. 


(Correspondent of the New York World 
July 10.) : 

An trade with the United States wanes 
and England buys from it so much more 
than she can sell there, the British colonies 
have become the more general theme of 
discussion and attention, and the o ening 
of tho season's meotings of the Royal Cole 
nial Institute, which was held on the even. 
ing of Juno 27, a8 a conversazione. in the 
noble balls of South Kensington Museum 
under the patronage of the Princoss of 
Wales, was ono of the most striking and in 
tuany ways most important assemblages 
~ ‘Td Lord wayor ghve off tno mente uve 
ing an important dinner at the Mansion 
House, but formidable though the opposi- 
tion, where the Princess of Wales goes there 
will go hor hundreds of thousands of ad- 
tnirers if they can. The South Kensington 


buildings were early in the evening closed 
to the public, and never has that vast ag- 
gregution of halls looked to such advantage 
as whon brilliantly lit up at 9p.m. To 
the music of the Grenadier Guards’ band 
undor Dan Godfrey the 400 invited guests 
threaded their ways between sphynxes and 
objects of vertu, tapestries, and colonades, 
pictures and old armour, all concentrating 
at last round the spacereserved for royalty. 
At 10 precisely tho Prince of Wales, fresh, 
fair, looking the picture of health and hap- 
piness, and like anything rather than the 
wreck of amissepent life which many roral 
English papers. and indeed some transat- 
lantic correspondents, are wont to make 
him out, walked in with the graceful Prin- 
cesa Alexandra upon hia arm. ‘‘Spirituelle” 
is the only word which conveys an accurate 
idea of the appearance of the Princess of 
Wales. Her‘delicately cut features and 
the natural ease and grace of her carriage 
remind one far more of the daughters of 
Gotham than of the “solid beauties” of 
England, as Hawthorne depicted them. 

The Duke of Manchester, the most ar- 
dent colonialist in England,brought up the 
colonial potentates right and left, as they 
were sentin to him by tho stewards. 

Heartily did His Royal Highness shake 
hands with these younger sons of England, 
who by honest nai hard toil in the hundred 
dependencies ofthe British Crown have 
made names and fortunes for themselves, 
and the flush cf pleasure that mantled the 
countenances of the antipodean big wigs 
—who were evidently not born courtiers — 
at this cordial greeting or welcome home 
of the heir to the Crown of England was a 
sight to see. The Princess looked delighted 
to see them all, and appeared to be perfect- 
ly delighted with the scene, which was a 
newonetoher. The ladies present far-out- 
numbered the gentlemen, and the majority 
of those ladies were the wives, sisters, and 
dayghtera of Anstralia, Canada, Hindostan, 
and indeed of almost every clime where the 
Union Jack flies. The girls were not Lon- 
don bred or city bred, but they were, as a 
rule, exquisitely dressed. Many of them 
had lived in places compared to which 
Western Kansas is highly civilized. Tho 
dark, rich, warm blood of the tropics tinged 
many acheek, but the fair Saxon hair and 
blue eyes decidedly predominated. 

Indian princes in rich quaint costume 
loitered above with their attendants in 
clos8 proximity to and even incontact with 
more than half-African colonial subjects 
from Jainaica or British Honduras, and 
H. R. H. shook hands with all impartially 
that came within his not very closely guard- 
ed circle. A delicate but exquisitely 
served supper at eleven brought these pro- 
ceedings to a close, and the colonists went 
away happy. The glass domes of the palace 
museum of South Kensington, which a few 
moments before had blazed like Vesuvius 
with gas light, now loomed high in the 
darkness against the October sky of a Lon- 
don June, and in carriages, hacks, and the 
underground railway men who had come 
from every clime to meet that night de- 
parted probably never to meet again, yet 
always to retain pleasing impressions of 
each other, and of each other's sisters, 
cousins, and aunts. é

Tho Globe has seemingly becomo frantic 
at tho success of the National Policy, and 
in its issuo of the 11th inst., thus furiously 


assails the duty on coal ;-— 

“The tax on fuol ix on the face of it the 
most illogical and oppressive impost that 
could be devised, It presses most heavily on 
thoso loast able to bear it, By raising tho 
cost of transportation and stopping a protit- 
ablo returned cargo, it decreased tho price 
which our farmers receive for their products. 
It raises tho price of every manufactured 
article in the production of which steam is 
used. Itcompels part of us to pay a hoavy 
tax from which the remainder aro exempt. 
All this ovil it inflicts without doing good to 
any ono, except a few rich men who own coal 
mines, and with somo of them tho coal tax is 
‘as unpopular ‘as it is with tho country at 
large.” 


Like most of the other diatribes of tho 
free trade organ anent tho tariff, the above 


is wide of the mark. ‘The duty-on coal was 
Ternnend sab ander <= = cecbsebionv whey ale 


for revenue purpose, aa woll as on the an- 
thracite coal from the United States. To 
ery out that the duty “ presses most heay- 
ily on thoso loast able to bear it,” is a piece 
of clap-trap which will not bear invostiga- 
tion, The exact contrary of what our con- 
tomporary asserta is, in fact, true, as coal 
is tho rich man’s fuel, the poor generally 
burning wood, unless it might be in a few 
of the large cities, where it is used by rich 
and poor alike, but during the winter sea- 
zon only, In fact there is scarcely an arti- 
cle on which taxation could be imposed 
that would be felt as little by the poor man, 
Hence, as tho doticit of $2,400,000 on the 
year’s transactions which was left by the 
Globe's friends as a most unwelcome legacy 
to their successors had to be met by addi- 
tional taxation, the Government showed 
their wisdom by placing a duty on coal, by 
which means the burden was placed upon 
tho class of tho population who were best 
able to bear it. Then, taking into account 
the offect which the duty has had in caus- 
fing an immense increase in the out-put of 
the Nova Scotia coal mines, and the crea- 
tion of a profitable interchange of Ontario 
flour for Nova Scotian coal, the duty has 
As to the 
alleged raising of the cost of transportation 
and the cost of producing steam power, the 
statements havo no foundation, as the price 
of coal has not been increased, but, we are 
informed, is lower than last year. The 
price of coal cannot be increased, as the 
moment that our neighbors of the United 


States attempted to increase their rates in 


those portions of Ontario which they at 
present supply, the product of the Nova 
Scotian mines would be brought in. The 
Daselessness of the Globe's strictures is 
therefore easily apparent ; but to tho ex- 
travagance of its friends is, wo believe, the 
duty on anthracite coal solely attributable. 


Ravages of Fire. 

The Journal of Commerce has been strack 
by a vigorous article in the New York 
Commercial Bulletin, calling attention to 
the enormous wasto of capital in the Uni- 
ted States and Canada by fire, and asking 
how long tho nation can or will endure the 
annual wastage of $150,000,000 through 
the ravages of fire mostly caused by care- 
Jessness. Our New York contemporary 
furnishes statistics to prove that the fire 
losses are increasing instead of diminishing. 
They are said to be in number about six 
times greater than in England, France and 
other countries. Already it is said during 
the current year the recorded fires for the 
United States and Canada foot up for the 
first five months an aggregate equal to sixty 
per cent of the total charged against the 
twelve months of 1878. The following table 
exhibits tho loases by fire in the month of 
May of each of tho years mentioned:

Should the rate of 1879 be maintained 
through the remaining months, tho loss 
will be greater than in any of the preced- 
ing yearp, notwithstanding the exception- 
ally large fires in St. John and elsewhere, 
‘The fact that the losses are covered by in- 
surance does not, as the Bulletin correctly 
observes, alter the case. The waste and 
loas are the samo, and thero isan absolute 
destruction of national wealth. The Bulle- 
tin asks, almost in the language of des- 
pair: ‘* How much longer can we or will 
we endure this this strain and drain upon 


our country’s resources 1”

Currixo Wuear anv Ryez.--If thore 
was any doubt about tho best time for out- 
ting grain, tho general oxperienco last 
year went far towards settling the question. 
All over the country a hot spell came on 
just as the cutting became general, and the 
grain shrank badly. Hud the harvest boon 
a few days earlier, the total grain would 
have been enormous, In the writer's field, 
stopping the cutting for the 4th of July 
holiday last season caused a loss of $100 in 
the quality of the grain and in shrinkage 
of weight and bulk. Assoon as the grain 
is solid, but will atill crash dry betwoon tho 
finger nails, it may be cut, and hot weath- 
er will notinjure itin the shock as will 
when standing.. Dead ripe grain is not 
leas valuable, but the straw is worth less 
than if cut three or four days earlier. 

Hay Onors will servo a good purpose 
upon grain shocks, and are much more 
secure than cad sheaves. 

Rake tHe Frevps after the grain has 
been drawn ; the labor will be well repaid. 
Prorecr Tue Honrse.—A cotton sheet 
will bo founda great protection to the 
horse working in the harvest field, It 
screens them from the heat, from flies, and 
from dust, and the labor of cleaning them 
is lessened. As mentioned last month, it 
will be found desirable, when horses aro 
washed, to use a soft sponge and water in 
which some carbolic soap has been dissolved 
This cols the skin, assists perspiration, re- 
moves the strong pungent smoll, greatly re- 
froshos the animals, and drives away flies. 
Where there is a river near by, a bath in 
tho evening will be agreeable and safe, if 
the horses are kept in the water only two 
or three minutes, aro driven homeat once 
and rubbed dry,

Corn should not be neglected in the 
hurry of harvest. Frequent cultivation 
hastens growth and the maturing of the 
'o see the difference, leave a row or 
two uncultivated. Much hand work later 
in the season may be avoided by a little 
work with the cultiyator, and by keeping 
the Weeds down, 

Fopprr-Corn may yet be sown, A rye 
or wheat stubble may be ploughed and 
planted in drills with three bushels of corn 
per acre. The large Western or Southern 
x Evergreen Sweet Corn, may be 
Some extra good anmoniated supor- 
phosphate, with potash added, or special 
corn-fodder fertilizer, should be sown 
broadcast and harrowed in before planting. 
Dropping the fertilizer in tho drill does 
not answer well for corn when other man- 
uro is not used broadcast. 

Porarors.—After early potatoes are dug 
for market, they may be followed by 
Oanpaces.—In planting late Oabbages on 
potato ground there is no need to plough 
the whole aren before planting. Plough 
open furrows three foet from centre to 
centre, and mark out by cross furrows two 
feet apart. Dropa forkful of manure at 
each crossing, close the furrows over the 
manure, and set the plants in the lines of 
the cross furrows. After the planting is 
finished the ground may be worked out 
with a light plough or cultivator. 

Fopprr Crxors. —Hungarian Grass, com- 
mon Millet, or the Golden Millet, may be 
sown this month for green fodder or hay. 
A bushel of seed per acre may be sown, 
though rather thick seeding, the fodder 
will be all the finer and better for it, Mil- 
let that was sown in May should be cut be- 
fore the seed is ripe or tho fodder gots 
hard, unless the seed is wanted. Millet 
seed makes an excellent addition to ground 
food wher mixed with corn and rye, 
BuckWHeaT may be made profitable up- 
on a piece of rough or newly cleared ground, 
No other crop is so effective in mellowing 
rough cloddy land. The seedin northern 
localities should be sown before July 12th; 
otherwise early fall frosts may catch the 
crop. Grass and clover may sometimes be 
sown successfully with buckwheat this 
month, 
Srepixo To Grass Atonr. — Last year 
tho writer sowed a piece of fallow ground 
to orchard-grass and clover, on the first day 
of August. The ground was thoroughly 
prepared in July, and was top-dressed with 
short manure harrowed in. hree bushels, 
42 lbs. of orchard-grass wood, and half a 
peck of clover rer sown, and covered by 
rawing asmoothing plank diagonally across 
the harrow marks. This covered the seed 
evenly, and smoothed the ground. The

Cows.—A cool, dark, clean stable for the 
cows is for many reasons preferable ton hot 
pasture in the middle of the day. Cows 
that have been kept up on moderate food 
will shrink in their milk, on being turned 
into a loxurious pasture on a hot day. Dry 
earth or sand makes a better bedding than 
straw during the hot season. 
_ Anrivrorar. Foop.—Butter dairymon will 
find some of the artificial food profitable to 
food with greon fodder or pasture. Scouring 
cauned by green feod, may be stopped at 
once, by giving the cow 2 quarts of dry 
cotton-seed meal, 

Pios.—Young pigs may be mado ready 
for market, in 100 days if desired, by good 
fooding. Tho sow should be well fod with 
rich slop, to force a good flow of milk, and 
4 feeding placo for the pigs should be. pro- 
vided, in which they can got sparo milk 
witha little fino ground barley meal of 
wheat middlings. 

Dysenreny 1x Surer, is to bo guarded 
against. Ailing sheop will rotiro from. the 
flock, and may not be found until too late 
unless tho flock is watched and counted fro. 
quently. As soon as a looseness of tho 
bowels is perceived, the sheop should bo 
moved to a cool shed, and one ounce of 
castor oil be given. A bran or oatmeal mush 
will bo beneficial. 

FLirs oy ALt Kuxps are now vory trouble- 
somo, and should bo watchfully guarded 
againat.

THH DEAD PRINCE. 


HOW YOUNG NAPOLEON MET HIS 
FATE. 

LIKUT, CAREY'S STORY--THE VERSION OF A 
TROOPER, 


(From the London Times.) 


Shortly given the report of Lieut. Carey, 
who accompanied the Prince Imperial on 
the reconnoissance which led to his death, 
is as follows :—‘‘ Having learned that His 
Imperial Highnoss would proceed on June 
1 to reconnoitre the country in advanoo of 
the column and choose a site for the camp 
of the following day, I suggested that as I 
had already ridden over the same ground 
Tshould accompany him. Mr. request 
Was granted ; but at the same timo Col. 


Harrison, Acting Quartermaster Geneval, 
stated that | was not in any way to inter- 
fore with the Prince, as he wished him to 
have the entire credit of choosing tho 
camp. Shortly before starting I found 
that no escort was prepared and applied to 
the Brigade Major of Cavalry. I received 
the necessary orders and at a quarter past 
nige o'clock six men of Oaptain Betting- 
ton’s Horse paraded before headquarters. 
With these and a friendly Zulu, provided 
hy the Hon. Mr, Drummond, we started. 
Six Basutos of Captain Shepstone’s corps 
wore also under orders to proceed with us, 
and before crossing the Blood River, I sent 
on to him to ask for them, The measenger 
returned to say that they would meet us 
on the ridge between the Icenzi and Itelezi 
Hills. I again sent the man with orders to 
bring the escort back with bim. On our 
right and left flanks I saw large bodies of 
Bosutos scouting. Arrived upon the ridge 
we dismounted, wishing to fix the position 
of some hills with our compassee. Colonel 
Harrison then rode up and told us that 
General Marshall's cavalry was coming up. 
When he had left I suggested to the Prince 
to waitfor the remainder of the escort. 
“Oh, no ; we are quite strong enough.” At- 
a mile and a half we ascended a command- 
ing and rocky range of hills beyond Llyo- 
tozi River, I proposed that we should here 
offeaddle, but the Prince said that he pre- 
ferred to off-saddls near the river, We re- 
mained for half-an-hour sketching and sur- 
veying the country with our telescopes 
Seeing no one, we descended toa kraal in a 
valley below and off-saddled. No precau- 


tions wore taken, as no Zulus were ex- 


pected to be*in the neighborhood. The 
Prince was tired, and laid down beside a 
hut. The men mado coffee, and I recon- 
noitered with my telescope. At twenty- 
five minutes to four I suggested saddling 
up. His Imperial Highness said ;—* Wait 
another ten minutes,” butin five minutes 
gave me the necessary order. I repeated 
it, and then went to fetch my horse from 
the mealie fields, I had saddled and 
mounted on the home side of the kraal 
when I heard His Impovial Highness give 
the order, * Prepareto mount.’ I looked 
round and saw his foot in the stirrup. At 
the same time I said ‘ Mount,’ and as tho 
men vaulted into the saddles I saw the 


black faces of Zulus, about twenty yards 


off, rushing towards us through the mealie 
fields. They shouted and fired upon us as 
we rodo off. I thought that all were 
mounted, and, knowing that the men’s 
carbines were unloaded, I judged it better 
to clear the long grass before making a 
stand. Knowing from experience the bad 
shooting of the Zulus I did not expect that 
any one was injured. I therefore shouted 
as we neared the Donga, ‘ We must form 
upon the other side. See to the retreat of 
every one.’ On looking back I saw one 
arty following us, while another on our 
eft was attempting to cut off our retreat 
across the ridge. Meanwhile we were 
under a heavy fire, and after we had crossed 
the Donga, a man said to me, ‘‘ I fear the 
Prince is killed, sir.’ I paused, looked 
back, and, seeing the Princo’s horse gallop- 
ing on the other side of the Donga, asked 
if it was any use returning. The Zulus 
already passed over the ground where he 
must hayo fallen, and he pointed out the 
men creeping round our left. I paused 
for our men to come up and then galloped 
onto find a draft over the Tombocto 
river.” 

The Telegrayh correspondent gives the 
following statement of tocf, one of the 
troopers —; 

"We went about twenty miles from 
Keppie Allein. When we were crossing the 
site of the present camp, the neck between 
Incenci and Inqutu ranges, some officers 
overtook us. They went to the left and 
we went to the right. We crossed a spruit, 
and went up a flat-topped hill, where we 
slackened girths, the Prince sketching. 
Tho kraal we camo to last was abont fifty 
yards above the river. Here the Prince 
told us to off-aaddle, and then the Kafir 
was sent into the hut to see if any one was 
there. He went down afterwards to the 
river for some water, and wo had coflve, 
Afttr an hour tho Prince ordered us to 
saddle up. When wo had all saddled up 
he asked, ‘ Are you all ready 1’ and we said 
© Yes,’ Ho then said, ‘Monnt,’ and, just 
as we were springing into our anddle, tho 
volley was fired from the menlios at fifteen 
ar seventeen yards. Wo had gone to that 
yery place to catch our horacs. When wo 
were saddling up, tho Kafir, who had been 
to the riyer to water the horses, said ho had 
soon a Zulu going up the river way from 
whore the alley was fired. I dropped my 
carbine and had to dismount forit. In re- 
mounting I was unable to get my feet into 
tho stirrups, my horse was galloping so hard 
from fright. I lay across tho saddle, I 
passod the Prince, but was unable to stop 
i him, having no power over tho roins. 
Aw I got cloar away from the kraal I passed 
the Prince. He thon had hold of tho 
atirrup-leather and tho cantlo of the saddle, 
and was trying to got his foot into tho stir- 
rup, but his horse was going too fast. I 
anid to him, ‘Depechoz vous, s'il yous plait, 
Monsiour, et montez votre cheval.’

It will be remembered by many in this 
community that several years ago the ship 
Alaska left Burrard Inlét for China with a 
cargo of lumber. Sho arrived at her desti- 
nation in safety, and was announced to have 
sailed again for this port to receive a socond 
cargo. Time rolled on, and at the expira- 
tion of the usual number of days allowed 
for the passage from China, the good ship 
Alaska was announced as ‘‘due.” Bho 
failed, however, to putin an appearance ; 
but thix waa not considered extraordinary, 
48 voyages from China vary in duration as 
much as voyages to or from any other place. 
But the days she was overduo gradually crept 
into weeks, and the woeks into months, and 
after she had’ been reported ‘ missing” for

79. Insleep the pulse is in general consid- 
erably slower than during wakefulness, In 
certain diseases—acute dropsy of the brain, 
for oxample—there may be 150, even 200

Our Fisheries. 


Thero are not many amongst us who aro 
aware of the importance and value of the 
Fisheries of tho Dominion, Tho able com- 
pilation of W. F. Witehor, Esq., Govern- 
ment Commissioner, gives an interest in- 
sight into this branch of commerce and in- 
dustry. From it wo gather that the whole 
yield in 1877, in round numbers, was 
twelvo million dollars, and this was in 1878 
increased by about a million anda quarter, 
or in exact figures, $13,215,678 ; and this 

Vast industry is regulated and controlled at 
at acost to the country of less than ono 
hundred thousand dollars per annum. The 

» increase was duo to greater productivoness 
of the cod, mackerel, salmon and lobster 
fisheries. 

NovaScotia heads tho list with a yield 
of $9,131,596.64, Next stands Quebeo, and 
its figures are $2,664,055.30, -New Bruns- 
wick takes the third placo with $2,305,- 
490.66. Then, strange to say, comes 
British Columbia with $925,766.98. Princo 
Edward Island follows with $840,344.22, 
and Ontario with $348,122, It will be seon 
that Nova Scotia waters furnished nearly 
half tho entire yield. Yet the per capita ; 
eatch of British Columbia was vastly great- 
er than that of Nova Scotia. The Nova 
Scotia take was more than six times that of 
British Columbia. But then the popula- 
tionof Nova Scotia is, at least, thirteen 
times greater thon that of British Colum- 
bia, and Nova Scotia's fishing grounds are 
of immense extent. The cod family con- 
tributed between a third and ahalf of the 
whole production in Nova Scotia, the cod 
itself, pure and simple, being good for 
$2,242,470. Mackerel occupies tho second 
space on the Nova Scotia list, contributing 
$1,296,980 to the goneral result. But, 
surprising to say, the third place is 

filled by the lobster, good for the handsome 
sum of $837,113—an astonishingly large 
amount from a fishery so recently attompt- 
-ed on a large scale, On the Quebec list 
more than one halt of the whole result is 
credited for codfish. Herrings occupy the 
second place, but contribute not much 
more than one-fifthas much as the cod. 
In the New Brunswick account the place of 
honor is filled by herrings, contributing 
nearly $600,000, but lobsters take the sec- 
ond place with $412,956. Next comes 
salmon, with abont $260,000. British 
Columbia's specialty in the report is salmon 
—that fish having contributed to the 
genoral yield of the Province more than 
$738,000. Weshould gather from this 


Banking Business. 


Tho Monetaty «A com: 


parison of tho capital and the circulation of 
out banking institutions will be found of 
intorest at tho prosont time, In 1872 the 
banking capital of tho dominion was $39,- 
255,000 ; itis now $58,172,000, or about 
nineteon millions greater, At the same 
time the circulation of the banks is but 
$15, 00, whore in 1872 it was $22,261,- 
000, a decroase of about six millions. Tho 
aggregate discounts of the banks which in 
1875 wore $155,082,000 are now $121,660,- 
000, which is about $30,000,000 less than 
they wero in 1872. Deposits ‘aro now 
about tho samo as they were in the year 
1874, viz. , $63,385,000. 

Since the year 1875 there has been writ- 
en offfrom the Rests of fifteen Oanadian 
banks an aggregate of $4,000,000 ; contin- 
gent funds and profit and loss accounts have 
added to this $950,000, whilo tho capital of 
six banks have beon reduced by an uggre- 
gate of $6,400,000, making a total reduc- 
tion of capitals and reserves of banking 
since 1875 no less than $12,150,000,

The result of this is that not a few of thom 
have been compelled to abandon the making 
of cheese forthe present This, again, has 
had the effect of increasing the supply of but 
ter and milkJin the county so. enormously 
that these commodities are selling at prices 
unknown during the past decado, Last wook 
fresh butter of the best quality was quoted in 
the market of the county town at 84d. per 
1b, or less than half the price for which it 
sold at the corresponding date of last year, 
The reduction per gallonin tho prico of milk 
resulting from the increased competition in 
duced by the suspension of the cheeso manu- 
facture would scom to be equally marked, 
For Glasgow and other largo towns the supply 
available at present is far in excess of the de- 
mand, and farmers aro said to be at their wits:

Cannibalism in the Far West. 


(From the Winnipeg Free Press.) 

A mont horrible talo comes to us from 
tho Far West—a talo of Cannibalism and 
murder, so sickening in its details that we 
doubt if its equal was ever hoard of, The 
story, as toldin a private lotter from Fort 
Saskatchowan, under dato of Juno 27th, 
the writer of which is a thoroughly reliable 
person, is as follows: It appears that 
rumors haye boen floating around _ for 
some time past regarding the cannibalistic 
practices of an Indian, and these reports 
assumed such a shape that tho authorities 
took cognizance of them and succeeded in 
arresting the suspected party. The lotter 
goes on tosay: “They have an Indian in 
jail here for eating his wife and four chil- 
dren, who died of starvation—at least ho 
said they did ; but it is suspected that the 
redskin murdered some of them himself. 
Capt. Gagnon, Dr. Herchmer, and threo 
mounted policemen went out to examine 
the remains the other day, taking the sup- 

osed murderer with them as guide. Cy 

led them a long way around—on a blind 
lead as it were-—but finally the party 
stumbled on the camp when he least ex- 
pected it.

Great Trembling Lake. 


MR. VENNOR TRYING TO FND OUT WHY IT 
TREMBLES. : 


Mr. H. G. Vennor, of the Geological 
Survey, is at Great Trembling Lake, which 
is somewhere north of St. Jerome. Ina 
letter, dated July 6th, from that place to 
the Montreal Witness he says :— 

It has now been raining daily since the 
middle of June, with frequent thunder- 
storms, in this section of country. The 
nights are extremely cold, and severe frosts 
have been experienced. Theground around 
Trembling Lake does most certainly trem- 
ble and vibrate at intervals, and we have 
been ondeavoring to ascertain the cause. 
I think it is partly due to underground cur- 
rents of water from somo reservoir lakes in 
tho mountains, and partly to the discharge 
of the lake ina thirty feot fall at tho out- 
let. Incamping here a distinct tremor is 
perceptible when lying with ear to the 
ground every night, but this is moro 
noticeable when the wind isfrom the south- 
west, or in the direction of the fall. The 
mountain summit stands 1,713 feet above 
tho level of the lake, and about 2,713 feot 
above Montreal,

snow. Our exoursionists, on reaching tho 
top, found the Summit House windows, on 
the exposed side, all snowed up and frozen 
up, and the promenade platform, like the 
rocks about, stillalmost overshoes in snow, 
and every post and northwest-facing rock still 
covered to a depth of nearly half a foot with 
Mount Washington frostwork. 

This frostwork is unlike anything we seo in 
winter at home, Itisasolid mass of snow 
and ice crystals—frozen snow and ice, seem- 
ingly mixed in about equal ports, and built out, 
iach by inch, against the wind. As it is built 
out porfectly straight,at right angles with the 
perpendicular object to which it is frozen, it 
speaks more eloquently than words .of the 
foregand fury of the blest that brought it. 
Picking my way up to the signal staff of the 
official survey which marks the highest point 
on tho Summit—a pole like a telograph polo, 
firmly fixed in the rocks—I broke off masses 
of these wintry crystals, that covered ono 
sido of the stati, like a frosty beard, from top 
to bottom. The crystals were built out nearly 
a foot in depth, On the day of our arrival at 
the Glon House the snow on the summit is 
said to baye been half a foot deep. Patches 
of it,in size from a few acres dowa toa dinner. 
plate, are scen at different heights on all tho 
slopes of the White Mountain range. —Mount 
Washington Letter to the Hartford (Coun.)

The Destruction of Our Forests. 
Of a dosolation which is recorded far 
back of the daya of Roman or even of 
Grecian glory, wo read that ‘a man was 
famous according as he had lifted up axes 
upon the thick trees,” In the days when 
Anprican foreats wore considered practical - 
ly limitless, our fathers were far too fam- 
ous for lifting up axes upon the thick trees, 
and tho resultant destruction is even now 
pk us, liké tho Philistines upon Samson, 
This dostruction comes upon us in many 
forms, most of which are, in fact, rapidly 
and terribly cumulative. Here is a beau- 
tiful stream of water, for example, which 
Was a great cloment of wealth to the region 
through -which it flowed, It might not 
only have continued to be so, but to haye 
gained in usefulness instead of being either 
dead or surely and swiftly passing away. 
The numberless little hollows on the 
hills wheré were the springs which 
grew. into rivuleta to feed havo 
been stripped of tho moisture econo- 
mizing verdure with which the Creator 
clothed them, and so the springs are dry, 
and tho rills no longer murmur their once 
glad songs of labor as they hastened down 
the valleys to turn the mill-wheels of 
mechanical industry. In thia one matter 
of destruction of hydraulic power with 
which we have been already smitten, hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars of annual dam- 
age has been and is the actual result. That 
this drying up of the streams is attribut- 
able not only chiefly deforesting, but al- 
most solely to it, common sense—which is 
in fact, the very easence of both fact and 
philosophy—must make plain to every can- 
did mind. Raina feeds the springs. To 
feed them economically, it should be gentle 
and frequent, not violent and at long inter- 
vals. Intelligent forest engineering would 
require that such portion of hills be clothed 
with a mantle of green traes as by its cool- 
ing influence it would more frequently so 
contract the-aerial sponge as to give us 
showers at short intervynls. This is the 
caso in forest clothed, beautiful Britain. 
Tho roverse is truo in tree-stripped Spain, 
whose people haye become as proverbial for 


it 


their hatred of trees as their country has 
for sterility of soil and sleeping streams. 
There, and on eastward all through the 
Orient, a relentlessly brilliant sky and an 
appolling absence of verdure will teach one 
as nothing else can how beautiful are 


clouds that weep, and, in its proper timo, 
how delicious a drizzling rainy day. These

Trust- 
ing to what seemed a certainty of em- 
ployment for themselves and their familics, 
thousands of skilled Inborers have in many 
cases confidingly made their homes at a 
point where the stream scemed abundantly 
powerful and permanent, ‘Then, as the 
summers came and went, the river seemed 
to sicken and grow more and more feeble, 
till there would be a week or two each year 
in which the spindles and looms would be 
silent. Astime went on these periods of 
idleness have lengthened into months, in 
which the labor struggle for bread and 
clothing, for means to pay for the humble 
little home, or debts incurred in sickness, 
wag compelled to be suspended. The cause 
of all this was that the sources of the 
river's life had been destroyed or injured 
by the ignorance, cupidity, or recklessness 
of men who “lifted up axes on tho thick 
trees” far up tho mountains, where the 
mill-streams had their birth.—G. W.

He says tho whole coyntry is ‘not 
worth one drop of blood of the meanest 
British soldier,” aud wonders how so small 
a band could have made so short a resis- 
tance to the outnumbering foo. “In a 
ravine dead men lay thick--mere bones, 
with toughened, discolored skin, like lea- 
ther, covering them and clinging to them, 
tho flesh all wasted away, Some were 
almost wholly dismembered, heaps of 
clammy yellow bones. I forbear to des- 
cribeo the faces, with their blackened fea- 
tures and beards blanced by rain and sun, 
Every man had been disembowelled ; some 
were scalped others subjected to yet ghast- 
lier mutilation. The clothes had lasted 
better than the poor bodies they covered 
and helped to keep the skeletons together. 
All the way up the slope I traced by tho 
ghastly tokens of the dead men the fitfal 
line of fight. Most of the men hereabouts 
wore infantry of the 24th. It was likea 
long string with knots in it, the string 
formed of single corpses, the knots of clus- 
ters of dead, where, as it seemed, little 
groups might have gathered to make a hope- 
less, gallant stand and die. I came ona 
gully with a gun-limber jammed on its edge, 
and the horses, their hides scared with 
assagai stabs, hanging in their harness 
down the ateep face of the ravine, A little 
further on was a broken and battered aw- 
bulance wagon, with its team of mules 
mouldering in their harness, and around 
lay the corpses of soldiers, poor helpless 
wretches, dragged out of an intercepted 
vehicte and done to death without a chance 
for life! Still following the trails of 
bodies through the long, rank grass and 
among stores I approach the crest. Here 
the slaughtered ones lay very thick, so 
that the string became a broad belt. 
Many heredbouts wore the uniform 
of the Natal police, On the bare ground, 
on the crest itself, among the waggons, the 
dead were leas thick, but on tho slope be- 
yond, on which fram the crest we looked 
down, the scene was the saddest and more 
full of weird desolation than any I had yet 
gazed upon. There was none of the stark, 
blood curdling horror of a recent battle 
field; no pool of yet wet blood, no raw, 
gaping, wounds) no torn rod Mosh that 
seoms yet quivering. Nothing of all that 
makes the scene of yesterday's battle so 
rampantly ghastly, shocked the senses. 4A 
strange, dead calm reigned in this solitude 
of nature. Grain had grown luxuriantly 
round the waggons, sprouting from the seed 
that dropped from the loads, falling in soil 
fertilized by the life-blood of gallant men. 
So long in most places had grown tho grass 
that it mercifully shreuded the dead whom 
four long months to-morrow we have loft

But if the promis of sucocss_ is only fair, this 
capital should be found. Before pronouncing 


an opinion on the presont prospects of these 
mines we have thought it nocessary to inatitute 
@ careful inquiry. That inquiry is now heing 
made, and wo shall shortly o in a position to 
givo a reliable account of the mines. 


Thero is little doubt that the incredul- 
ity oxpressed by our contemporary with 
regard to the value and extent of the 
Hastings gold mining region has beon 
shared by many persons ; but recent de- 
velopments have been so satisfactory that 
a spirit of inquiry has beon aroused, which 
will lead to examinations of the mines al- 
ready in operation,and to the investment of 
a largo additional amount of capital in the 
mines.

New York, July 12th, 1879. 

Tho mystery attonding the shooting of John 
F, Seymour, cousin and brother-in-law of 
Bishop Seymour, remains unsolved. Several 
of the theories advanced in the published re- 
ports are to the effect that Seymourhad taken 
hin own life, while others believe the old 
gontloman had been shot by a.tramp or met 
death by accident, caused by the discharge of 
apistol on the eve ‘of tho fourth of July. 
Bishop Seymour said no clue had boen obtain+ 
ed,and he was sure the theory of self-deatrac- 
tion was without foundatio., His brother 
was never known tocarry any kind of wea: 
pon, and no trace of his having purchased a 
pistol of avy kind could bo discovered. The 
bishop believed he had been shot by somo 
tramp found on the grounds, or by some man 
in company with a woman. Tha police are 
working up the case, The funeral was held 
on Sunday, ‘The police officials are inclinod 
to tho boliof that the bullet was fired from an 
air gun from some houses opposite, as the 
course of the wound indicates that tho ball 
was not fired from the sidewalk, and an or- 
dinary pistol carrying a ball of that weight 
would not kill unless held close to the breast. 
Bishop Seymour resonts with indignation the 
insinuation that his brother-in-law committed 
suicide, It is hia firm belief that his brother- 
in-law fell avictim to a shot fired eithor by 
tramp or that he was killed by some man of 
good standing, who had been surprised ina 
criminal act on tho” ground, and which, if 
brought to the public, would have injured his 
reputation, ‘Men and women,” he added, 
“havo frequently made his secluded plot of 
ground a resort for improper purposes, and 
I belioye that my brother-in-law met a party, 
some of whom finding that exposure was in- 
evitable, jumped up and struck Mr.Seymour, 
knocking him down, and thon fired at himy 
either as ho fell or after he had reached the 
ground.” Tho course of the bullet and the 
wound between the eyes bear out this theory.

The public an- 
nouncement of the project, as noted here Inst 
woek, was the signal for a prodigious flutter 
in the important class of real estate holders 
whose possessions lie along the proposed route, 
and the mayor already shows that he is in. 
fluenced,as he undoubtedly should be thereby, 
to question the action of the rapid transit 
commissioners of his appointment in extend- 
ing their province below the Harlem river. 
The protesting citizens assert that the damage 
to private interests from such a road as Mr, 
Vanderbilt and his party seck to construct 
would be as much asa thousand dollars to 
every running foot some part of the way. 
This is acaloulation very significant to the 
immense scale of confiscation upon which the 
existing elevated tramways of Third, Sixth 
and Ninth avenues haye been erected and op- 
erated. Probably the protest in question, 
backed as itis sure to be, if necessary, by 
legal resort, may avail to check the bold 
scheme it opposes, or #0 impose upon the lat- 
ter obligations to pay adequately for its right 
of way as to discourage its projectors, 
‘The supplementary racing season on the new 
running course just beyond Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn, intended to contribute to the amuse- 
mont of the Coney Island throngs, and con- 
ducted under the auspices of a select commit- 
tee of the Jerome Park capitalists, scarcely 
answers the anticipations of its gentlemanly 
originators. The situation of the course is 
charming, just a ploasant little drive from tho 
Park or the hotels, along tho magnificent 
ocean parkway. The races are fine, spirited 
evonts, betweon first class animals ; the Coach- 
ing club has made some creditable displays of 
its turnouts there, as an additional popular 
attraction ; -but no such brilliant concourses 
of spootators attend as Mr. Jerome and his 
confreres expected would flock to the scene, 
The miscalculation was made in regarding the 
transient crowds of Coney Island as though 
in such a placo as Long Branch or Saratoga, 
and counting upon their patronising the turf 
for temporary change of pastime ; those crowds 
being really Now York and Brooklyn people, 
only away from their city homes for a few 
hours, and able to behold all the racing they 
care to see in its regular city seasons, do not 
caro to look at running horses when they have 
come to bathe and dino at the seaside for an 
afternoon. Horse racing needs somo perma- 
nent fashionable population to support it, and 
this iswhat the marvellously reclaimed island, 
with all its fiae hotel luxuries, doos not yet 
possess in sufficient oxtent to answer the pur- 
pono, 

As the chancellor (Kunyon) at Tronton has 
sustained Attorney General Stockton’s argu- 
ment against tho constitutionality of last 
yoar’s legislative act in Now Jorsoy making a 
writ of error a writ of right in capital casos, 
the wnt of this kind in behalf of Mrs. Smith 
and Covert Bennett does nut avail to bring 
their case before the Court of Errors ang 
Appeals,and tho Jersey City Courts must now 
change the date to which the pair wore son- 
tenced for execution.

YOUR WOMEN AND FIVE CHILDREN 
DROWNED. 


Hauirax, July 17, 

Tho Virginia, 2,600 tons, from NowYork 
» Sablo Island 
in a donsefogonSaturday, andis likely to bo 
a total wreck, Sho had 136 crow and pas- 
songers, ‘Tho purser, first officer, and nine 
men came in one of tho ship's boats to Fort 
Bickerton, woat of Oanso, landed there 
yesterday, and reached Now Glasgow to- 
day.  Whon landing the passengers on the 
island four women and live children were 
drowned in tho surf. 

Tho pursor of the wrecked | 
rived here to-night and reports :—The 
hteamer State of Virginia, 2,600 tons, of 
Glasgow, G, B., of tho Stato Stoamship 
Company, limited, left Now York on the 
10th inst. On the 11th they experienced 
a donse fog, which continued up to Satur- 
day at 8p.m., when tho steamer ran 
aground on & 8a) }-bank, seven miles from 
the end. on the south aside of Sable Is- 
land, Woe tried to get off without success. 
On Saturday morning, in order to lighten 
her, we commenced throwing cargo over- 
board, We found it was no use, however. 
the steamor settled down in the sand. We 
fired six minute guns, which brought the 
Governor on the island, Mr, McDonald, to 
our assistance in tho surf boat. This 
boat took ashoro eleven women, 
four men and the puraor, four officers 
and the doctor, all of whom were 
saloly landed, though the surf was very 
heavy. Two more boats left the ship with 
eighteon persons, Tho second boat, when 


ins Aibty feat foam tha shove, ansivad 
and all tho occupants were thrown into the 
water. Some of thoso atruggling in the 
water succeeded in clinging to the bottom 
of the boat, which presently was rig 
and was washed ashore, those clinging to 

her being badly bruised, but thankful to 

have escaped with their lives, as it was 

found that. nine had been drowned. The 

dead wore Miss Marie G. Monton, about 

fourteen years of age, her mother was 

saved; Alice Wilson, a child of four years, 

her mother was also sayed ; Mrs. Mary 

Peden and two children, her husband was 

saved; John Widestend, aged thirteen, 

parents sayed ; Miss Coleman, Mrs. Walker, 

and Mrs. McGlue, who had no friends 

among the passengers. ‘The bodies of Mrs. 

Walker and Miss Coleman were recovered 

and buried. The other boats went around 

to the other sidoof the island the next 
day, and all were safely landed. On 
Monday night at 10:30 the third officer 
with the purser and nine men started in an 
open boat for the main land. Tho first 
night it was raining and foggy, and a 
most uncomfortable night was passed. On 
Tuesday night they made the main land, 
but the sea was running too high to land, 
and they waited till morning, when they 
succeeded in landing safely at Port Bicker- 
tou, and drove to New Glasgow, whence 
they camo by train to Halifax, On Sunday 
night the vessel had settled down in the 
the sand, There were six feet of, water in 
the main hold, nine feet in the engine room, 
and ninoin the after hold. The weather 
was fino, but the prespects off getting the 
yessol off were not very bright. The cargo 
consisted of 104 head of cattle, American 
produce, and general cargo. A number of 
the cattle which had been thrown ovet board 
te lighten the steamer got safely ashore, 
and part of the cargo was also 
washed ashore.

Garibaidi's Divorce Suit, 


According to the Italian papers, and 
especially to the Capitale, which is under- 
stood to be fully informed in all that relates 
to Garibaldi, the General will appear bfore 
the Courts in a fow days to obtain a decla- 
ration of tho nullity of his marriage with 
the Signora Raimondi, celebrated in Rome 
some 15 or more years ago. Immediately 
after the marriage ceremony, and before the 
bride had changed her dress, Garibaldi re- 
ceived a letter telling him she had deceived 
before marrying him. He laid the letter 
before her. She confessed ; thoy parted 
there and then, and some months later the 
lady gave birth to a son, Lt was stated 
soon after Guribaldi’s arrival in Rome—and 
this news contirms it-—that ono of his chief 
objects was to obtain tho settlement of the 
remainder of his pension on his children.

most power, [t is quite within the range 
of possibilitios that the bad weather and 
the grasshoppers in Europo, and the fayor- 
ing Weather and bountiful crops in this 
country, may have a decesive influence up- 
on the next Presidental election, and upon 
the political future of this country for 
many years,” 


American Cheese. in Scotland. 


The Edinburgh Scotsman of July 1st 
says: Tho extent to which American 
cheese ‘s being imported into Ayrshire and 
retailed at prices greatly under the cost of 
the home produce is beginning to tell in a 
way that was hardly anticipated by dairy 
farmers inthe county. Many of those 
farmers, it appears, still find themselves in 
possession of the bulk of the cheese manu- 
factured Jast season, with little prospect of 
getting it disposed of at anything like the 
figure they have been in the habit of realiz 
ing. The result of this is that not a few of 
them have been compelled to abandon the 
making of cheese for the present. This, 
again, has had the effect of increasing the 
supply of butter and milk in the county so 
enormously that these commodities are sell- 
ing at prices unknown during the past de- 
cade. Last week fresh butter of the best 
quality was quoted in the market of the 
county town at 8tdperlb..° or less than 
half the price for which it sold at the corres- 
ponding date of last year. The reduction 
per gallon in the price of milk resulting 
from the increased competition induced by 
the suspeusion of the cheese manufacture 
would seem to’ bo equally marked. For 
Glasgow and other large towns the supply 
available at present is far in excesa of the 
demand, and farmors are said to be at their 
wits’ end in regard to the disposal of their 
milk. At almost any hour of the day carts 
containing barrels of milk may be seen in 
some parts of Ayr in charge of persons en- 
deavoring to secure purchasers, but who 
not unfrequently are obliged to take the 
article home unsold to be served out to 
igs, which are this season being reared in 
arger numbers than is ordinarily the case 
in Ayrshire. Should this state of matters 
continue, the result can hardly fail to be 
serious, more particularly for such farmers 
(and those are said to be not a few) as have 
within the last year or two entered upon 
new leases at a considerable rise of rent. 


The Waits in Zululand. 


(Forbes in the London Daily News.) 


Gen. Wood's Camp, May 15,—The volun- 
teers aro sui generis ; they have little in com- 
mon with the British regular. All our vol- 
unteors are mounted men, and they are the 
strangest mixture imaginable—among them is 
considerable infusion of Dutch men, perhaps 
more Germans, a sprinkling of Frenchmen, 
a large proportion of Africanders, as the col- 
onial-born European is called, and a good 
many cmigrants from home of singularly 
diversified antecedents. This colony contains 
an extraordinary number of waifs and strays 
who have seen better days at home, and who 
have drifted down the world’s gulf stream 
until stranded in Natal, It seems the refuge 
of men who have been in the service and 
with whom, from whatever causcs,times have 
not gone well, 

A man whom I remember as the pride of a 
crack light infantry regiment, and who was 
es of the reputation of being one of the 
best dressed men in London, is now lying out 
in the open on a section of this frontior, living 
with a bandful of Kaffirs, who eat with him, 
and call him Boss. The son of a Crimean 
‘-eneral is a transport conductor in this camp, 
In the volunteers, broken gentlemen, ex-so)- 
diers of our own and half-a-dozen Continential 
armies, farmers whose farms are on tho frontier 
and deserted, sons of store-keepers, artisans 
who prefer campaigning to work, loafers who 
have concladed to see a apell of sol Jiering,and 
some respectable young fellows whom fighting 
tie has brought out from home ride 
together in the same troop,

Our Common School system has received 
much well deserved praise, and our colleges 
may be trusted to keep themselves before the 
American public.

sweets of office, and very naturally a great 
deal of excitement was created. But their 
prodictions, as every thoughtful man who 
has studied the Quobec question well knew, 
woro not justified and their rejoicings alto- 
gothor promature, their hopes going up like 
tho proverbial rocket only to fall as swiftly 
asa stick. 

There was nothing either in reason or 
in fact to sustain the assertion of the Ot- 
tawa organ of the opposition. The whole 
matter, after having been pronounced upon 
bythe Canadian Parliament, whose ver- 
dict the Government had advised should 
be carried to its legitimate conclusion, had 
been referred to the Imperial authorities 
for decision, The Imperial Government 
having referred the matter back to those 
of Canada as being the proper constitution- 
alauthorities to deal with it, there was 
but one result which could follow, as the 
action previously taken is not at all likely 
to be reversed. Without doubt the whole 
case will be settled within a few days, and 
in the manner in which the Parliament of 
Canada has determined, Meantime our 
Grit friends may possess their souls with 
patience, and we advise them to distress 
themselves as little as possible by giving 

+ no heed to sensational rumors originating 
with the organs of their own party.

TERRIBLE AGCIDENT NEAR 
QUEBEC, 


A Sail-boat Capsized 
by a Squall. 


Eight Persons Drowned. 
Quenxc, July 19. 
A melancholy accident occurred yeater- 
day at Point Aux Trombles, 21 miles from 
this city, whereby eigit people met a 
watery grave. A party of fifteen, some 
from this city, set out from Point Aux 
‘Trembles for a sail on the St. Lawrence in 
a pleasure yacht belonging to Octave 
Delisle, himself being one of the party, 
which comprised besides his brother, 
Alphonse Delisle, his wife, who is the 
daughter of the late Mr, Garneau, late 
Sergeant-at-Arms in the Provincial Parlia- 
ment, Jean Larve, Misa Emily Larue, 
Louis Lefebvre, Louis Gauvin, Xavier Gar- 
neau, Ferdinand Rlais, Dr. Earnest Delisle, 
Miss Elmina Matte, M. Gouvreau, and one 
or two others. Upon the wharf stood a 
number of their friends, and the steamboat 
just leaving the wharf also contained sever- 
al relatives of the boat's passengers. When 
about the centre of the river, which was 
running with full tide, the master of the 
yacht stood aboutt» tack, when tothe horror 
of everyone a sudden sqnall came down 
upon them. The yacht shivered and stag- 
gered for an instant, and amidst the cries 
of those on board and the accompanying 
shrieks of those on shore, turned complete- 
ly over, precipitating the living freight into 
the water. A ‘steamer and several boats, 
with hot haste, soon reached the fatal spot, 
bnt in spite of every endeavor only seven 
out of fifteen of the yacht’s company were 
saved, the rest being unable to support 
themselves and were drowned. 
One lady was found in an almostexhauat- 
ed condition, her head being held above 
water by a gentleman who was fortunately 
« powerful swimmer, but was almost 
weighted down by his living burden, and 
was reached just in time to save two lives, 
The namo of the lady is Elmina Matte,and 
of the gentleman Browning. The names 
of the others saved, so far as learned, are : 
Octave Delisle, Alphonse Delisle, Jean 
Larue, of Point aux Trembles, and Mr. 
Hanveran, druggist, of this city. The 
yacht, bottom upwards, floated down the 
stream. 
The accident occurred in the middle of 
the river, a mile from the wharf of Point 
aux Trembles, a pretty French village, 
Among those who braved the gale in asmall 
boat to try to render assistance was father 
Rosseau,a priest. The survivors were tak- 
en ashore after being picked up, and are all 
doing well. The accident occurred shortly 
before 9 o'lock last evening, and has thrown 
the whole village into mourning. 
Tho following is a list of the dead : Mrs. 
Octave Delisle, a young married woman, 
wife of the yachtowner; Miss Emily Larue, 
aged 21, a wealthy young lady, daughter of 
the Seignior of Point uux Trembles, and a 
distant relative of Lieut.-Gov, Letellier, of 
Quebec ; Louis Lefebvre, 40 years of age, 
principal of the academy at Point aux Trem- 
ble, who leaves a widow and four children, 
and his son, alad of 14; Lonin Gauvin,aged 
49, married ; Xavier Garneau, unmarried, 
aged 39, master blacksmith ; 
Blais, aged 26, unmarried, iling-master 
of the yacht; Dr. Ernest De! , aged 33, 
village physician, who leaves a widow and 
two children. The body of Lefebvre was 
recovered floating on the water. All the 
other bodies have gone to the bottom, and

Ho had moved for the appoir 
ment of this Committee, and it never was 

contomplated that the Committeo should 

run the Board, increasing the salarios and 

calling on the Finance Committeo, which it 

seemed to him should pronounce on the 
mattor, to provide the funds. The Finance 
Committeo should stand in the same posi- 
tion towards the Board as tho Ministry do 
towards Parliament, namely that they 
should fix the amount to be expended and 
only motions to reduce should be received. 
He had not beon able to attend tho Inst 
meeting, and did not think it fair to be at- 
tacked because of his absonco under the 
circumstances. 

Mr, I Diamond regretted that Mr. Wills, 
who was attending a meeting in another 

room, should not havo been able to give 

them his counsel in so important a matter, 

He contended that the School Manago- 

ment Committee did not usurp the func- 

tions of the Board, as they only made cer- 

tain recommendations, which it was for the 
Board to adopt or reject —increasing or de- 
creasing salaries. 

Mr. A. Diamond oxpressod much the 
samo view, stating that the whole subject 
had been carefully considered by the Com- 

mittee, who embodied their considerations 
in the report, which was offered for accept- 
ance, rejection or amendment, 

Mr. Glass said the report proposed an in- 
croase of $125 in salaries, and a reduction 
of $75 on Messenger’s salary, leaving a net 
increase of $50 only, which it was not 
worth while referring the report back for. 
The Chairman of tho Finance Committeo 
should also bo a member of the Committee 
on School Management. 

Mr, Wills again spoke in favor of his 
amendment, 

Mr, Johnson said the system proposed 
by Mr. Wills is in operation in Port Hope 
and Peterbgrough, and does not work #0 
well as does our present system, besides 
being more expensive, education in those 
places being more expensive than in many 
other similar towns in the province.

England's Manufac urers Declared 
Ruined, 


; In the House of Commons on the ovyen- 
ing of the 4th inst., Mr, Chaplin, on tho 
motion for going into Committee of Sup- 
ply, rose to move :—‘* That an humble ad- 
dreas be presented to Her Majesty, pray- 
ing Hor Majesty that she will be graciously 
pleased to appoint a Royal Commission to 
inguire into the depressed condition of the 
agricultural interest and the causes to which 
it is owing,—whether those causes are of a 
temporary or of a permanent character, and 
how far they have boen created or can be 
removed by legislation.” He by no means 
denied that distress had on former occa 
sions existed, but it was nothing so severe 
as this, and as an authority on this point 
he referred to a statement by Lord Bea- 
conslicld recently, that ‘‘ though he could 
recall several periods of suffering, none of 
them had ever equalled the present.” 
Could we look without concern upon the 
farms vacant in England and the with- 
drawal of capital from the business which 
how ceased to pay? What was the cause 
of the distress in Scotland, where north 
and south the landed interest was affected 1 
Tho distress was undoubtedly not confined 
to agriculture, and, but for two reasons, he 
should have embraced trade generally in his 
reference, First, many other honorable 
members were more competent to deal with 
the subject ; next, he doubted whether any 
commission could within reasonable time 
grapple with so enormous a question. 
There were many people who thought that 
this unfortunate state of affairs was due in 
& great measure to our pursuance of free 
trade without reciprocity, but he should be 
sorry to rashly commit himself to their 
viows. 

At the same time he could not shut his 

eyes to the fact that the assurances and 
the predictions of Mr. Cobden and other 
men had not been fulfilled. The circum- 
stances of to-day were entirelyaltered from 
those under which free trade was adopted. 
It was maintained that other countries 
would follow our example,zeeing th 
fits we derived, but they had not 
then it was predicted by Mr. Bright that 
no country produced more food than was 
necessary for its own wants, and that thore 
was nothing in the circumstances of any 
foreign notion which could make it a for- 
midable rival to the agriculture of this 
country. To show that the latter assertion 
had been falsified by the event figures were 
quoted by the honorable gentleman as to 
food exportation from the United States. 
He quoted this not to advocate protection, 
but to show how widely the promise and 
cannot be wondered at if doubts hayeéaribéh 
as to the wisdom of our any longer pur- 
suing a policy which is not free trade at all, 
but which is only free trade under restric- 
tions, and restrictions of which all the ad- 
vantage goes to the foreigner and nono to 
us, Referring to the programme of re- 
medies by the Farmers’ Alliance, he said 
that ho didnot believe if adopted in its 
entirety it would be ayailable as a sub- 
stantial remedy. The source of the dis- 
tress was that farming had ceased to be 
profitable. 
The real and sole causo of the present 
agricultural depression was the bad yield 
and the bad price obtainable for produce. 
They had of late being growing less corn 
and receiving less money for it, as well as 
for meat, wool, cheese and for nearly every 
farming commodity. Tho loss in conse- 
quence was last season alone estimated at 
£58,000,000 ($290,000,000). ‘Lhe course of 
the seasons they could not control, but 
with regard to the prices it was perfectly 
clear to what they were owing, and how 
far they were likely to be of a permanent 
or passing character. Sooner or later every- 
one would be compelled to recognize that 
upon the answer they received to the cause 
of the tailure in prices ‘the failure of the 
agriculture of the United Kingdom more 
or less depended. The production of food 
in England would continue for just so long 
a time as it continued to pay the producer, 
and how long that would be depended upon 
the cost of producing the food and the re- 
turn it yielded. If the prices lately receiv- 
ed continue to prevail the duration of agri- 
culture in England must and could only be 
short. He did not believe in tho possibi- 
lity of any material reduction in the cost of 
production unless it be by reducing the 
rents, but even supposing the whole of tho 
rents could be remitted the cost of produc- 
tion in bad seasons would be greater than 
tho return. If the cost of production could 
not be reduced, it was obvious they had 
only to Jook to the prices which they had 
to receive for the pron ues and these prices 
would be governed not by the market at 
home, but by the market abroad—viz., in 
America. 

What they really wanted to arrive at was 
what was the least price at which American 
food, including cost of freight and trans- 
port, could be supplied here with u profit 
to the importer? That was tho price they 
would in the future have to adopt ns their 
own. Ifit wasone which would fairly re- 
taunorate the English producer, all ne 
and good, and the present depression woul 
away. Ifon the other hand it bo 


found that America could supply food ata 
price cheaper than thoy could produce ap 
ho did not know how it was poasible os 
thom to resist the statement that Boas h 
agriculture must pass away, unless Gh 
country took steps to provent it. It would 

be nothing leas than the ruin of tho pont 
try, for agriculture was by far tho larges' 

national industry. Thin was nota gue 
tion of class, bub a national question of the 
groatest and largoat importance.

Mr, Maclver had no desire to underrate 
tho importance of the export trade of the 
country, but it neemed to him that English 
home trade was even more important, and 
that manufactures and agriculture had 
common interests. Ifthe English manu- 
facturing population wore idle they could 
not buy agricultural produce ; and if agri- 
culture remained depreased her manufac- 
turing industries would be depressed too 
because those who lived by agriculture had 
Joss money to spond in manutactures, We 
were, ho thought,too much dependent upon 
foreign nations for our supply of food. 
There was not a country in the world that 
would now take our manufactures in ex- 
change. The question was not so much 
whether freo trade was desirable as whether 
it was practicablo, It was idle to say that 
as trade had formerly revived so it would 
again. Thoro might indeed be some tom- 
porary improvement, but it could only. be 
temporary. Whathe wished to point out 
was that the conditions had changed, and 
that it was our duty to face those altered 
conditions, The House knew what our 
own colonies were doing. Everybody was 
closing his doors to us, and it was not reas- 
onable to expect any substantial revival of 
our export trade under such conditions. 
The character of our exports had changed, 
and wo were now exporting raw materials 
where we formerly sent manufactures, and 
we were even to some extent importing 
manufactures from those who formerly sent 
us raw materials. Our exports of woollen 
manufactures were rapidly decreasing, and 
our imports of thesame goods as rapidly 
increasing; and the same was truce of 
manufactures in iron and steol, of silks and 


of cottons. He remembered when large 
quantities of rails from South Wales went 
to the United States ; but now their largest 
export was ‘‘spiegel,” a description of ore 
the special usefulness of which was to en- 
able the Americans to make steel rails for 
themselves. He remembered, too, the 
time when linens from Belfast went to 
Americwin large quantities, but to day 
those quantities were small. Sheflield now 
sent unfinished goods to save the duties, 
The work was done in America which used 
to employ people here. Our manufacturers 
were ruined and Sheffield artisans had the 
mockery of cheap food offered to them at 
the cost of starvation. 

Mr John Bright eaid ;—Sir, 1 cannot ex- 
pect that any observations I may make can 
be of as much interest as thoxe which have 
fallen from the honorable gentleman who 
has just sat down, but I can assure the 
House that I shall not go into any ques- 
tion of manufacture or particular concern 
with which I myself may be engaged. If 
honorable members of this House con- 
nected with the various trades of the 
country occupy three-quarters of an hour 
in discussing their own trade (‘' Oh, oh,” 
and cheers) I do not know how Parlia- 
ment will proceed with its legislative func- 
tions with ary rapidity or any success. 
The member for Lincolnshire has spoken 
of the influence of American produce upon 
English produce. He saya the English 
produce decided the market, but that the 
produce from the United States. or it may 
hefeer. tt Rowinierervh (ie Cunery! 
and there isa good deal of truth in that. 
But let this Commission inquire, ifit can, 
how it comes that the landlords of this 
country and the farmers are not only 
alarmed, but in terror at the produce in 
corn and cattlo that has to be brought 
4,000 or [5,000 miles from the other side of 
the Atlantic. This isa question, I think 
that they may fairly examine (cheers), and 
I confess that I am not sure that the state- 
ments made haye been extravagant or ex- 
aggerated. Ihave met, within the last 
two or three wooks, two gentlemen very 
intimately connected with these matters in 
the United States, and I haye been very 
much startled by some facts which they 
have related to me. The land that is being 
occupied in Minnesota, in the United 
States, and within the Dominion of Canada 
is of magnificent quality, I am told, for the 
production of wheat. Liverpool at this 
roment is as near to these farms as New 
York was a short time ago. 


The gentleman I spoke to the other day 
was chairman of one of the must prosper- 
ous and best managed railways in America, 
and he said that the change that had taken 
place in the cost of transportation had been 
astonishing to him,and it must be astonish- 
ing to everybody who looks intoit. I know 
there are some people who do not like to 
hoar these things. A farmer who was very 
much'troubled and distressed on the sub- 
ject, said, Well, you know, T wish that 
cursed country had never been discovered.” 
(Laughter,) The fact is that the country 
has been discovered,although they aro now 
trying to find out where the discoverer was 
buried. But Columbus lived and discover- 
ed America, and from beiny peopled by 
savages the country now hos nearly fifty 
millions of our own English-speaking peo- 
sle on the northern continent, and it will 
increase in the course of thirty-five years 
moro, in all probability, to not loss than 
ono hundred millions. Now, I will tell 
honorable gentlemen opposite, and it will 
notadd to their comfort, that tho rowth 
in tho Western States is such that land in 
the Eastern States is decreasing in value. 
Phoro is one reason for it which is not here. 
There the productive system of the United 
States had diverted all capital in the Enst- 
orn States into the manufacture of protect- 
od articles with the expectation of gotting 
increasod profits, and the capital has thore 
fore been to a largo extent withdrawn from 
thoso States ; and, therefore, you find in 
the New England States and in Now York, 
and I beliove to some extent in Ponnayl- 
vania, that there is much land which men 
do not now think it worth whilo to plough, 
and which is annually lessening in valuo 
and going gradually out of caltivation. If 
these Western States had been Ao much of- 
foot on land near them what will bo tho of- 
foot on land in this country } (Choors.) 

When thoy have 100,000,000 of popula- 
tion they will have paid their dobt ; thoir 
taxes will bo ata minimum; thoy tako al- 
most no army and no navy, a8 wo have in 
hoy have no ‘‘spirited foreign 
Inighter)—taxos, in proportion 
ir population, will grow loas and loss; 
and how England and Europe will stand 
nof America in rogard to

te polly of European nations, with rogard 
to nrmaments and taxes, anybody might 
try to iinagino it, but I will not try to do- 
acribo it, ‘Thoro are farmers in Amorica, 
as you know, who have no ront, no ts 
no poor rate. You havo all these. With

in Anirica. You aro lad that tho aT 
ors aro woll par; they will have to bo atill 


bottor paid. You complain st tho educa- 
tion rato and tho schools. Tho offect under 
tho presont state of things munt bo to drive 
the educated and spirited young men from 

Ko towns or to emigrate, Theno are mat: 
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ters which I trnst this comminsion and the 

House will well consider. Your laws as 

thoy are would make tho laborer’s condi 

tion perpetual, In America, as a poct has 

expressed it, ‘They till the land who own 

the land they till.’ That isthe great dif- 

ference between the land and ita cul- 

tivation in Amoricaand the land and its 

cultivation in this country. Now, 

I would ask honorable gentlemen opposite 

not to be afraidof these questions and of 

the Commission. Recently I had a conver- 

sation with Sir William Ingles, who was 

member for Somersectshire, and he did 

not allow me to tell him, but I may: tell 

you, that I believe it would increase the 
price of land all over tho country if you 

would abolish all the ancient and stupid 
and mischievous legislation by which it is 
embarrassed in every step you take in deal- 
ing with the land. Let us have an inquiry, 
but let us have it wisely and honestly con- 
ducted. You cannot escape it ; but if you 
meot it boldly it will bo no more than a 
spectre, But break down the monopoly 
which damages the labor on farms and 
causes it to disappear and pauperise the 
labor which remains. Out of whut remains 
when you have broken down the monopoly 
there will arise a fairer prospect, and 
though it is not possible that I shall live to 
seo it a time will come when you will have 
homes of comfort and ‘independenco 
throughout the land of England, which will 
attest forever the wisdom and blossedness of 
the now policy you have adopted. (Loud 
cheers.) -

| The Last Loan. 


Whon, in tho faco of ciroustances which 
| for tho timo being demoralized tho British 
money markot, Sir 8, L. Tilley 4 fow 
| months ago was obliged to place a loan in 
order to meet ongagements which should 


have been provided for by his predecessors 
months before, and tho Grit financial 
| authorities mado it out to their own satia- 
| faction that the rate obtained was not 0 


high as it ought to haye been, the Opposi~ 
tion preas oxpreased a most unpatriotic de- 
light at tho supposed realization of their 
gloomy predictions. Tho forthcoming 
change in tho tariff in the direction of Pro- 
tection, was stated to be the malign influ- 
ence which had unfavorably affected the 
credit of Canada, together with the proba- 
blo inauguration of another ora of ‘ Tory 
extravaganco,” and the assortion war boldly 
promulgated that only under Grit auspices 
could the credit of tho Dominion be main- 
tained.

Comparing the results of the 4 per cent un- 
guaranteed loans mado by Mesars. Cart- 
wright and Tilley respectively, the Mail 
says; ‘Mr. Cartwright’s loan of 1874 
was for £4,000,000 sterling, which at 90, 
the price at which it was negotiated, 
yielded £3,600,000 sterling or $17,520,000 
currency of Canada. Now if tho present 
loan had been for the same sum of £4,000,- 
000 sterling, it would produce at 95 the 
sum of £3,800,000 atg., or $18,493,333 in 
Canadian currency, showing a saving to 
the Canadian taxpayer of $973,333 our- 
reney, That is a singularly good compari- 
son for Sir Leonard Tilley to be able to 
make betwbeen his loan of 1879 and Mr, 
Cartwright’s of 1874, in view of all the 
disadvantages we haye pointed out in the 
beginning of this article. Now let us take 
the loan in 1876 which Sir Richard Cart- 
wright negotiated also without any guaran- 
tee. It was a loan of £2,500,000 sterling. 
at 91; and it yielded £2,275,000 sterling, 
or $11,071,666 currency. If Sir Leonard 
Tilley bad negotiated his £3,000,000 sterl- 
ing at 91, it would have produced only 
£2,730,000 stg. ; but at 95 it yielded £2,- 
850,000 stg., or a gain of £120,000 stg., or 
$584,000 currency, as compared with Sir 
Richard Cartwright’s loan of 1876.” 

‘These facts show beyond cavil that, not 
only has the credit of the country been 
affected favorably by the reversal of our 
commercial policy, but that in the present 
Finance Minister we have atthe head of 
the Finance Department a gentleman of 
first-class ability, far superior to the “‘mixer 
and muddler” who preceded him in office.

Sitting Bull 


We have been favored with tho following 
extract from a letter lately received by a 
gentleman in Winnipeg from a well-known 
Catholic Missionary, who haa been. for 
many years intimately acquainted with the 
plain Indians and still resides in their 
amidst ;— 

“* The absonce of buffalo on the prairie,” 
says the writer, ‘ continues, and the In- 
diana and Half-broods are starving all ovor 
the plains. Tho Sioux are striking towards 
the settlements. The situation—surround- 
edas we aro by thousands of starving 
Savagos—is very scrious and causos me 
great anxiety, Tho Government should 
take immediate stops to prevent the In 
dians from being driven to extremities. I 
do notanticipate any immediate danger, 
should tho famine on the plains continue, 
I tremblo when I think what must happen 
next winter when theso famished hordes 
come in to the small schttered settlemonts 
now springing up throughout tho country, 
and which they willhave to do or dio of 
hunger on the plains. The Sioux have 
made a raid:across the line and captured a 
great number of mules and horses, and on 
their return had considerable quantities of 
‘ white money’ (Amorican silver) in their 
possession, which leads us to believe that 
they must have killed somp Americans, al- 
though they will not admit it, 

‘Major Walsh went to Sitting Bull and 
bitterly reproached him for hia perfidy. He 
told him that the Canadian Goyernment 
had only allowed him to tako refuge on 
their territory upon his formal promise that 
he would keep the peace and trouble nei- 
ther white nor Indian,and that now he had 
shamefully broken his word. 

“Sitting Boll replied that all this was 
porfectly trae—that he had promised to 
trouble no ono, but that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment on their sido had promised to pro- 
tect him and to punish any injury or out- 
rage that might be committed againat him 
as ifit had been committed against the 
Government. Last fall ho stated that 
more than one hundred horses had~been 
stolen from him. On complaining to Ma- 
jor Walsh he was told to keep quiet and 
that he would get his horses back. He 
waited, but"on making a second application 
this spring, ho was informed that nothing 
could be done, and that he must give up all 
hope of getting his horses again, as the 
Americans refused to give them up. Upon 
hearing this he stated that he would take 
the matter into his own hands, and did so, 
and he has certainly made the Americans 
pay for his horses with big interest. 

‘*On receiving this answer from the 
Indian, who is anything but deficient in 
common sense, the Major, with, it appears 
to me, great want of judgment, is said to 
have told them, that he was very sorry— 
but that it was his duty to inform him that 
he could not longer prevent the Americans 
from following him across, the line and 
making reprisals,and that he was no longer 
under the protection of the British flag,and 
might expect au ATLACh eb auy MUIMNODY frou 
the Americans. Sitting Ball on this ro- 
plied that if such was the case, he would 
be perfectly ready to receivethe Americans, 
as he had always been, and that he feared 
not the blue-coats of the Americans, and 
still less the red-coats of the police, and 
that they would both get a hot reception 
whenever they wanted it. ~ 

“Sitting Bull is sending messengers all 
over the country to gather together the 
scattered Sioux, and an outbreak may take 
place at any moment, as they are evidently 
preparing. ’— Standard. 


Royal Civil Lists. 


THR ALLOWANCES TO EMPERORS, KINGS AND 
RULERS OF EUROPE.

Civil lists come in with constitutions and 
cabinets, and all tho other paraphernalia of 
the nineteenth century government. The 
Frenchman, the Prussian and the Aus- 
trian, at the commencement of the present 
century, were as little acquainted as the 
York ov Russian is now with any restraint 
on the ability of the sovereign to spend as 
much as he liked. One of the rights, which 
the Czars of Russia have always most ten- 
aciously claimed, is never to be without a 
rouble, In the olden days the semi-sacred 
position they held in the eyes of their own 
Muacoyites would haye rendered it some- 
thing worse than an impertinence to at- 
tempt to interfere with or cripple their 
sponding capabilities, and even in this yoar 
of grace 1879, with the entire legislative, 
administrative and executive powersin their 
own hands, nothing but Nihilism can say 
nay to any extravagance they may like to 
commit. The sultans, in the same way, 
used to look upon the pacha who gathered 
in the finances of the Ottoman Empiro as 
bound to provide for the gratification of 
their pleasures, however oxpensiye they 
might be, Theso times are changed now, 
Tho commander of the faithful, it is true, is 
not confined to acivil list any more than his 
predecessors ; but, in daily want of a pias- 
tro, he casts a longing eye on the allowances 
of many a little German potentate, and has 
had to melt down his plate in order to pay 
his domestics’ wages. But, excepting the 
Czar, who is above a civil list, and the Sul- 
tan, who would only be too glad of ono if 
ho could got it, the soyorsigns of Europe 
have for some timo past had to content 
themselves with fixed incomes. 

In England the civil list has been subjoct 
to considorable vicissitudes. The tirat 
sovereign of the house of Brunawick got ns 
much as a million ayear. George IV. 
found no difficulty in gotting the £900,000 
(84,500,000) a year that Parliament allow- 
od him, which was still further reduced for 
the ‘“‘sailor-king.” Queen Victoria's list is 
fixed by tho statuto of 1837 at £385,000 
(81,925,600) per annum. In impoounious 
countries the sovereign has to cut his coat 
according to his cloth, ‘Thus, tho Rigsdag 
only allows the king of Donmark about 
£55, 000($375,000)a yearjand thekingof the 
Nothorlands gots about the samo amount. 
King’ Louis of Portugal has £82,000 ($410,- 
000) a year to spend, while the Spanish 
Cortes, by.an act of June, 1876, made 
Alfonso XII. an allowance of 7,000,000 
porotas, £280,000 ($1,400,000) a yoar—a 
rathor hoavy dfain on a country that has 
noarly run dry.

Six Months’ Failures. 


The Montreal Gazette has received from 
Messrs, Dunn, Wiman & Co, their half- 
yearly statement of failures in Canada and 
the United States, from which we learn 
that in the past six months there have been 
1,067 failures in Conada, with liabilitios of 
$17,425,953, against 947 failures, with 
liabilities of $13,508,729,in the correspond- 
ing period last year. Not only has there 
been an increase in the number of failures, 
but the average liabilities of insolvent 
traders are also larger, a fact which un- 
fortunately cannot be regarded as an evi- 
dence of any improvement in the condition 
of trade. Inthe United States, on the 
other hand, it seems to be now beyond 
doubt that a substantial revival of business 
is going on, and as an evidence of that fact 
we have the statement that while the fail- 
ures in the first six months in 1878 were 
5,825, with liabilities of $130,832,766, they 
hava dacraasad tha nant six months ve 4,+

United States the failures for the 
Second quarter in the present year are 1,- 
594 in number and $22,000,000 in amount 
of liabilities, These figures are notably less 
than in any single quarter of the past fivo 
years, As compared withthe second quarter 
of 1868, the difference in favor of the last 
three months is very marked, indicating a 
decrease of over 900 failures in that period 
with a decline in liabilities of 26 millions 
in the quarter,—a lessened loss or lock up 
by bad debts of over two millions per week. 
Referring to the outlook in the United 
States, Mesars, Dun, Wiman & Co. say:— 
The indications are numerous on every 
hand of an improved condition of business 
yet none are more significant than the de- 
crease in failures. Aside from the direct 
losses of large sums through misfortunes of 
‘this character the amount locked up in es- 
tates awaiting adjustment is a most serious 
withdrawal from active capital. But even 
greater than this is the effect upon the con- 
fidence so essential to business pursuits, 
Numerous failures retard business ventures 
ina greater ratio than any other single 
circumstance; while the probability of leas- 
ened disasters begets faith in the future, 
and this feeling of safety contributes almost 
as much as an incentive to transactions as 
the hope of gain. The decline in values, 
and the absence of remunerative profits ox- 
perienced in all branches of business dur- 
ing the last two years, served to intensify 
the anxiety always felt when losses by fail- 
ure are frequent, or even probable ; but 
now thatthe figures above submitted reveal 
such a marked improvement, as compared 
with the losses chronicled in previous years 
by bad debts, another element is added to 
to the growing confidence already mani- 
festing itself; especially when taken in con- 
nection with the present steadinoss in price 
and improvement in values of many staples, 
and the evident growth in the yolume Of 
business,

IMMENSE CAVES FOUND ON THE UPPER OTTAWA 
(Pembroke Standard, ) 


We have received information from a 
Party of mon who last week were in tho 
vicinity of Oiseau Rock, and who, haying 
heard that there were caves to be found 
ander it, formed themselyes into an explor- 
ing party, with matches for torches, and 
proceeded on their expedition.

Advance of the British to Ulundi. 


A Skirmish with the Hnemy. 
Lonvon, July 21. 

A despatch from Capetown, July 4, says 
Goneral Sir Garnet Wolosley arrived at 
Port Durnford, July 2. Seven hundred 
Zulus with 700 hundred cattle had surrend- 
ered, It is stated tho Government have 
received a telegram from Natal, announc- 
ing that the British army had reached 
Ulundi, after a few skirmishes in which 
small bodies of Zulus wore killed, It was 
found the King’s kraal and all the sur- 
rounding kraals had been burned by the 
Zulus. 

Gen. Clifford telegraphs to the War office 
from Pictermaritzburg, 4th July, that Gen. 
Wolseloy was not able to land at Port Durn- 
ford because of the surf, and ho returns to 
Durban. Ho will proceed by land to join 
Lord Chelmaford’s division immediately. 
Gen. Olifford’s despatch continues ax follows; 
“A message from Lord Chelmsford on 30th 
June says; ‘I havo just informed the Zulu 
king that I must advance to the left bank 
of the river, I shall do #0 to-morow, but T 
will stop hostilities pending negotiations, if 
my demands relative to captured cannon, 
&c., aro complied with by 3rd Jaly, My 
supplics will only permit of my remaining 
hore until the 10th of July.’ A white man 
with King Cetewayo states that tho King 
has 20,000 men. The King is anxious to 
fight, but the princes.are not.’ Gen, Clif- 
ford adds in a despatch on the afternoon of 
the 4th July: ‘ There is no further nows 
from Lord Chelmsford, or of Sir G. Woles- 
ley having landed at Durban,” 

A correspondént at Magni Bonum, June 
30, mentions a skirmish with the Zulus on 
June 26.— 

“Messengers from OCetewayo askod tho 
British not to burn six kraals, which they 
specified. Tho request was refused. ol. 
Buller’s Horse then advanced, when the 
Zulus fires the kraals themselves. A largo 
Zulu force appeared, but on the guns open- 
ing fire they fed. Col, Buller pursued and 
cut down twelve of the enemy.” 

Carztown, July 3.—Tho headquarters 
of the column has advanced within sight 
of Ulundi. The enemy is retreating in all 
directions. Thero is a large Zulu force 
close to Port Durnford, A number of young 
men aro deserting the King. 


In the House of Lords to-day the Goy- 
urnmept announced that Lord Chelmsford, 
in negotiating with King Oetewayo, had 
consented to receive from him one thousand 
rifles instead of the condition that the 
Zulos should lay down their arms. The 
War Office is ignorant cf the burning of 
King Cetewayo's kraals, which wax report- 
ed this morning. The opinion is genoral 
that the Government information is not 
recent nor so full as that received by the 
newspapers.

capsized in the surf and nine women and five 
children, besides the men in charge, were 
thrown into the water. As before reported, 
four of the women and tho whole four children 
perished. The boat righted,and the men wero 
able to assist the others to hold on until tho 
boat was washed ashore, when restoratives 
wero applied.

At this time 
he was holding her with one arm, to pre- 
vent her from injury when the ballon 
struck the water, and with the other en- 
deavoring to guide the balloon. We tried 
to lift her over tho side of the car, but the 
balloon fell suddenly and then rebounded. 
The two were thrown apart. As it came 
down again some of tho ropes which attach 
the car to to the balloon broke,the car turn- 
ed partly over, and the rebound flung them 
at a furious rate along the ground. 
Colgrove preserved his presence of mind 
and soon gained his feet, to see his fair 
companion flying pasthim. He ran toand 
picked her up, finding to his dismay that 
she was bleeding about the hcad and face. 
A cursory examination showed thal she 
had received ascalp wound, her lip was 
cntand one of her teeth knocked out. 
Colgrove was slishtly.injured on his head 
and right arm, while his left leg, formerly 
injured by a balloon accident at Winches- 
ter, Ind., was hurt again, though not bad- 
ly. The point at which the voyage ended 
is known as Chisholm’s Point, near San 
Lorenzo. From thero they had a dreary 
journey of two miles through marshy land, 
where they had to wade and pick their way 
from spot to spot with great care. They 
finally reached a farm-house, received a 
buggy, drove toa small flag station, and 
came on the train to Alameda, where Miss 
Allison was adviséd by a physician to re- 
main. Oolgrove came on to the city totell 
the story. He says that ho is not tired of 
ballooning, but is ready at any timo to go 
up again. It was fortunate that the disaster 
Was not any more serious than itis.

COAL, IRON AND FLOUR—INTERCOLONTAL 

TRADE. * 
‘apo Breton Advocate undorstan 
cee Chevelier is to load coal at 
Littlo[Glace Bay for Toronto. That vea- 
sel was chartered to carry flour down from 
Toronto to Prince Edward Island and Cape 
Breton, and to carry coal back from Cape 
Breton, This will be the second cargo 
from Glace Baylwhich'jwill have loft for 
coal in that placo from $1,000 to $1,200. 
It adds;—Tho downward tendency of hard 
times for the past five or six years has been 
arrested. Tho} policy of tho Mackenzio 
Government continued to produce bad ef- 
fects until now. Had they continued in 
power, our coal trade would have been ina 
much worse state to-day, and as itis, it 
will take some timo to work it up from the 
condition to which the Mackenzie Goyern- 
ment policy lowered it, Capitalists will 
now seck investment for their capital in 
the Dominion and confidence is returned 
to our people. 

Montreal Star :—It was said that tho 
operation of the Canadian National Policy 
would be most prejudicial to the settlement 
of tho North west Territories and Manitoba, 
not only because many supplies and imple- 
ments} would require to be obtained from 
the United States, but because of the nuis- 
ance which the transport of goods in bond 
from Canada would cause. We have, how- 
ever, a witness to the contrary in the per- 
son of Mr, F. Bradley, of Emerson, Mani- 
toba, at present in Ottawa, who says that 
tho National Policy is very popular in the 
Northwest, and cannot fail to result in great 
benefit to that country. 

Halifax Herald :—The coal trade 
shows a great improvement. In Pictou 
County the Acadia Co, are shipping to 
order all the coal they can raise. Tho 
Halifax Company have shipped more the 
past week than they have done for years.

The Oheese Trade. 


Latest cable advices from England show 
that the prico of choeso is advancing a 
little, although the rate is as yot far from 
being satisfactory. During the present 
season, although the conditions attending 
production have been of the most favorable 
character, the business can scarcely havo 
been carried on with profit to our farmers, 
who of late years have depended to so great 
an oxtent on their operationsin dairying ; 
but itis to be hoped that the tide has at 
last turned, and that a fair margin of pro- 
fit will be secured for the remainder of the 
season. Undoubtedly the great causes of 
the state of affairs above referred to havo 


been over-production and tho continuance 
of hard times amongst the working popula- 
tion of the mother country ; but probable 
there have been other causes.at work as 
well to produce a decline in the prices. 
It has been suggested that the auction 
sales of Canadian and American cheese and 
butter which haye been held at Liverpool 
have contributed in no small degree to 
this result, At these sales, we are inform- 
ed, prices have ranged as much as four 
shillings per hundred weight below the 
regular quotations, which must have had a 
decidedly bad effect upon the trade, 
Canadian cheese can always command 
the current rates in Liverpool, and if, as 
has been represented, auctions have turned 
out unfavorably, it will be well for con- 
signors not to repeat their experience, as 
gained this year. Our cheese now stands 
at the head of the market, for foreign pro- 
duction—leaving fancy brands out of ac- 


count—and producers cannot be toocareful 
in doing anything which will tend to bring 
it into disrepute, as sales below current 
quotations must certainly do, and that 
speedily.

Prices of Fertilizers. 


Wo consider artificial fortilizora to bo a 
prime nocestity in the pursuit of agricul- 
No farmer can hope to procure the 
highest profit from his business without 
thoir use to some extent. At tho bost, a 

farm that is worked on tho. pell-suppprting 
. | syatem as regards manure, must loso its 
fortility to some oxtent ; Barly, more or 
less, it may bo, but surely. ut there is 
small encouragement held out by the manu- 
facturors of fertilizers for farmers to use 
thoir wares, Tho pricos oxacted for them 
are excossive, This is shown by tho irregu- 
larity in tho price lists. One entirely res- 
pootable and responsible manufacturer may 
offer superphosphate at $25 per ton, and 
another may ask $40 for an artiolo which 
may be no better, The basis of tho mar- 
ket rates of fertilizers is fixed,in a measure, 
on the prices of Peruvian guano, But the 
trado in this article isa huge monopoly. 
Tho Peruvian Government has hypothe- 
cated its guano and nitrate deposits to its 
bondholders, to pay the interest on large 
debts, and it oxacts a large price. To make 
these articles the basis of the price of nitro- 
gen in other fertilizers (such as sulphate of 
ammonia, which is a by-product of gas works) 
is monstrous. So with potash salts, which 
are a refuse of the German salt mines, and 
dried blood and flesh, which are the refuse 
of the large slaughter-houses and were for- 
merly disposed of by flowing or dumping 
into rivers. Before farmors can be induced 
to use theso fertilizers toany large extent, 
the prices must be reduced.—Aural New 
Yorker, 


Turning Out and Renovating 
Horses. 


Woekepta team in thestable a week and out 
grass for them to get them used to an extra 
change of diet, mixing the grass with hay, 
and all this time wondering how we should 
manaye, when we did turn them into the 
pasture, to keep them from runnning and 
injoring themselves.

Tax-Gathering. 


A curious scene is reported to have oo- 
curred at Inshinny island, which is situated 
about four miles from the cost of Sligo. 
The sub-sheriff of the county, deputy cess- 
collector, and a bailiff proceeded in a boat 
from the mainland for the purpose of en- 
forcing payment of county cess, which the 
islauders haye always resiste on the 
ground that they derived no benefit from 
the tax. Tho island, it may be observed, 
is on the property of the late Lord Palmer- 
ston, who always paid the cess for the in- 
habitants, who are very poor. Mr, Egan, 
sub-inspector of constabulary, who was on 
a tour of inspection, accompanied the offi- 
cera of the law, and the Rev. Mr, Cuthrie 
and Mr, B. Fox, of Kilmore, County 
Roscommon, who desired to see the old 
ruins on the island, which are subjects of 
antiquarian interest, were accommodated 
with seatsin the boat. Asthe party ap- 
proached the island the sheriff and cess- 
collector were recognized by persons in a 
boat leaving the island, who immediately 
gave a signal to warn the islanders by rais.

Steel Ships of War. 


Threo stoel-clad ships aro, it sooms, 
this moment building in the Gove 
Yards ut Portsmouth, Pembroke, and 
ham. What their cost will ultimately be 
when completed it is too early to make even 
a rough guess; but the two larger ones bo- 
named the Majestic and Colossus, are not 
likely, 80 far as we at présont know of the 
expensive material of which they are to be 
composed, tobe finished and fitted for sea 
for loss than a million-apicce, The leant of 
the three, the Conqueror, whose lines have 
been laid down at Chatham, is to be some 
2,000 tons less than her big sisters, but 
they are to be built on tho model of the 
Inflexible turret-ship, and not of the old 
broadside pattern, which svcms for some 
reason or other to have been abandoned for 
some timo past. The Majestic and Colossus 
are to measure 9,100 tons, and will, there- 
foro, be considerably smaller than the In- 
Jlexible ; but as theirarmor will be of steel 
there is no necessity for carrying so much 
of it. The Injflexible turret-ship carries 
twenty-four inches armored plates on her 
turrets, while it is anticipated that the same 
amount of protection will be afforded tothe 
Colossus and her sister by sixteen inches of 
steal. Moreover, steel will be employed in 
building the ships as well as in protecting 
them ; and in this way it will be possible 
to construct them upon finer lines, while 
still remaining as strong as broader craft 
of iron. A greater speed will also result 
from this innovation ; and the Majestic 
and Colossus, provided with engines of 
6,000 horse-power, will doubtless realize a 
speed of sixteen miles an hour under favor- 
able conditions, Like the Inflexible und 
the Ajaz and Agamemnon, our new steel

Tko Khedivo’s mother has a palace at Rhodes, 
and it was thought they might all go there, 
Smyrna, too, was spoken of; but at the last 
moment Naples was fixed on, in which neigh- 
borhood the late King of Italy made over a 
face sum ef money advanced some years since, 
On every account it is desirable that the late 
Khedive should leave the country at an early 
moment, and no one can complain of his de- 
parturo being unduly dela: The deposition 
was officially made known at 3 p.m. on Thurs. 
day the 26th,and in exactly four days—namo- 
ly, at 3 p. m. on Monday the 30th—the ex- 
monarch was an exile, Since Friday all hands 
have been hard at work on the AMahroussa, 
perhaps the finest yacht in the world. Having 


the yacht was ready to receive the firstdetach- 
ment of the Khedivial harem at 8 a, m, this 
(Monday) morning, They arrived from Cairo 
by special train, and were sent off in steam 
launches and barges. Most of the Jadies wore

the ordinary e. The styles 
beauty were as varied as tho toilettes.

Except among the servants, none seem 
ed over twenty-five years of age; bat the 
pervaded them alla listless and vacant look, 
as of beings with no occupation or aim in life, 
Ail the morning there was an incessant hur- 
rying to and fro of boats with baggage and 
household goods, until at 2 p.m, auother 
special train arrived with tho second and 
larger portion of the harem. In this I count-

Perhaps some of these did not go 
on in the ship, but were friends who after- 
wards returned to Cairo; and many wero 
merely olp: in whom beauty was con- 
spionous by ita absence, Then camo Ismail 
Pasha’s three Jawful wives.

Calculating Machines, 

Staffel has invented an arithmetical ma-

The Zulu War. 

The desperate struggle which has been 
raging in the southern part of Africa bo- 
tween the savage Zulu Kaffirs andthe Brit- 
ish forces seoms to be rapidly approaching 
its termination, after enduring nearly seven 
months. That tho barbarians have been 
overcome isa matter for congratulation, 
but a favorable result to the struggle has 
been secured only by the shedding of a 
great quantity of blood and the expondi~ 


ing on the Mississippi has again,contrary to 
expectation, commenced its ravages. Tho 
plague first showed itself in Memphis, which 
sooms to be the most inaalubrious place in 
tho South—in fact a perfect nursery for the 
yellow fever, At first the medical men 
of the city, with praiseworthy intentions, 
sought to conceal the truth that the plague 
had indeed broken out; but before many 
days elapsed the fact leaked out that cases 
were rapidly becoming more numorous, 
and then the frightened population—many 
of them doubtless unacolimatized northern 
ers, who had come in last year after the 
frost had puritied the atmosphere—deserted 
their daily occupations, and sought every 
avenue of escape from the dreaded pesti- 
lence. Business became entirely suspend- 
ed, and, the despatches inform us, fright- 
ful scenes took place at and in the vicinity 
of the railway stations. Many thousands 
more than transportation could ba provided 
for sought passage by the trains, and peo- 
ple, after romaining together in masses 
for days at the depots hailed the time when 
they could get away from the doomed city 
as the hour of their deliverance. The re- 
sult of this exodus from fever-stricken 
Memphis can hardly fail to be the

Lord Chelmsford 
remained in camp till after July 3, awaiting 
the surrender of cannon and 15,000 rifles cap- 
tured by the Zulns at Isanduls. These not 
arriving, he advanced, and was attacked in 
the open Country by 15,000 Zulus, who fled 
under the heavy firo of the British. © Lord 
Chelmsford advanced and destroyed Ulandi. 
The Zulu loss was 800. The British loss 10. 
killed and 59 wounded. The battle was 
fought July 4th. The Zulus aro variously 
estimated at 10,000 to 20,000. A number sur-

Heated Terms. 


Tue Hionesr Tearrxarons vor THR Past 
Eronr YRans 

(From tho New York Taibune, July 17.) 

A comparison of tho range of the thermo- 
moter during the heated terms of the past 
oight summers shows that yosterday was 
one of the hottest days in this city on 
record. The summer of 1870 was a hot 
one, while that of 1874 was remarkably 
cool, In 1871 the mercury did not reach 


85 dog. until July 16, and its highest point 
was 86 deg., which it reached only on one 
day. For a number of days in tho Jatter part 
of July the thermometer did not go above 
70 dog. 


In 1872, during tho first week of July, 
the temperature was in the ninetios, verg- 
ing from 93 deg. to 65 deg. A compara 
tively cool period followed until August 11, 
when the thermometer reached 96 deg. each 
day until August 15. Thero were only a fow 
hot days after that period. 

Tn 1873 the thermometer marked 94 deg. 
on July 3, after which mildor weather fol- 
lowed until July 24. Then there were 
throo days when it was over 90 dog., aftor 
which coolor weather prevaiied. 

In 1874 the hottest day was June 28, when 
tho tomporature was 93 deg. July 15 and 
August 21 were the only other days when 
it was as high as 90 deg. 

To 1875 the firat hot day was July 6when 
88 deg. was reached. The temperature 
did notreach 85 deg, again uatil the 15th 
of August, There were some very hot days 
in the latter part of Augnst and the begin- 
ing of Soptember, the nights being quite 
cold, there being on some days a difference 
of 30 deg. in tho thermometer, 

The summer of 1876 was a remarkably 
hot one. May and the early part of June, 
were unusually cool. The hot weather setin 
June 14, and from that day until July 21, 
it ranged well up inthe nineties, without 
the break ofa single day, the highest points 
being July8and9, when the temperature 
was 99 deg. The lowest point was on July 
UU, when it was 97 deg. The rest of the 
season was not marked by any great degree 
of heat. 

The summer of 1877 was not a hot one. 
The thermometer first marked 90 deg on 
July 25, and was 93 deg. onthe 29th. On 
August 27, 28 and 29 it was 90 deg. tho 
remainder of the year being cool. 

The tierce heat of the summer of 1878 will 
not be forgotten, as its fatal effects wore felt 
all over the country. ‘The intense heat was 
first felt in the region of St. Lovis, where 
the thermometer ranged from 90° to 100° 
during tlie last three weeks of July. On 
July 17 it marked 100° in the shade in St, 
Louis, and there were 54 deaths on that day 
from the effects of the heat. During the 
heated term between 1,500 and 2,000 per- 
sons were reported as prostrated by the 
heat in that city. On July 12, a hot air 
wave originated in Manitoba, preceded by 
heavy thunder showers, The wave advan- 
ced slowly toward the S, W. On July 16 it 
ranged from 90° to 100° all over the Upper 


mornings, in time for all trains, returning to 
Bellevillo on Sunday afternoon.

During the few days 
of intense heat 139 cases of sunstroke wore 
reported in New York, Jersey city and 
Brooklyn, 29 of which proved fatal.

INTERESTING Torics Prom THE ComMEnRcLAL 
Me 1418 oF THR U. 8.—Onastinn Cox

(From our regular Correspondent ) 
New Yor, July 19th, 1879, 

The public is made listless by summer's first 
enervation to all subjects requiring businoss« 
like thought and social alertness, Coney Inl- 
and is now.the most prominent matter of in- 
terest in the average New York mind, and 
several thousand people go thither on every 
warm, clear day, to speculate upon the sea. 
worthiness of the now nearly completed iron 
ocean pier, and drive the proprictors of unfin- 
ished hotel improvements to tho Jabst availa- 
bility of their not-yet-ready resources, ‘The 
now pier, by the way, ix to be almozt a gigan- 
tic hotel in itself, among its appointments be- 
ing a dining ball 120 fect square, an elevated 
music pavilion, a beer saloon nearly as large 
asthe hall, bar-rooms on both promenade and 
lower decks, a lunch room, an oyster saloon, 
smoking-room, an ico cream saloon, and twelve 
hundred bathing houses. If the Long Branch 
pier tan compete with this when it is com 
pleted, great will be the metropolitan picrage 
this summer, 

T entered tho court lateon Thursday even- 
ing as Chastine Cox was receiving his Jast ine 
structions, and while the counse} for the pro- 
secution was reviewing that horrible tragedy 
known to every newspaper reader in the 
country. During the counsel's speech Cox 
Jeaned back in his seat and ynzed steadily at 
the jury. Now and then when the counsel 
made a particularly strong point, his eyo 
would pass over the twelve men in the jury 
box asif to mark its effect. Though out- 
wardly he was calm, there were indications 
that he was intensely agitated. The counsel 
was followed by the Assistant District Attor- 
ney. City Judge Cowing then charged the 
jary, concluding at 5:15 p.m. It was a fair 
charge, but a close observer could see that its 
tenor was adverse to the prisoner. Three 
minutes later thejury retired, At 6:22 o’clock 
they returned to the court room. Cox eager- 
Ty scanned their countenances. Tho clerk 
then put the usual interogatory: ‘‘ Gentle- 
men, have you agreed upon a verdict? Do 
you find the prisoner, Chastine Cox, guilty or 
not guilty?” ‘Guilty of murder in tho first 
degree,” was the reply. Not a muscle of the 
prisoner’s face moved. He was apparently 
as self-possessed as he has been during the 


trial. At tho roquoot of his counsel the jury 
was polled, and they all answered in the af- 
firmative, District Attornoy Phelps then 
moved that judgment may be pronounced. 
The prisoner was asked, ‘‘ What have you 
now to eay why judgment should not be pro- 
nounced against you? The doomed man ina 
firm voice said, ‘I have nothing to say.” 
Judge Cowing then, in a voice full of 
emotion addressed the prisoner as follows : 
** Chastine Cox, fain would I believe that 
your conduct and levity betray the inward 
feelings of your heart. The jury selected by 
you have, after careful trial, rendered a yer- 
dict. which compels me to sentence you to 
death. Idon’t at present recall any errors 
which may have been made during your trial. 
yt was a fair and impartial one in all respects. 
All the safe-guards were thrown around you, 
and I now implore you not to spend your time 
in the hope of a reversal of your conviction, 
You committed burglary, grand larceny and 
murder, and you will now have to forfeit 
your life for that of your victim, The sen- 
tence of the Court is that you b> taken from 
this room to the prison from whence you 
came, there to remain until Friday, August 
26, between the hours of 9 a, m. and 4 p. m 
when you are to be taken to prison and there 
hanged by the neck until you aredead. May 
God forgive and be meréiful to you.” The 
verdict and sentence were received with ap. 
plause by the large crowd congregated. Tho 
unfortunate man was then given into the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff. Ho was handcuffed to 
two officers and taken from the rooms. A 
largo crowd followed Cox to the Tombs, He 
wore his usual look of apparent unconcern, 
and did not betray the least anxiety as to his 
fate.

ORANGBISM. 
The Ottawa Demonstration. 

In the evening a demonstration was held 
at the Opera House, at which a large num- 
ber were present, An address was present- 
ed to the Orange delegates from Great 
Britain and the United States ; 

Mr, Wm, Johnston, G.G,M. of Ireland, 
on coming forward to respond, was re- 
ceived with applause. He returned thanks 
indiyidually and also on behalf of the 
other delegates, for the cordial manner in 


cession. Ho was not prepared to find the 


marvellous charity which existed among 
the Orangemon in Canada. Orangeism in 
Canada, had s mouth so broad that it cov- 
ered all shades of political opinion. Mo 
was also struck with the extreme loyalty 
of the Orangemen. He believed in loyalty 
to one’s Government. ‘The very natne of 
the Queen seemed to raise an éenthuslasm 
which burst all bounds. A Government 
haying such a loyal people should do overy- 
thing in its power to adyanco its interests, 


| The English Government, he said, had no 


more loyal bulwark than the Orangemen 
of Canada. The Orange lodge, he claimed 
educated a person for political Mfo better 
than any institution, Tho Government, 
he claimed, could make no better provision 
than to give each Orange lodge in the 
country a covtain sum forthe education of 
the youth, who aro to rule the destines of 
the oountry. It had been asked what busi- 
ness had Orangemen in tho United States. 
Ho had been told that they were runnin, 
dead issues, The order, it was true, bh: 
only been in operation some 10 years and 
had prospered, and he hoped that in the 
course of a few years the body there 
would outnumber their bréthren in Oanada 
five to one. He reviewed the course t- 
ed by the Orangemen in Philadelphia 
against the attempts of the Ostholics to 
banish tho Bible (nen the public schools, 
and also to centralize the property of the 
Catholic Churches in the Archbistwp. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr, Bowell, in seconding the mo- 
tion, spoke of the pleasure he experienced 
in being present to do honor to the dele- 
gates to the Triennial Council, He refer- 
red to the cordial relations existing between 
the brethren on each side of the Atlantic, 
and felt assured that in the eyent of any 
ono visiting England, Ireland or Scotland, 
the very fact of his being a Canadian, but 
more partioularly if he was an Orangeman, 
would ensure him a cordial reception at 
the hands of these gentlemen. He was 
pleased to her such able speeches, which 
breathed the tone andspirit of Christianity, 
and should guide every Orangeman. It 
was not the best Orangemen who went 
along the streets boasting of his connection 


which they had been received. Great im- 
provement had been made since his last 
visit to this city some soven years ago. It 
was 4 source of peculiar pleasure to re-visit 
the Dominion ; other states and empires 
had dwindled away whilst this Dominion 
was prospering. In the future, the great 
order to which they belonged, he felt, 
would play a most important part for its 
welfare. They did not require to be told 
of the principles of the Orange order— 
civil and political liberties forall, freedom 
for all and tyranny to none, Some per 
sons claimed that such processions as they 
had to-day should be abandoned. He 
could not entestain such a proposition. 
They desired in the Triennial Council to 
consult the best meaas of upholding the 
Orange order. It might be asked what 
was the object of the delegates in coming 
from such a distance to attend this meeting. 
He would reply that they came desirous of 
upholding its principles, and uniting in 
council to devise measures for the advance- 
ment of its principles. He had had the 
pleasure of being elected President of the 
Triennial Council, and he spoke fora yery 
large number of people. He went on to 
say that any Parliament that would 
attempt to override the Orange body 
would make a fatal mistake, The prin- 
ciples of the order would bear the 
strictest scrutiny. Hefelt pleased at the 
suuccess which the body in Canada had 
met with. He referred to the services of 
the late John Hillyard Cameron, who had 
crossed thé Atlantic and placed in the 
hands of Her Majesty a petition for the 
incorporation of the Orangemen of Qanada. 
He did not desire to refer to the troubles 
of 1860, as it would be disrespectful to Her 
Majesty the Queen,and Her Royal High- 
ness the Princess Louise. He would, there- 
fore, pass that matter over. The Orange 

men of Canada were deeply grateful to the 
late Mr. Cameron, Referring to the con- 
nectionof Hon. Mr, Bowell with the order, 
he sailit grieved him to find that some 
persons had found fault with that gentle- 
man. No just complaint could be laid 
againsthim. Acity paper had charged 
Mr. Bowell with deserting his colors, by 
not taking part in the procession. No man 
could be charged with deserting his prin- 
ciples when he was engaged in performing 
the duties he owed to his Queen. 

The Hon. Mr. Bowell entered at this 
stage and took his seat upon the platform. 

Roy. Dr. Potter felt gratified at the pre- 
sentation of the address from the members 
of the Orange order in the Ottawa Valley. 
There wasa bond of sympathy between 
the members of the order in the old world 
andin the new. ‘The reference in the ad- 
dresses to the old country was a very pleas- 
ing one, but it was not at all strange that 
a ‘child should love ita mother.” From 
the days of Eden there had beon a mighty 
struggle for liberty, and in no country had 
there been more zealous exponents of that 
principle than in England. 

“ There is no land like England, 
Wherever that land may be ; 
Of all the earth she’s kingland 
Crowned by its bride the eea. 
And they shall lie in an honored bed, 
Who fight for her and bleed for her; 
And they shall be head of the mighty dead, 
Who died in the hour of need for he: 

Canada should feel proud of England and 
of the principles of the Orange order, whoao 
principles bless the country in which they 
thrive. (Applause. ) 

Prof. Macklin, of Scotland, said there 
was ono thought which had not been dwelt 
upon by the previous spoakers, and that 
was the religion of our forefathers, who 
were deeply religious mon. If the expros- 
sion could be used, ho would call them dili- 
gently religious. Ho believed that Dorry 
would not have boon so well defended had 
not each man carried a bible, showing they 
were devout mon, There was a unity 
among thom, and there should also bo a 
unity among Orangemon. If they wished 
to be worthy of their forefathers, thoy 
should adhere to the bible and its truths. 

The Chairman said the United States 
wore represonted in the Trionnial Council, 
and ho would introduce them to Colonel 
Evans. 

Mr. Evone said it was with more than 
usual diffidence that ho arose to reply to 
tho honor eviferred on him ; ho would pro- 
for to listen to the wisdom of tho distia 
guished delegates who had earned such om- 

i it in tho order, Thoro wore a 
fow things, poculiaritios ho might call thom, 
which ho would be pardoned for commont- 
ing upon. Ho saw tho Orangemon of Oan- 
ada zoalous to tho oxtromo. Ho saw mon 
walking 40 iniloa on foot to attond the pros 
coasion ; they camo, from the yeomon to tho 
highest in tho land, to tostify to thoir prin. 
Ho spoke of the incarceration of 
Mr, Johnaton in Lroland, of the princely 


hospitality of Mr. Clomow in taking caro of 


fo many of thoso who marched in the pro. 


with the order. In order to command 
respect, Orangemen must respect themselves 
under all circumstances, and treat their 
neighbors as Christian and fellow beings. 
He had not come prepared to make an ex- 
tended speech, but would advise his hearers 
to extend some little charity to those who 
had been unjustly calumniated. A person 
should not be judged unheard ; his past 
life and record sbould give him a certain 
weight In determining his guilt. He re- 
ferred to his connection with the press since 
1834, during which time he had receiy- 
ed many buffets at the handa of op- 
ponents, and had consequently become 
thoroughly accustomed to sch attacks. 
He had an idea that he was present at tho 
meeting to-night, but it would be hard for 
the outside public to know this fact from 
the press, as it would be reported in some 
papers, that he was present, whilst in 
otherg his absence would be noted. He had 
stood a large amount of abusein the past, 
and would doubtless manage to faee it for a 
while longer. It was well known that a 
politician’s enemies used every circumstance 
to detract from his usefulness, and he would 
advise members of Parliament, of whom he 
saw several present, to be prepared should 
they unfortunately occupy a ministerial 
position, to have a larger amount of calamny 
andabuse heaped upon them. He was 
surprised to find that in the columns of a 
certai newspaper he had been held up as 
a hydra-headed monster to his Catholic 
friends, whilst to the Orangemen it had 
been stated that he was a renegade 
from their ranks. Referring to the 
remarks of Mr. Evans, of Philadel- 
phia, as to the loyalty of the Oanadian 
people, he said that the Jatter had 
eyerything to make them happy, and dur- 
ing Mr, Evans’ visit, that gentleman had 
learned that in this country legislation was 
enacted te suit the people,who were able, 
should they become dissatisfied with the 
Government, to make it give way for_an- 
other more acceptable tothe masses. How- 
‘ever democratic the United States was, 
Canada was more so. (Applause.) : 

The motion was unanimously carried, 
after which Mr. Olemow returned his 
thanks in a short speech. 

Mr. Johnson, of Belleville, addressed 
the audience in a terse speech, after which 
the proceedings came to a close.

Vhe Letellier Case. 

As tho tologram announcing the dismisal 
of the Lieutenant-Govornor of Queboo was 
received at too lato an hour to permit of 
moro than tho briofest reference to the 
subject, a few further romarks concerning 
tho caso will not bo outof place. Tho final 
disposition of a matter which has occasion 
ed so much excitement in the public mind 
for weeks past is in itself a mattor for con- 
gratulation, whilst the fact that it has been 
settled in accordance with the wishes of 
the people, as expreased through their ro- 
presentatives in Parliament, is satisfactory, 
as boing thoroughly in accordance with the 
principles of Responsible Government. 
There has been the widest divergence of 
opinion expressed, although we doubt 
whother thero was'really any such difference 
felt, in relation to the conduct of Mr. 
Letellier in exercising the prerogative and 
dismissing his constitutional advisers, as 
there always-will be in any matter into 
which the political eloment enters. No 

attempt was made by the Grits to contro- 
vert tho really nnanawerable argument of 
Sir John Macdonald on the constitutional 
bearings of the caso, whilst Mr. Blake, the 
great constitutional authority of the 
** Liberals,” showed by his conduct in 
shirking the vote, that he really agreed 
with the contentions of the Conservatives. 
As a consoquence—and a strange one it has 
been, we must admit—the Liberals have 
championed the Crown as against the peo- 
ple—something so contrary to the traditions 
of that party as to show that their princi 
ples are as naught when to stand by them 
would work to their temporary disadvan- 
tage as a party, That M. Letellier, in 
order to secure the end which he aimed at, 
namely the deposition of the Conservatives 
from office and the advent of his friends to 
power, was guilty of treachery and deceit, 
was 80 apparent on the face of the facts 
that, whilst not admitting that such was 
the case, his apologists in the press 
attempted to defend him by assert- 
ing that the people, when appealed 
to, sustained his course. Leaving out of 
account altogether the undeniable truth that 
issues other than the constitutionality of 
the Lioeutenant-Governor’s action were 
mainly instrumental in giving to M. Joly’s 
6dministration 9 great accession of strength, 
it cannot be truthfully denied that of the 
sixty-five members who constitute the 
. Legislative Assembly, thirty-four wero re- 
turned as opponents of the new Govern- 
ment. That being the case, the argument 
of those indiscreet friends of the deposed 
Lieutenant Governor who hold that,in such 
matters, the voice of the people is’ su- 
preme, is turned against themselves ; for 
that the people of Quebec pronounced in 
favor of the Opposition is as clear as any 
truth that ever was written. It matters 
not that one gentleman was induced to be- 
tray his constituents and belie his written 
pledges for the sake of the emoluments of 
the office of Speaker, and that another 
meniber elect changed his political allegi- 
ance without the advice or consent of his 
constituents, the fact remains clear and in- 
disputable that the popular yoice was given, 
as we have said, against the usurpers who 
have now by bribery and other question- 
able but characteristic “tactics,” succoed- 
ed in establishing themselves as rulers in 
the Province of Quebec. Further, the 
Legislature itself, after the bribery and 
cajolery above spoken of, in express terms 
condemned the conduct of the Lieutenant 
Governor, Mr, Price,who had deserted from 
the Conservative party, refusing to stultify 
himself by voting against his convictions 
onthe point. Had M. Letellier, finding 
himself condemned by tho tribunal to 
which he appealed for justification, resign- 
ed when bis action was thus formally con- 
demned, he might have done so with some 
small degree of popular respect ; as it is, 
he has been thrust with ignominy from an 
office which he had disgraced, and the 
sympathy of none but those who profited 
by his donduct will follow him into his 
enforced retirement. The precedent will 
be valuable for the future. 

In selecting Dr. Robitaille, M, P. for 
Bonaventure, to fillthe vacant office, the 
Government have made a yery happy 
choice, that gentleman being not only a 

. Politician of much experience but happily 
popular with both parties. The new 
Lieutenant Governor of Quebec is descend- 
ed from one of the oldest French families, 
in Canada. He was born at Varonnes, 
Quebeo, on the 29th of January, 1834, and 
is consequently in his 46th year. He 
entered Parliament in 1861 for Bonayen- 
ture which ho represented continually up 
to tho date of his Appointment, and also 
served the samo constituency in the Que- 
bec Assembly from 1871 to 1874, when he 
retired from Provincial politics. He was a 
member of the Macdonald Cabinet, hav- 
ing been appointed Receiver General 
on the 30th of January, 1873, and 
going out with his colleagues in the same 
year. Being a man of marked ability and 
estimablo personal qualifications, we aptici- 
pato for him a successful career as Liouton- 
ant-Governor of his native Province,

The Montreal Gazette devotes a long and 
tolling article to tho discussion of the Pro- 
vincial Treasurer's speech, from which we 
make the following oxtract : 

“Tho attempt to show an increase of 
‘ordinary revenue’ by ifWtuding in it half 
a million of dollars received from the Do- 
minion Governmont on account of a settle. 
mont arising out of the distribution of as- 
sots and liabilities betweon Ontario and 
Quebeo, or $79,000, which has not been 
received from the Richelieu, Drummond 
and Arthabaska Railway Company, but 
which was paid to that Company in 1873 
out of the Consolidated Fund, and is 
now, os a mere mattor of book-keeping, 
transferred to tho Railway fund, tho 
other being credited with it, or $12,- 
500, an instalment of a loan of $50,000 
made from capital to tho Beauport 
Lunatic Asylum, or the half-dozen other 
items which by no interprotation can be 
considered as ordinary, is bad enough. But 
when Mr, Langelier goes so far in order to 
make ends meet as to exclude from ordinary 
oxponditure and charge to capital the inter- 
est and sinking fund on the public debt, he 
has surely clapped the climax of brazen- 
faced impudence ! Running the Province 
into bankruptcy forsooth! Here is a me- 
thod of liberal financing that will accom- 
plish that result ata single bound. Leav- 
ing out of ordinary revenue the extraordi- 
nary sums we have mentioned, adding to 
ordinary expenditure the interest and sink- 
ing fund on the public debt, which by the 
statute on the faith of which the money was 
loaned, is made a charge npon the consoli- 
dated revene, and we have as tho result 
of the first year of Rouge adininistration in 
this Province, a deficit at the very lowest 
estimate of $672,286, 

It was hardly worth Mr, Langelier’s 
while to attack the estimates of the late 
Government. In the face of all the ad- 
mitted difficulties which surrounded the 
position, he and his colleagues boldly un- 


dertook to make ends meet by a policy of 
retrenchment and economy. How utterly 
they have failed in doing this, the budget 
speech of last night unhappily makes too 
plain.

Pacusr Stricken Memruis.—Tho yel- 
low fever is less destructive of life than it 
was last year, but it has involved a more 
complete and through paralyzation of busi- 
neas in the infected community. A city of 
60,000 inhabitants has been deprived of its 
movable population, and its business com- 
munity have boxed their goods, put them 
on boats and gone north to set up anew in 
arival city. The present visitation will 
prove a blow to Memphis such as will not 
be recovered from for years. It is trace- 
able to tho penalty of neglect of sanitary 
precautionsand open defiance of them. The 
privy vaults where persons wero sick of the 
fever last year wero not cleaned in cold 
weather, as they could have been, some 
landlords resisting the sanitary authorities 
by injunctions from the courts, It is sug- 
gested that the wooden pavement which is 
laid in blocks, ten inches devp, may hold 
the germs of tho disease,

Rural Hnogland. 


Richard Grant White inthe August Atlantic, 


Enough of rural E and, however, still 
remains to make it the most boautiful 
gountry in the world to those w ho love to 
geo nature humanised, and her spontaneous 
boautioa molded by tho hand of man and | 
blended with his work, Thoy who like 
r od roads better than green mosdows 
and cultivated slopes,or palma, better than 
oaks and elms rai beeches, or who like to 
live by rivera upon which floots may anil, 
may sook thoir enjoyment of the beautics 
of nature in othor climes, They to whom 
the blending of castle and cottage and spire 
with forest and field brings no enhancement 
of the beauties of unmitigated nature may 
find the latter elsowhere, or have it “dry 
shod at home.”’ But the lover of humaniz- 
ed nature may find it in England in a per- 
foction which imagination can hardly sur- 
pass. Iftheclimate of England tempts a 
man into thd open air more than that of 
any other country, the beauty which rural 
England spreads before his oyes more than 
doubles the temptation. I expected much, 
but although I am a man and did not come 
from Sheba, I was obliged to borrow the 
words of the woman who did, and say that 
the half had not been told me, When 
Wordsworth wrote— 

“One impulse from a vernal wood 

May teach you more of man, 

Of moral evil, and of good, 

Than all the sages can,” 
it was an English landscape that he had in 
his mind’s oye. No true brother of the 
angle, no contemplative man whom any 
pursuit or taste tempts into communion 
with nature, even in our raw, rude country 
can fail to apprehend and feel, although he 
may not quite comprehend, what Words- 
worth means by his somewhat extrayagant 
utterance, but in England its truth comes 
home to him with tenfold strength 
Nature there is informed with humanity ; 
there the landscape without being artificial 
has been redeemed from savagery. And 
this has been done, not with purpose, but 
simply by man’s taking nature to himself 
to love her and to cherish. It is remark- 
able that a people so inferior in the arts of 
design should have been able so to treat 
nature that art may look to the result as a 
model, almost as a realized ideal, The 
beauty of English scenery is a set-off against 
many acres of painted canvas of which

Artificial Morals.

What is “ artificial morality !” Itis mak. 
jog that which is not wrong in itself to bo a 
crime by lege\ or ecclesiastical statute ; or 
that to bea sin, by the verdict of public 
opinion, which only becomes to by abuse, 
Every ago has had its arbitrary or technical 
virtues and yices, andsometimes an act which 
is regarded ax a Virtue in one generation 
comes to be regarded aan vico in tho next, 
Things aro measured by what is calle. 
sliding scale of morals.” ‘This. artificial 
standard of virtuo varies also with tho alti. 
tude, and n couree of conduct which ia 
practi and defended in one region is do- 
nounced and prohibited in another, Certain 
wages which, in some parts of the world, aro 
& matter of religious obligation, wo regard ay 
atrocious. Even our good forefathers did 
some things at the dictation of conscious 
which would expoze ono to coat of tar and 
feathors if he should repeat them now, 

The standard of right and wrong varies 
Very much with different persons to-day, 
Some have what may be called a quiddling 
conecience. I once heard a mostoxcellent and 
timely sermon, in which the preacher told 
his congregation that their consciences wore 
like cobwebs that caught all tho little flics, 
“but,” he added, “eta big bumble-bee 
come along, and he goes through like a shot, 
You are very scrupulous about rubrics, bat 
not over-scrapvlous as to the ten command. 
ments.” “I had a saintly aunt, now in Para- 
diso, who once rebuked the children of the 
household for picking up a few autumn 
leaves, on their way home from church on 
Sunday. Sho probably forgot that the Al. 
mighty made those leaves. 

Quiddling can hardly be regarded as an 
English word, but it oxpresses better than 
any other the idea involved in the quiddity of 
the old schoolmen, who were much given to 
“drawing disinctions without a difference,” 
and to interminable debates about trifles. 

A morbid conscience differs in some re- 
spects from that sort which is all the while 
“‘etraining at gnats and swallowing . camels.” 
It-is seen in its most painful form amongst a 
class of good people who aro all the~ while 
feeling their own spiritual pulec. Instead of 
golig out into the world todo the work which 
their Master has given them to do, with a 
strong hand and a cheerful heart, they shut 
themselves up in one chamber, draw the cur- 
tains, and sit down to brood over their real or 
imaginary sins, This is not the worst of it. 
Such persotis are very apt to invent occasions 
of moral offence and construct aitificial sins, 
which they worry over as much as they would 
at the violation of any one of the divine com- 
mandments. 

In this connection we may observe that 
artificial morality is a natural growth of super- 
stition. There are many savage nations 
Whose children are killed off when they be- 
come too numerous, and those who have out- 
lived their usefulness are exposed to perish in 
the open field, asa matter of duty; the sin of 
stealing consists in doing the thing clumsily 
and getting found out; and telling the trath 
is regarded as a superfluous weakness. Among 
the cultivated pagans of Greece and Rome, 
some of the vilest passions of humanity were 
defied and hallowed with religious rites. Even 
in our own land we have some terrible illus- 
trations of theatrocity and wickedness that 
come of an introv: conscience, 

Ascoticism is one of the moat prominent 
forma of artificial morality, I ibes that 
which is innocent, because of | ‘possibility

Pte ual course ty. to "prohivet 
thing altogether. It also cultivates great 

ity of demeanorand regards everything 
1p a very serious aspect, and looks with much 
disfavor upon people of an hilarious disposi- 
tion. The singing of spring-birds seems to 
be somewhat frivolous,—they would be more 
profitably employed in grubbing for worms 
aud earning their living. 

A man who always carries about with him 
a moral tape-measure, marking off the virtues 
of his friends by the inch,and their infirmities 
by the foot, is it not a pleasant person to en- 
counter, Neither is the other man who in- 
variably produces his moral tuning-fork, for 
testing the tone of people and finding out 
whether they have the true nasal key. Neither 
is the third man, who goes the rounds as a 
sort of moral label inspector, in order to see 
whether you wear this or that society's badge, 
—declaring that if you dlosi7on areall right, 
and if not, you must be wrong. As a 

eneral rule, men of this sort are concerned to 
aes “* what you call yourself” than what 
you really are. 

The artificial moralist is sometimes very 
rigid in bis religious views, and then again he 
may have no religious views at all.. Some of 
our most rampant reformers haye set aside 
both the Mosuic and the Christian codes of 
etbics, as not being thorough and exhaustive 
enough fer tho nineteenth century, Those 
ancient systems did very well in their day, 
but we have outgrown them. 1f the apostles 
had lived in our time, they would have taken 
a diflerent tone on several important points, 


‘The conceit of the artificial moralist, even 
when he is very honest and earnest, is likely 
tomako him rather disagreeable. Look at 
him, after he has donned his buckram suit, 
and planted his head between his shoulders, 
peering upon you with his glossy eyes 
through the holes of his helmet, his jaws 
working like a machine, and his voice sound- 
ing as if it were emitted from a leather bel- 
lows! The moral sentiments which ho is so 
fond of uttering seem as if they were ground 
out of ahand-organ, It is the same tune all 
the time, with a few occasional variations 
in the pitch. Ho appears to bo a made up 
map, and you feel as if ho might be 
taken to piccea and put _ togethor 
again a dozen times over without doing him 
any damage. He is a bundle of rules, and 
has no impulses, good or bad. He nover 
forgets himself, and scoms detormined that 
other peoplo shall not forget him. Ho is o 
man of negatives,—he waver does this, and 
never docs that, and this is abont all that 
can be gaid in his praise. What ho actually 
accomplishes for the good of society is an- 
other matter. And ye “the does covery: 
thing,” great and small, ‘‘from a sonso of 
duty,” and wishes all his friends to know it. 
Ho nover hides his light under o bushel, and 
nover shades it, Ho nover saya anything 
that ho regrets or that anybody clao would 
care torem mbor, He is an ethical auto- 
matom, well articulated, completo in every 
joint, scientifically constructed, and yory 
disagrocable. : 

Artificial morality, in its best form, is a 
wasto of material. " It is what the Biblo 
calls ‘being righteous overmuch.” In all 
its forms it is a sham, and does the samo 
harm to the caueo of sound morals which 
the circulation of counterfeit notes inflict 
upon the currency. It ought to be frowned 
upon and denounced as we denounce positive 
It tonds very strongly to make mon 


vivo. to 
hypocrites. In various ways it is unwholo- 
some in ita influonce. Tt is basod upon a 
falyo standard, and that is enough to con- 
domn it.

A Sermon to Young Women. 


Dr. Oswald Dykes preached in Regent 
square Church, on a recent Sunday evening, 
in connection with a special mission to the 
women of London which is being held 
throughout the metropolis during the pre- 
sent week, The congregation was princi- 
pally composed of young women, a large 
number of whom had evidently travelled. 
long distances through the heavy rain. 
Dr. Dykes chose for his text Proverbs 
xxxi 30.—‘Favor is deceitful, and beauty 
is vain; but a woman that feareth the < 
Lord she shall be praised.” At the feet of 
women as of men, said Dr. Dykes, two 
paths lie open, The name of the one is 
wisdom, which has for its beginning the 
fear of the Lord, while the name of the 
other is vanity, which cultivates lhowy 
and transient attractiveness, that it may 
allure a passing homage, or while away a 
vacant hour. Vanity leads to loose b 
havior, a frequenting of doubtful com- 
pany, a coquetting with sin, and the usual 
committal of sin. The difficulty of finding 
suitable places of amusement, a deficiency 
of education, and the long hours of mono- 
tonous labor, these are hurrying crowds of 
young women into frivolity if not into dis- 
sipation, But more than anything else, 
there is the force of example to con! 
srith, —Hewlly-any women-canestah 
fashionable, and thus a young girl 

trayed almost against her will into dressing 
with undue display, and wasting her time 
in the silliest of talk. Influences precisely 
similar operate in the drawing-room. Their 
accomplishments are cultivated not for their 
‘own sake, butsolely because fashion pre- 
scribes and society expectsthem, This also 
1s vanity. . Whatever we do merely to be 
talked of, whatever we wear simply to be 
looked at, is vanity. The thirst for excite- 
ment is by no mi confined to the classes 
that toil for their living, but with them it 
is the most excusable. The short-lived 
praise which vanity begets turps to cold 
neglect. It beggars a woman's nature, 
dwarfs her soul, and, if it does nothing 
else, it wastes in folly that which was 
meant for God. Let‘her once become the 
slave of such folly, and she is contemptible. 
Dr. Dykes then proceeded to point out a 
more excellent way—a way of piety which 
is heaven’s wisdom. Those who lived for 
present enjoyment, and sought to be ad- 
mired for external appearances, would be 
undeceived oneday. It is not all sunshine 
for the butterfly, he said. But how often 
does such wisdom come too late! The 
worn-out heart of deceiyed and disappoint- 
ed woman turns not seldom to other sources 
than the fear of God. She only chooses 
wisely who bestows the affection of the 
heart where love is supremely due, and who 
prefers eternal happiness to transient pleas- 
ures. In womanhood piety sits with a pe- 
culiar grace, The first lesson of Christ's 
achool is humility, the second trust, and 
the third purity of heart. How closely 
might woman approach to the ideal of her. 
Lord if she tried. Itis in the sereno at 
mosphere of home, and in a woman's heart 
that we can more confidently look for the 
beauty of holiness on earth. But tho 
beauty is inward. The path of heavenly 
wisdom is Jesus Christ. There is no other 
path that will conduct to eternal life. 
Nothing less noble than a religious life is 
worthy of womanhood—nothing but a ro- 
ligious life can avert a miserable at

_ In conformity with the authority contained 
in section 58, 31 Vic., cap. 40, Associations or 
Companies for the purpose of drill are author- 
ized to be organized in the Educational Insti- 
tutions hereinafter described, under the fol- 
lowing Regulations : 

1. Owing to the limited means available, the 
organization of such companies will be confine 
od, until further orders, to Universities, Col- 
legos, Normal rnd High Schools. 

The total number of Companies to be #0 
organized is not at present to exceed 74, of 
which there may be in Ontario 34, Quebec 24, 
in the Maritimo Provinces 13, in Manitoba 2, 
and in British Columbia 1. 

3. Theso Companios are intended to be in- 
structed in military drill and training only, and 
onto account tu be employed in active 
tervice, 


4. Rifles and accoutrements will not be 
furvished to any Univorsisy, College or Nor- 
mal School in which the Company will con- 
sist of leas than forty of the regularly enroll:

Biundering Again. 


Thore sooms positively to bo no limit to 
the Globe's capacity for blundering in con- 
nection with the National Policy, which it 
constantly assails with tho same sort of 
blind ferocity which distinguishes tho bull 
when its ire has been aroused by the sight 
ofaredrag. On very many occasions since 
the now tariffeamo into offect we have 
been obliged to correct the blundering mis- 
statements of our contemporary, but, un- 
doterred by the timely corrections which 
it has received at ours and at other bands, 
the organ of tho free-trade minority con- 

tinues to blunder along, making one mis- 
statement afteranothor with the greatest 
industry and the utmost nonchalance, ap- 
parently without any regard for facts, Its 
issuo of the 24th inst. contains two mis- 
chioyous assertions in relation to the West 
India trade and to the trade in coal 
and flour between Ontario and Nova 
Scotia. In reference to the firat,it said ;— 


**4 day or two ago the merchants engagod 
in the West India trado were astounded at 
learning that hereafter tho duty on raw sugar 
will be levied upon the price of the article 
with tho export duty added, Several of the 
West India Islands impose an export duty on 
their rawsugar in order to provide revenue 
and to encourage refining athome. This duty 
amounts to a considerable sum. When it is 
added to the market value of the sugar, and 
tho whole subjected to 30 per cont. duty— 
which is the amount of our ad valorem tax— 
the abstraction of so large an amount from the 
prolits of the voyage is a serious thing, and 
no doubt, as the shippers say, it would coun- 
torbalance all the encouragement given by the 


This statomont is neatly and effectually 
controverted by the Mail as follows :— 


“Tt is not at allt likely that the Hal: 
importera were “astounded.” The only West 
India island that levies an export duty is 
Cuba. That island, as everybody knows, has 
been the scene of rebellion for years ; and the 
export duty on sugar is levied purely for re- 
venue purposes. Thero is no ‘‘refining at 
home” in Caba or in any other island of the 
West Indies. If thisexport duty were ex- 
empt from taxation under our tariff, the 
whole Canadian sugar trady would turn to 
Ouba and be diverted from the British West 
Indies. The aim of the Government is to en- 
courage trade with the latter, Evidently our 
contemporary has not read the Halifax papers 
lotely. The Reporter of the 2lst says: ‘*The 
** sugar tariff is working wonders, The im- 
“ porta into the port ot Halifax during the 
** week wore larger than has been brought 
“‘ here for many years." We may add that 
the only charges exempt from our duty, are 
those for the nestioaiie! and the brokers’ com- 
mission which is generally two and a-half por 
cent, Exempting the hogshead or “‘packages" 
as the tariff bill has it, encoursges direct im- 
portation, and direct importation means the 
re-establishment of our West India trade, 
which was destroyed under the MMackenzic- 
Cartwright Government.” 


As to the coal trade the Globe held forth 
in the following strain ;— 


“ The trade in flour and coal between Nova 
Scotia and Toronto has now had a fair trial, 
thanks to the’ public spirit of one of our mer- 
chants, and its failure must be taken as de- 
monatrated, i *. bY; . > ‘ 
It is quite certain, too, that the coal con- 
sumers of Ontario will not submit to any such 

rtial tax as a doty upon fuel. The coal tax 

is therefore doomed. Asa protective tax it 
is now proved to be an abject failure. As a 
revenue tax it is an utterly unjust and inde- 
fensible one. Tho coal tax, ina word, must 
go ; and with it must go the useless and ob- 
structive tax uponiron. When these taxes 
are abolished, tho last vestige of a reason why 
the Eastern people should submit to a tax 
upon their bread, clothing, and every other 
article of daily use disappears. Tho whole 
Tory tariff, in fact, crambles to pieces.” 


Tt doubtless gave the Globe great pleasure 
to herald forth this evil news; but, as it 
proves, there is quite as little truth in its 
ill-omened assertions with regard to the 
coal trade as in those made by it with re- 
gard to tho sugar duties. The Mail flatly 
and satisfactorily contradicts the statement 
of the Grit organ, saying : 


‘An inter-provincial trade has been com- 
moncod, which is capable of almost unlimited 
extension. * The colliers aro more fully em- 
ployed than thoy have been for several years ; 
the proprietors of coal mining roperty aro en- 
couraged by the prospect of future returns, 
The problem of sending flour to Nova Scotia 
and bringing coal asa return cargo has been 
practically solved. = 4 - ~ (~) 
Cape Breton coal has been laid down in this 
city, as well os at Ottawa, Montreal, and 
Quebec. Messrs. Howland aro conducting a 

proStable trade in bringing coal from the Little 

lace Bay mine to Toronto, and ahi ping flour 
as return freight. Sailing vessels fave been 
thus far engaged in the trade, the freight to 
Halifax being forty conts as against sixty or 
sixty-five conts by Grand Trunk railway, 
Awong tho schooners which have brought or 
aro bringing Nova Scotia coal to this port are 
the Herbert Dudley, Cavatier, Foster, Erie, 
and £igin, That a successful trade has been 
established is no longer matter for speculation, 
and indeed tho profits aggregate from $T,000 
to $1,500 per cargo. Tho development of the 
trade will enable the Ontario people to obtain 
Cape Broton coal at still lower rates, ”

man was only a fair average size, while the 
other stood six feet two in his socks, and 
weighed at least sixteen stone !—Ha lock 
in Forest and Stream.

Monetary Times :—Evidently encouraged 
by tho duty of 40 ofs. imposed on the im- 
ported article, the Napanee Cement works 
opened this month with a rapid crusher 
and a Waterous engine. It uses limestone 
quarried and burnt at Napanee mills, The 
new @tablishment crushes this, and tho 
result is the hydraulic cement known to 

commerce. About ono ton of limestone 
makes eight barrels of cement. Sixty bar- 
rels a day equals the present capacity, but 
150 barrels will be made when full capacity 
is reached; 27 men are employed. We 
understand that the Thorold Cement 
Works aro employing an increased number 
of hands,

the general disposal of cheoso on the English 
markets. As auch an artioly is calculated to 
mislead factorymen who have shipped their 
cheeso abroad, and knowing that there are 
parties in the trade here, who, floding from 
past experience that they cannot handle con- 
, aro unprincipled 
udice the minds of 


sigoments to advantage 
enough to attempt to pre 
shippers against other houses,and go about in 
the ‘dog in the manger” astyle—not being 
ablo to influence factorymen to ship through 
thom, willdo all they can to prevent others 
from doing a * legitimate trade, we 
deem it necessary to correct the idea 
that these ouction sales aro the means of keop- 
ing down prices, as anyone in tho trade knows 
that at theso sales very little business is done, 
and it is only resorted to by parties holding 
over-kept stock, and who want to get rid of 
Generally there is a limit pat upon 
the price, and tho auctioncer i not allowed to 
roll by the limit given—when it is different 
it is for stock that is out of condition and needs 
selling. 
That there is an over-produetion no ono for 
a mon.ent can doubt, and this, combined with 
the unsettled state of trade, must have a de- 
preasing effect, Times are too hard and 
money too scarce for many of the poorer class 
of Her Majesty's subjects to use chooro aa a 
staple article of food oven at tho present low 
prices, and, although a place can be found for 
a cortaia quantity, it must not be supposed 
for amoment that all the cheeso which Canada 
and the United States can produce can be 
consumed in the British Isles. 
The shipments for tho past three weeks 
have been about 450,000 boxes, or at 60 lbs. 
exch, 37,000,000 Ibs., and it remains yet to be 
scon what effect theso enormous shipments 
will have on the English markets,—and we 
would recommend factorymon to keep their 
cheese moving. It requires no argument to 
prove that prices so far, this season, have not 
yielded the farmer much margin of profit, but 
after paying cost of production he has been

mv that in the lake close by all the rocks 
were moving out of the water—a circum- 
stance which I thought not a Jittle strange. 
However, I wont to look at the unheard 
of spectacle, and sure enou h, there were 
the rocks apparently moving out of the 
water on to iry land. The Jake is of con- 
siderable extent, but shallow, and full of 
ureat masses of rock, Many of these masses 
appear to have travelled right out of the 
luke and are now high and dry,some fifteen 
yards above the margin of the water. They 
have ploughed deep and regularly defined 
channels for thewselver. You may soe 
then of all sizes, from blocks of,say,rough- 
ly speaking, six or eizht feet in diameter, 
dowu to stones which a man could lift. 
Moreover, you find them in various stages 
in progress, some a hundred yards or more 
from shore, and apparently just beginning 
to move; others half way to their destina- 
tion, and others again, as I have said, high 
and dry above the water, In all cases there 
is a distinct groove or furrow, which tho 
rock has fairly ploughed for itself, I notic- 
ed one particularly yood specimen, an enor- 
mous block which lay some yards above 
high-watermark. The earthand stones were 
heaped up in front of it to a height of three 
or four feet. There was a deep furrow, 
the exact breadth of the block, leading 
down directly from it into the lake, and 
extending till it was hidden from my sight 
by the depth of the water, Loose stones 
and pebbles were piled up on each side of 
this groove ina regular, clearly detined 
line. Ithought at first that from some 
cause or other the smaller stones, pebbles 
and sand had been dragged down from 
above, and consequently had piled them- 
selves up in front of all the large rocks too 
heavy to be removed, and had left a vacant 
space or furrow behind the rocks. But if 
that had been the case the drift of moving 
material would of course have joined to- 
gether again in the space of a few yards be- 
hind the fixed rocks. On the contrary, 
these grooves or furrows remained the 
sume width throughout their entire length 
and have, U think, andoubtedly beon caus. 
ed by the rock forcing its way up through 
the loore shingle and stones which compose 
the bed of the lake. What power has set 
thess rocks in motion it is difficult to de- 
cide. The action of ice is the only thing 
that might explain it; but how ice could ex- 
ert itselfin that special manner, and why, 
if ive is the cause of it, it does not mani- 
fest that tendency in every lake in every 
part of the world, Ido not pretend to com- 
pretend. My attention having been once 
directed to this L noticed it in various 
other lakes. Unfortunately my Indian 
only mentioned it to me a day or two be- 
fore Lleft the woods I bad not time 
therefore, to make any inyestigation into 
the subject.

Respecting the Disposal of certain 
Dominion Lands for the Pur- 
poses the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 
er, ent ov THE INTRRION, 

Duranraent oy “awa, July 9th, 1879, 
“Public notice ia hereby given, that th 6 
lowing rogulationa are promulgated aa governing 
tho mode of disposing of the Dominion Lands 
situate within 110 (one hundred and ten) miles 
‘on each side of the line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway t= 

1. * Until further and final survey of the said 
railway has been made west of the Red River, 
and for the purposes of these regulations, the 
line of the sald railway shall be assumed to be 
on the fourth baso westerly to the intersection 
of the said base by the line between ranges 21 
and 22 west of the first principal meridian, and 
thence In a direct line to the confluence of the 
Shell River with the River Assiniboine, 

2. ‘The country lying on each side of the line 
of railway shall be respectively divided into belts, 
as follows + rs 

**(1) A belt of five miles on either side of tho 
railway, and immediately adjoining the samo, to 
be called helt A; 

(2) A belt of fitteen miles on either side of 
the railway adjoining belt A, to be called belt B; 

(3) A belt of twenty miles on either side of 
the railway, adjoining belt B, to be called belt © ; 

(4) A belt of twenty miles on either side o! 
the >alwarr adjoining belt C, to be called belt 
D; and 
_ §(5) A bolt of fifty miles on either mde of the 
railway, adjoining belt D, to be called belt E, 

3. The Dominion lands in belt A shall be ab- 
solutely withdrawn from homestead entry, also 
from pre-emption, and shall be held exclusively 
for “Ar at six dollars per acre, 

4 The lands in belt B shall be disposed of 
as follows; ‘The even-numbered sections within 
the belt shall be set apart for homesteads and 
pre-emptinns, and the odd-numbered w 
shall be regarded as railway lands proper. 
homesteads on the even-numbered sections, to 
the extent of eighty acres each, shall consist of 
tho easterly halves of the easterly halves, also of 
the wester y halves of the westerly halves of 
such sections ; and tho pre-emptions en such 
even-numbered sections, also to the extent of 
eighty crea each, adjoining sugh eight CTE 
oinexteads, shall Gonaist of the westerly halven 
of the easterly halves, also of the easterly halves 
of che westerly halves of such sections, and shal 
be # 1d at the rate of $2.60 (two dollars and fifty 
cwits) peracre.

6. “The even-numbered sections in belt D 

shall also be set apart for homesteads and pre- 
em tions of eighty acres each, as provided for in 
rexpect of belts B and ©, but the price of pre: 
e1ptions shail be at the rate of $2 (two dollars) 
mrncre, Railway lands to consist, as in the 
fi Its B and (, yf the odd-numbered sections,and 
the price thereof to be at the uniform rate of $2 
(two dollars) per acre. 

7. “In the belt E, the description and area 
of homesteads and pre-emptions, and railway 
lands respectively, to be as above, and the prices 
of both pre-emptions and railway lands to be at 
the uniform rate of $1 (one dollar) per acre. 

8. {The terms of sale of pre-emptions through- 
out the B, C, D and E shall be as 
follows, hs of the purchase money, 
touether with interest on the latter, at the rate 


of 6 per cent. per annum, to paps at the end 
of three Seapets the date of entry ; the re- 
mainder to be paid in six equal annual instal 
ments from and after tho ssid date, with interest 
t the rate aboye mentioned, on such balance of 
the purchise-money as may from time to time 
remain unpaid, to be paid with each instalment. 

9, ‘The terms of sale of raiiway lands to be 
unifornily as follows, viz.; One tenth in cash at 
the time of purchase ; the balance in nine equal 
anvnal instalments, with interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum on the balance of pur- 
chase money from time to time remaining un- 
paid, to be paid with each instalment. All pay- 
ments, eith-r for pre-emptions or for railway 
landa proper, shall be in cash, and not in script 
or bounty warrants, 

10. “All entries of lands shall be subject to 
the following provisions respecting the right of 
way of the Canadian Pacific Railway or of any 
Government colonization railway connected 
therewith, viz. ; rn 

a. In the case of the railway crossing land 
entered as a homestead, the right of way thereon 
shall be free to the Government. 

b. Where the railway crosses pre-emptions or 
railway lands proper,the owner stall only be on- 
titled to claim payment for the land requred for 
right of way at the same rate peracre as ho may 
haye paid the Government for the same. 

11. “The above regulations shall come into 
force on and after the first day of August next, 
up to which time the provisions of the Sominion 
Lands Act shall continue to operate over the 
lands included in the several belts mentioned, 
excepting as relates to the belts A and B, in 
both of which, Bpie the said date, homesteads 
of 160 acres each, but no other entries will, as at 
present, be permitted. 

12, “Claims to Dominion lands arising from 
settlement, after the date hereof, in territory un- 
surveyed at the timo of such settlement, and 
which may be embraced within the limits affect- 
ed by the above policy, or by the extension there- 
of in the future over additional territory, will be 
ultimately dealt with in accordance with the 
terms prescribed above for the Jands in tho parti- 
cular belt in which such settlement may be found 
to be situated, 

13. ‘All entries aftor the date hereof of unoc- 
cupied lands in the Saskatchewan Agency, will 
be considered as provisional antil the railway 
line through that part of the territories has been 
located, after which the same will be finally dis- 
posed of in accordance with the above regula+ 
tions, as the same ayy apply to the particular 
belt in which such lands may be found to be 
situated. 

14. ‘* The above regulations it will, of course, 
be understood will not affect sections 11 and 29, 
which are public school lands, or sections 8 and 
26, Hudson’s Bay Company lands, 

“ Any further information nec may be 
obtained on application at the Dominion Lands 
Office, Ottawa, or from the agent of Dominion 
Lands, vegies (ea from any of the local agents
